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LETTFR POST INLAND. 

A LETTER enclosed in an envelope, whether sealed or open, 
addressed to any place in Newfoundland and the Labrador Coast, which 
does not exceed an ounce in weight will be conveyed to its destination for 
three cents. This late is applicable for letters posted in one settlement for 
delivery in another settlement a mile or more distant. 

LETTER POST FOREIGN. 

Letters for Great Britain, the Dominion of Canada, and the United 
States of America are forwarded to destination for two cents per ounce 
or fraction thereof, plus one cent war tax. Valuable letters may be regis 
tered for delivery in Newfoundland for three cents, but to other places 
the registration fee is five cents, except to United Kingdom, where the 
charge is Two Pence four cents. 

Circulars, that is, printed communications, when posted in lots of not 
Uss than 10, wholly alike, and left open for inspection, are accepted for 
one cent for each two ounces or fraction thereof. 

Newspapers, local and foreign, and Magazines, are forwarded to all 
places in Newfoundland and the United Kingdom, at a special rate of two 
cents per Ib. ; but papers under four ounces are accepted free of postage 
within the Colony, also, books at two cents per Ib. rate. Newspapers 



to the Dominion of Canada, the United States, France, Germany, etc., 
must be prepaid at the rate of one cent for each two ounces or fraction 
thereof. 

PARCEL POST. 

Parcels of Merchandise are delivered to destination in Newfoundland at 
the rate of one cent for the first two ounces, and so on up to I Ib., which is 
forwarded for eight cents, the second Ib. -three cents additional, or II cents 
and three cents for each additional Ib., or fraction thereof, up to lo and U 
Ibs., which is the limit, at 35 cents. Name and address of sender must 
appear on all parcels. Otherwise we will refuse to accept them. 

Senders of Parcels for local destinations must write their names and 
addresses on the covers ; if not Postmasters may refuse to accept them. 

Pai.cels for other countries must be accompanied by a Customs 
Declaration Form describing nature and value of contents. These 
forms will be supplied by the Post Office and are essential to ensure 
prompt despatch of parcel. 

Money may be transmitted by means of the Money Order System and 
by Telegraph to places in Newfoundland, which are Money Order and 
Telegraph Stations, at reasonable rates on application.

EXTRA POSTAGE. 

On and after May the i7th, 1918, every prepaid letter and 
letter packet posted in Newfoundland and Labrador, shall, in 
addition to the postage payable thereon under the Provisions 
of the Post Office Act of 1891 and Acts in amendment thereof, 
be chargeable with an Extra Postage of One Cent, thus a 
one-ounce letter will be three cents, and a two-ounce letter five 
cents, etc. 
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On and after June ist, 1918, all letters originating in New 
foundland not bearing the extra postage will be charged two 
cents additional on delivery.

Telegraphic messages, other than service messages, trans 
mitted from one place in the Colony to another place in the 
Colony must have affixed thereon by the sender, stamps to the 
amount of five cents. 

Telegraphic messages, other than service messages, sent from 
Newfoundland abroad, must have affixed thereon by the sender 
stamps to the value of ten cents. 

The above regulations will not apply to telegraphic messages 
sent by the Authority of any Department of the Government.

The places whence 
Hawker started his flight, and dropped his under carnage, have 
become most historic features in Newfoundland. They will, in 
time be marked by prominent monuments, and will prove 
attractive visiting places for tourists.

Although they failed to reach their goal, their attempt was 
so clever "and plucky that it stirred the imagination of mankinc 
to such an extent that, when news of their rescue at sea was 
published, it affected people everywere almost as power 
the news of the signing of the armistice did.

" Both flights have afforded a supreme test of the factors 
necessary to -make a transatlantic flight a success, and the test 
has shown that the aero engine is the weakest factor. We must 
therefore, concentrate on perfecting engines so that aerial Iran 
portation across the Atlantic may be made possible soon. 

August Post, Secretary of the Aero Club of America and the 
Aerial League of America and a pioneer in aeronautics, sa.d : 

"This reminds me of the time when Alan R. Haw-ley, af er 
being lost in the Canadian wilderness for ten days, finally 
emerged into civilization after all hopes had been given up of 
his being found alive. This occurred during the James Gordon 
Bennett International Balloon Race in 1910, when Mr. Hawley 
went from St. Louis to Labrador, landing in a virgin forest and 
with the greatest difficulty made his way out, suffering hunger. 
I happened to be his aid on that occasion, and after our return 
we saw copies of the newspapers with great headlines stating 
that all hope had been lost and that two searching parties had 
been sent out, one from St. Louis and one from New York to 
comb the Canadian wilds. Our greatest consolation was the 
pleasure of finding how many good friends we had, which over 
shadowed our elation at winning the Bennett trophy. 



Joe Steplin, American ace said : 

This is the best news we have had since Geimany suren- 
dered. Hawker and Grieve did an amazing stunt, and to know- 
that they came out alive is a real pleasure to every flyer." 

Capt. Horace Keehe, New York Aerial Police, remarked : 

" Isn t that glorious news 1 It certainly helps to cheer us all 
up after the painful accidents many of our men meet with in 
flying. I felt all along that they would be found alive." 

Lieut. Shirley Short said : " Congratulation to the 
flyers! They deserves the admiration of all of us for their 
daring attempt." 

Lieut. Melvin Elliott exclaimed. " Hats off to those boys fc 
their daring their pluck and, best of all, their good luck 1" 

Throughout the United States and Canada similar tributes 
were paid to the great aviators by the press and public. 

Women in the United States were particularly impressed by 
Hawker s sportsmanship, and continually asked why Amen 
cannot produce sportsmen with the brilliant gallantry so often 
shown by the British and Australians. 

Hawker tersely related his experience as follows: 

" We had very difficult ground to rise from on the otl 
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the air at all we had to run dia ,lly across the 
.-. Once we n away we climbed - ,, but about ten 

in unites up we passed from firm, clear weather into fog. 

- On the Newfoundland banks we got well over this fog, how 
ever, and, of course, at once lost sight of the sea. The sky was 
quite clear for the first four hours, when the visibility became 
very bad. Heavy cloud banks were encountered, and eventually 
we flew into a heavy storm with rain squalls. 

" At this time we were flying well above the clouds at a height 
of about 15,000 feet. 

About five and one-half hours out, owing to the choking of 
the filter, the temperature of the water cooling out the engines 
started to rise, but after coining down several thousand feet we 
overcame this difficulty. 

" Everything went well for a few hours, when once again the 
circulation system became choked and the temperature of the 
water rose to the boiling p lint. We of course realized that 
until the pipe was cleared we could not rise much higher without 
using a lot of motor power. 

When we were about ten and one-half hours on our way the 
circulation system was still giving trouble, and we realized we 



" Another hour, he said, as we went on the bridge, and you 
would have gone down. 

" l !&lt; thought we were Americans, and we were struck by the 
casual manner in which he took the whole business, as if it were 
an every day affair to take airmen out of the Atlantic. 

" VVe immediately asked him his bearings and what likelihood 
there was of meeting a ship that day or the next, and of being 
in the main route of shipping. 

" At that time he thought there would be a very good chance 

of seeing a ship with wireless at any moment. That night the 

storm got worse and we had to heave to, only making about a 

knot in a northerly direction, thus taking us off the shipping 

the chance of meeting another ship. 

" We slept, or tried to most of the time, drank tea, and read 
the Captain s English books. We saw St. Kilda, but it was not 
until the Butt of Lewis was reached that we could communicate. 

" What we want to emphasize is that the fault was not due to 
the motor, which was in every way reliable, running satisfac 
torily from start to finish, even after boiling all the water away. 
The motor was still running merily, though red hot, when we 
alighted in the water.

could not go on using up our motor power. 

" Then it was we reached the fateful decision to play for safety. 
We changed our course and bfgan to fly diagonally accross the 
main shipping route for about two and a half hours, when, to 
our great relief, we sighted the Danish steamer which proved to 
be the tramp Mary. 

We at once sent up our Very light distress signals. These 
were answered promptly, and then we flew on about two miles 
and landed in the water ahead of the steamer. 

"The sea was exceedingly rough, and despite the utmost 
efforts of the Danish crew it was one and a half hours before 
they succeeded in tak ng us off. It was only at a great risk to 
themselves, in fact, that they eventually succeeded in launching 
a small boat, owing to the heavy gale from the northeast which 
was raging. 

It was found impossible to salve the machine, which, how 
ever, is most probably still afloat some where in the mid At 
lantic. 

" Altogether, before being picked up, we had been fourteen 
and a aalf hours ont from Newfoundland. We were picked up 
at 8.30 (British summer time.) 

From Captain Duhn of the Mary and his Danish crew we 
received the greatest kindness on our journey home. The ship 
carried no wireless, and it was not until we arrived off the Butt 
of Lewis that we were able to communicate with the authorities. 
"On climbing aboard we found that Captain Duhn spoke 
very good English. He had been afraid we should go down 
before his boat reach us. 



"Off Loch Eireholl we were met by the destroyer \\~oohton 
and conveyed to Scape F.ow, where we had a splendid welcome 
home from Admiral Freemantle and the men of the Grand 
Fleet." 

Commander Mackenzie Grieve, the naviaga or of the Sopwith, 
said : 

" When but a fesv hundred miles out a strong norhterly gale 
drove us steadily out of our course. It was not always possibe, 
owing to the presure of the dense masses of cloud, to take our 
bearings, and I calculate that at the time we determined to cut 
accross the shipping route we were about 200 miles off our 
course. 

" Up to this change of direction we had covered about 1,000 
miles of our journey to the Irish coast." 

The gallant pioneers in describing their emotional experiences 
said : 

Grieve : "I did not feel the slightest bit excited, either at the 
start or at the rescue." 

Hawker: " Nor I. It seemed the least eventful affair I ever 
had. When we started we felt it was a sure loo-to-i-on." 

Grieve : " We had been waiting so long we felt callous about 
the whole thing." 

Hawker : " I had a jolly good feeling when we saw the ship. 
Messing about looking for a ship for two hours, and being sea 
sick the whole time, wasn t very merry and bright." 

Grieve : We certainly had a feeling of thankfulness and 
relief when we saw the ship. After that we were quite all right. 
The machine was floating well on her general buoyancy. Even

the engines held air, and there were, of course, also the air 
spaces of the planes and the petrol tanks." 

Their extraordinary rescue in the mid-Atlantic, by an old 
Danish tramp ship away from the beaten tracks of ships, par 
took of the nature of a miracle. 

Percy Mackaye, the American poet, was so much moved by 
this remarkable historical episode that he was forced to write 
the following ode to celebrate it : 

Danish Mary. 

Twas Danish Mary picked them up 

Out of the air and sea: 
A shoddy, trudging lollypup 

A-trapseing slatternly. 

The cry rang north, the cry rang south : 

The vanished where are they ?" 
But Danish Mary shut her mouth 

And shuffled on her way. 

" Ho. Hawker ! Grieve 1" on flying scud 

Called kingdoms and called kings : 
But Danish Mary chewed her cud 

In drowsy maunderings. 

Now " Lost I" cried West, and " Lost I" cried East, 

Till " Perished !" like a pall, 
Turned bonfire light and homing feast 
More dark than funeral.

The reception given the aviators on reaching Great Britain 
was worthy of their fine exploit. No triumphant general, no 
royal parade in the past century equalled Hawker s triumphal 
return to his English home. 

The final act in this great historical event was the presenta 
tion of the first Royal Flying Corps medal to Hawker by the 
King. This new reward, for brilliant deeds to be performed in 
the air, was first made to the aviator whose pluck and prowess 
thrilled the whole of mankind as it is rarely thrilled. It will be 
a magnificent task for brave men, who in the future will try to 
emulate him, to attract as much attention. This reward will 
become of great merit if Hawker s standard of bravery is lived 
up to. 

It is, indeed, a splendid thing that this new method of trans 
marine transportation has had such a magnificent beginning, 
and that Newfoundland was so prominently associated with it:

:en prepared. There is no other instrument in history we 
may compare ,t with. It is of greater scope and importance 
ban Magna Charta, and the other great documents upon which 
the British Governments are based. The future peace and 
intercourse, of all the nations of the world will, to a large extent 
become dependent upon the Peace Treaty. It will in a ^eat 
measure, become a part of the constitution of every important 
nation. 

The Treaty has not been published. A few extracts relating 
to the terms imposed upon Germany and Austria have been 
issued. But these wore so briefly given, while important 
features of the Treaty were not mentioned, that it is impossible 
at this time to form an opinion on the effectiveness of the 
Treaty. 

There is little doubt that the Treaty may be divided into four 
distinct p.uts. 

Military and naval provisions appear to be first in importance 
These aim at destroying, for many years to come, the enemy s 
power. T.ie strategic disposition of the enemies territories 
come under this division. From the published outline of the 
proposed boundary changes, we may concede that they will 
fairly m^et the desired conditions. They will not please those 
who are most interested in the dnnjjes, and will cause endless 
frictions between the nations of Eur&gt;p-: for many years, and 
may, from tine to time, be modified. F.ir a working bases to 
start from, however, the Treaty changes appear to be satisfactory. 

German and Austrian military and naval powers are limited 
so that they will only be valuable for their local police purposes. 
They will not endanger the safety of other peoples. That, of 
course, is one of the most desirable ends to be attained. 

A second division relates to fiscal provisions. These are 
far from satisfactory. They are indefinite and quite inadequate. 
Germany, alone, did far more damage than the German people 
could make adequate compensation for with several centuries of 
toil. The financial provisions were designed so that Germany 
could meet them, it so disposed, within fifty years, without 
embarrassing her commercial revival. 

The worst aspect of the financial clauses of the Treaty is that 
while, with almost superhuman deviltry, Germany destroyed the 
principal industrial centers in France, and saddled France and 
the British Empire with an enormously burdensome indebted 
ness, she is not, in any way, called upon to reduce this indebted 
ness. The fiscal requirements of the Treaty are, obviously, 
most favorable to Germany. Consequently, they are unjust. 

The third division of the Treaty relates to the creation of the 
new states, and the return of States formerly stolen by 
Germany and retained by military compulsion. These provi 
sions will not gi/e general satisfaction. But they appear to be 
the best that can be made to meet all the conditions now 
existing. 

The fourth group of provisions are of a moral nature. They, 
first of all, place G-rmany and Austria under the guardianship 
of the League of Nations, just as though their government s 
were operating under the care of a legal receivership. 

Never before did a nation rise so rapidly to power as the 
German Empire did. Built and developed on criminal lines, it 
had an exciting career, and met a swift, and well-meiited, fate. 
Never did a Nation meet with such thorough disaster and 
Disgrace. All the world sees this aspect of Germiny s position ; 
out the German people are too dull to realize it. They are still 
appealiug for sympathy, and an international commission to

ier this can be done, remains to be seen. 

.Ethnological and psychological principles indicate that this is 
impossible. Moral suasion, however, might do what science 
cannot. 

It is suggested by some authorities that the economic terms 
imposed upon Germany should not be harsh. That might prove 
inhumane, if it were to bring misery upon the whole German 
race, and would throw the country over irrevocably to Anarchy 
and other forms of Socialism. 

The Peace Conference developed into a fighting pit where 
many of the nations tried to take advantage of international con 
ditions to secure territorial and other kinds of aggrandisement 
As a result of this, the Treaty of Peace has been fundamentally 
changed, particularly in those parts designed as a basis of the 
Constitution of the League of Nations. 

The League s Constitution is now a very feeble document. 
An affective League requires strong fundamental powers. It 
must have legislative, as well as military, naval and police 
powers. These, however, largely as a result of American 
agitation, have been, practically, denied the League. This may 
foredoom it to failure. Or it may cause the League to function 
about as well as the Hague Arbitration Court functioned before 
the war. 

The United States, and the Latin Nations were the most 
active opponents of the preliminary draft of the League. The 
French and Italian oppositions are well known, their claims 
being almost insatiable. The United States representatives 
succeeded in securing the following provisions : 

i.- The Monroe Doctrine is specifically recognized. 

2. The right of member nations to withdraw from the 
League on two year s notice is stated. 

3 Purely domestic qustions are not to be decided, or con 
trolled, by the League. 

4- No Nation is to be made a trustee for colonial adminis 
tration without its consent. 

5 New nations, in addition to the original members, may 
be admitted to the League by a two-third s vote of the Assembly 
provided the new nations give satisfactory guarantees of 
elegibility. 

6- Decisions of the League must be made by unanimous 
vote. 

A careful study of these American modifications of the Con 
stitutions will show that the necessary " Sovereign " powers of 
the League are witheld from it. It s scope of action is com 
pletely circumscribed. It cannot, in fact, become a new United 
States of the World as the first draft of the Constitution con 
templated.

on. showed how little they thought of joining a healthy super 
state. 

Vet, there is every indication that the League as constituted 
will be accepted by all the world. 

None of the politicians associated with the Peace Conference 
have shown any more than merely moderate ability. Not a 
single, forceful and competent leader was available. But the 
world s people instinctively feel that a League to prevent future 
wars is needed. And they will accept, and try, the present 
pedient. Great opposition will be raised in America against 
accepting the League. But the American people are positively 
in favor of it, and Ameiica will join the League. The opposi 
tion of the Republican Party to America s association with the 
League promises to injure that party more severely than the 
League. 

Previous plans for a great super state failed because the 
people were not ready for it. The Abbd de Saint Pierre, in 
France, in the rei^n of Henry IV. planned a League. This 
plan was subsequently developed by Rosseau. Leibnitz, 
Bentham, Condorcet, Kant, Saint Simon, Thierry, Victor Hugo 
and others developed plans for a United States of Europe. But 
they never received serious public attention. The war has now 
instructed the public in many ways, and conditions are ripe for 
a world confederation. Had there been a statesman competent 
to assume leadership, there is no doubt that we would before 
to-day have had a new superstate, not of Europe only, but of 
the whole civilized world. 

A French member of the Peace Conference, who is quite 
familiar with the Peace Treaty, expressed this opinion : 

No doubt, the treaty we have prepared is not perfect, for it 
is the work of men : but, such as it is, I claim for it: 

"First, it is honest, it agrees with our programs of war, with 
our public engagements and with our conception of international 
life. To find matter for reproach in this character is to misunder 
stand altogether what ideals have contributed to our victory, and 
to strip us in peace time of one of our greatest forces in the war. 
" Besides, it is common to us all, and vouched for in every 
one of its articles by the whole-hearted adhesion of the Allied 
Governments. While he is studying and discussing this same 
treaty, the enemy well knows that he has a block of granite in 
front of him. If any one tries to belittle this solidarity, he 
thereby confesses that he has learned nothing from the lessons 
of the war or from the creative greatness of our union. 

Finally, it is efficient, for in that world which it invites to 
peace it makes Germany truly harmless; it forces her to repair 
everything which she should and can repair; everything which 
we condemned her to repair on the i ith of November last, and 
everything which the universal conscience of the world demand 
ed that she should repair. 

"To challenge the need of such a guarantee is to confess to 
having lived for five years outside of humanity and to ignoring 
the martyrdom which such aggression has inflicted on it." 
This may be taken as representative of French public opinion. 
An American Journalist, in close touch with sentiment in the 
Lnited States, expresses the following illuminating views 
respecting American opinion about the League : 

" The Soul of the Treaty of Peace is the League of Nations. 
Without the League the Treaty will be but a Dead Body. 
It will be as a lifeless stalue, a thing incapable of functioning ; 
just, perhaps, but powerless ; formidable, but impotent ; a 
simulacrum, not a living organism. 



As a League it is Humanity at last united in an intelligent 
purpose. As a Treaty alone it will be but another of a long 
list of treaties, and the others lie broken all along the roadside 
of history. 

Without the League of Nations it will be a compound of oil 
and water, which cannot mix. The League is the lye, and 
without it your soap will not wash the world. 

The League is the only rational object of the war. We did 
not sacrifice seven million lives and two hundred billion dollars 
worth of property just to get another Triple Alliance or Pact of 
Vienna or Entente. 

We wagrd l he war to save the world from war. And no 
"""" """ " vet conceivril ;m\thing else but some kind of 
a League of Nations that gives any promise whatever of stop 
ping war. 

Only by i League of Nations, a common understanding 
among all governments, can Armaments be limited, the people 
saved from the intolerable burden of maintaining monstrous 
organizations of destruction, to devour the fruits of labor, and 
keep the poor enlaved. 

The League is the Seed in the Treaty. Without it there can 
be no propagation of future world prosperity. 

A Leagueless Treaty will be an emasculated Trraty, sterile, 
by and by scorned by some new Conqueror. 

Only by the League do we mike sure there shall never be 
another Conqueror Nation ; another outburst of national ego 
tism and destructive race pride, repeating the devastations of 
Greece, of Rome, of Spain, of the Tuiks. 

With the League only can the small nations be protected : 
Sweden, Belgium, Chile, Portugal, and Liberia are made 
partner s with and their independence underwritten by Great 
Britain, the United States, France, and Japan. 

Only by the League does the Treaty secure any Democracy 
of Nations. 

Without the League the Treaty win set the world hack into 
its old welter of rival militarism, with all its waste, j alousies, 
cruelties, barbarisms. 

To cut ihe League out of the Treaty is as if you cut the 
heart out of a man. 

To make the League a partisan issue will be the most mons 
trous act of political prostitution which the envy and personal 
prejudice of politicians ever perpetrated. 

Gentlemen, we the People do not care a hang about the 
Treaty, for all treaties are stopgaps and makeshifts; what we 
want is that League. 

No Treaty ever stuck, permamently. Every one has been 
the seed of another war. Mdybe the League will stick. At 
least it is worth trying. 

We the People are toiling, dreaming, planning, organizing, 
saving, to make this world a better place to live in, happier 
freer, more beautiful, fitter for our children s children, and we 
do not want Wars at regular intervals to smash all we have 
built up with so much pains. 

And only a Treaty with a League in it can insure Humanity 
against War." 

These statements appear to reflect public sentiment, not only 
in America, but everywhere. Throughout the woild the people 
look upon the League, not as an instrument of government, 
but as a great hope, which, in time, may grow into a new 
government. They cannot comprehend the basis of the League : 
but they believe it is a broad, plastic mould in which may be 
developed a magnificent moral reality th.it has been dreamed of 
for ages.

NK of the three American Naval sea planes, which 
left Newfoundland before Hawker and Grieve, 
succeeded, after numerous stops and mishaps, in 
reaching England. Over two weeks were con 
sumed on the trip. But the actual time of the 
Hight was two days, nine and a quarter hours.

["his (light was a very expensive experiment carried out by 
the United States Navy to test the flying abilities of its sea 
planes. It was not a sporting event, like the more brilliant 
ilight of Hawker and Grieve. It s practical results, therefore, 

Id be more valuable. 

One result of this experiment is that it is now definitely 
known that the sea plane can alight on the sea. and propel 
itself to land, notwithstanding the roughness of the water. This 
makes it much more suitable for trans-marine flights than the 
land rlier.

A result of these flights will be the construction of larger, 
more powerful, and higher powered sea-planes. 

The American Navy h*s giined much valuable information 
through the trial flights, and will immediately incorpoiate it in 
new designs for improve planes. 

Lieut. Bellinger, the pilot of the sea-plane which failed to 
reach the Azores, and alighted at sea, in a storm, 150 miles 
from the islands, said to an interviewer : 

"Transatlantic flying is possible; it has been actually accom 
plished and can be made feasible and possibly practical, pro 
vided developments along certain lines are carefully worked out. 
Why was it that of three planes starting from Newfoundland 
only one succeeded in getting across the Atlantic? It was not 
directly caused by material failure, because the motive parts of 
all the planes were functioning correctly throughout the flight 
and up to the last minute. Weather conditions alone were the 
direct cause ; that is, dense fog caused the planes to lose track 
of their dead reckoning navigation and finally to land in order 
to get bearings by rudder compass and to avoid the danger of 
colliding with land. The water conditions were very deceptive 
when viewed from above and although not enticing it did appear 
practicable to both planes to make a landing and also a getaway. 



" After landing, the maximum waves were estimated by the 
NC-i to be about twenty feet with combined swell nd wave, 
while by the NC-3 distant eighty miles, the maximum waves 
were estimated at fifteen feet. NC.i landed without damage 
to the plane. NC-3 when landing bowed the centre forward 
motor supports. Water conditions were such as to render an 
attempt to make a getaway completely out of the question. 
Combined fog and water conditions thus directly caused the 
failure of the NC-i and NC-3 to reach the Azores. 

" It appears to me that there is great need for an automatic 
controlling device for transatlantic planes of the future, 
although many pilots may feel that by increasing the stability 
of the planes and by acquiring instruments better suited 
showing the altitude of planes this will not be needed. Separate 
motors undoubtedly would be necessary for at least the ailerons 
and possibly the rudder controls. The seaplane must be self- 
sustaining : that is, must be capable of remaining in the air 
under conditions of rough air, fog or black night, and main 
taining a compass course. At the sime time it must be able to 
land and ride out something more thin the average conditions 
at sea. The boats must be fitted with proper communication

and navigational facilities. Unless it is self-sustaining to the 
above degree it never will be practicable for transatlantic flights. 

" As wind exerts its true force and direction on the flight of 
a plane, it always will have to be seriously considered, and data 
on wind force and direction must be known prior to attempting 
such a flight. Air conditions at sea .are usually good at 
altitudes above 2,000 feet, except when local squalls or storms 
are encountered, but with wind at twenty-five miles or more the 
air generally is bumpy at altitudes below 600 feet. 

The American officers, comparing the results of their flights 
with Hawker s said that they greatly admired the Australian s 
daring ; but believed their experiments will bear the best fruit. 

Lieutenant-Commander Read said: 

" Since I first heard the news of Hawker and Grieve s flight 
on my arrival at the Azores I have been divided between admir 
ing the courage and sporting spirit they showed and blaming 
them for risking their lives on so foolhardy an adventure, for no 
one knew better than they that if compelled to come down for 
any one of a thousand reasons they could not : even under the 
most favorable sea conditions, save their plane, and as for 
themselves it was a long shot. 

" When you consider that we saw only two vessels between 
Newfoundland and the Azores, outside of our destroyers, you

We in Newfoundland have, of late years, developed the sum 
mer vacation craze in a modest w;iy. our itinerary, however, 
being practically (onfined to a twenty mile radius of St. John s, 
but it is open to question if we have got the best value for our 
money so spent. 

It is a regrettable fact that very few of us know really any 
thing of the great natural beauty and resources of the Country 
that we hear the i ewspapers and public men descjibing so 
enthusiastically at times. We are told of our timber vieilth, of 
our agricultur.il possibilities, of the grandeur of our coast line, 
the surpassing beauty of West Coast sunsets but not one in a 
thousand can visualize what is thus me-mt to be conveyed to us. 

Two years since, at your request, I referred briefly, in the 
Summer Nummer of the QUARTERLY, to a few of the many 
desirable vacation resorts along the rail A ay line, reaching, if I 
remember aright, as far as B.iy of Islands, and since you now 
again place your columns at my disposal I shall utilize the space 
\vith a few words descriptive of the beautiful country and coast 
line between B.iy of Islands and Placentia, thus completing one 
of the many itineraries now open to vacationists which, if under 
taken by a congenial party sufficiently large to utilize a railway 
sleeping car that could be dropped off at pre-arrarged points by

On leaving St. George s we pass, in succession, Shallop 
Cove, Flat Bay, Bank Head, Fishels and Heatherton and reach 
Robinson s Station. Unfortunately, Robinson s village is three 
miles distant by carriage road and the coal deposit that is now 
being exploited and that is pregnant with so much of promise 
for the future of the District and the country is but five miles 
distant therefrom, and a road thereto is now under construction. 
A few minutes more brings us to Crabbe s Station, the railway 
shipping point for both " Crabbe s" and " Highlands" villages,

both connected therewith by carriage roads. 

The thirty miles from St. George s 10 the Highlands embrace 
many of our good salmon rivers and remarkably good timber 
and agricultural lands. 

A few miles beyond Crabbe s Station we enter the beautiful 
Codroy Valley. This Valley has many attractions for visitors 
in its fine salmon fishing, its scenery, and the ideal weather con 
ditions thit prevail throughout the season, and has stcrid up in 
its timber and virgin soil the wherewithal to yield a comfortable 
living to over 2000 families. 

South Branch is the first agricultural settlement we reach 
going down the Valley towards the sea. This village is another 
railway creation and at present boasts a Church, School. Railway 
Station and hotel accommodations. The character of its people, 
with the great natural advantages at their disposal, will permit 
of their carving out for South Branch a prominent place in the 
list of our industrial centres in the not distant future. A 
valuable seam of excellent coal is now being developed by 
the Reid Newfoundland Company at South Branch and already 
between thre^ and four thousand tons have been raised. No 
doubt in the immediate future extensive development work in 
connection with this seam will be undertaken by the Reid- 
Newfoundland Company. 

Twenty miles further and we reach Doyle s, at the junction of 
the Searston and St. Andrew s sections of the Codroy Valley. A 
final stop-over should be made here, our car being permitted to 



go on to St. Andrew s, the next station. By pre-arrangement 
the required number of comfortable single, or even two hor-e 
carriages, drawn by some of the best trotting stock of the 
country, could meet a party and via the Mead road and the 
lerry reach the Great Codroy country on the north side of the 
river, whence a drive of about fifteen miles, embracing Smith- 
ville and O Regan and thence via Downey s, Millville and 
Codroy proper, would disclose to us a panoramic view of the 
poetically beautiful valley comprising the navigable Great 
Codroy River, with its archipelago of islands whose verdure and 
txquisitive foliage reflected by the silvery surface of the river 
make them resemble nothing so much as a huge cluster of 
t incralds in a gigantic platinum setting. The herds of fat 
cattle, lazily fording the channels between the islands on their 
leturn to the mainland as evening approaches, preserve the 
]:astora:l aspect of the surroundings and leave no room for doubt 
in one s mind that the famed Codroy Valley butter is justly 
entitled to its reputation. 

The Great Codroy side is chosen for the drive as the road 
there being on higher ground it discloses a more comprehensive 
view of the River, of Searston and its beautiful church, and of 
the expanse of fertile country between the Great Codroy and St. 
Andrew s Rivers than the drive through Searston proper could.

The River is re-crossed at the lower ferry and a further drive 
of five miles through a pleasant country brings us to St. Andrew s 

Station. 

Unfortunately, time will not peimit of our seeing t 
tortuous but lovely river through St. Andrew s. An hour s rid 
from here and we are at the end of our land journey. 

Nature has not dowered Port aux Basques with any o 
olories of the country through which we have passed, but its 
pride is in the enequalled sturdiness and hardihood of its man 
hood and the industry of its women. Port aux Basques is 
prosiac and practical in its every aspect, fitting accompammen 
of the conditions of hardship and danger midst which its pe&lt; 
wring from Mother Ocean, in their frail crafts and duni 
Mormy winter period, the wealth of Fishery products 
has made it the home of as courageous and independent a people 
as the country possesses. 

The rift in the sombre surroundings of Port aux Basque 
disclosed in the magnificence of its summer sunse 
impossible to conceive of anything so riotously beautiful as the 
display of commingled crimson, blue, and gold, midst *hich tl 
sun sinks into the bosom of the St. Lawrence, as seen from some 
vantage point at Channel or Port aux Basques. 

Owing to trespassing to such extent on your space v 
railway sight-seeing, it may be des.rable to hold over our sea 
trip to Placentia for another issue.

in May, as a result of political complications 
which had been impending for some time, the 
Ministry of the Rt. Hon. Sir William Lloyd re 
signed as a result of a vote of confidence, adopted 
by the House of Assembly, and His Excellency 
the Governor thereupon invited the Finance Mini 
ster in that Administration, Hon. Sir M. P. Cashin, to form a 
new Cabinet. This he was able to do within forty-eight hours, 
and to secure the adhesion to his Government of every elemeut 
in the Legislature, except the F. P. U. group led by Mr. Conker. 
These withdrew and became the Opposition, while the five or 
six members partly previously sitting on that side of the House 
under the leadership of Mr. J. S. Currie entered the new 
Government, and accepted a share in the Ministerial responsi 
bilities.

Without portfolio, Hon. A. W. Piccott.

Minister of Agriculture and Mines, William J. Walsh, Esq. 

The new Government, as will be seen from this list, is an 
unusually strong one, both in the elements it represents through 
out the country, and in the outsanding character of the men who 
compose it. 

Sir Michael Cashin, the Premier is, in point of actual service, 
the longest in public life of any active politician in the country 
to-day. He has filled with more than ordinary ability the position 
of Finance Minister for the past ten years, and has the unique 
distinction of having had ever increasing surpluses from year to 
year dnng the period, culminating in the .record surplus 
announced at the recent session of the Legislature of $2, 000,000. 
He is a self made man, who has made a brilliant success of his 
own affairs, a practical fisherman who understands every feature 
of the country s main industry, and a man of foresight and well 
balanced views on public questions. 

Hon. A. B. Morine, K.C., is one of our leading lawyers, and 
has been prominently connected with public affairs in the 
Island for nearly forty years, during which time he has filled 
positions in various administerations and has always been a 
commanding figure in the Legislature and in the country. His 
knowledge of constitutional matters is large and well grounded, 
and in that respect he has few equals amongst us. 

Hon. J. R. Bennett, Colonial Secretary, returns to an office 
which he filled in the first years of the Morris Ministry, when 
he took over the Militia Department. He successfully worked 
in the position which he has now resurned and makes it certain 
that he will give excellent service in this capacity. 

Hon. William Woodford is another old-time figure in our 
public life, having been first elected to the Legislature thirty 
years ago, since then he has been for most of the time filling 
the position he now occupies, and his varied and qualified 
knowledge of departmental matters will prove of great service.

It was wonderful the grasp that he had of the enormous busi 
ness that he conducted a business conducted without any 
ostentation ; but if we wish to get at the bottom of his success it 
is easy to do so. It arose from the fact that all his business 
transactions were of the strictest integrity. 

In the community socially he was beloved, although he never 
identified himself with any section in particular. Like all men 



of his disposition he had his intimate friends whose friendship 
he could depend upon and enjoy. 

For many years he was Treasurer of the St. John s Masonic 
Lodge and continued it until pressure of business compelled 
him to give it up. 

As a worshipper of the Presbyterian Church no one was 
more regular in his attendance, and very few contributed so 
liberally as he did. Apart from public contributions for 
deserving purposes, which were always of the most liberal kind, 
many private kindnesses were extended to those deserving 
which will never be known to his fellows, but which we believe 
the recording Angel has not overlooked, and that he will hear 
Him saying " Inasmuch as ye did it unto the least of these my 
brethren ye did it unto Me." 

His remains was brought to St. John s and buried on the i^th 
of May in the General Protesiant Cemetery. His popularity 
could have easily been seen by those attending his funeral, 
which was the largest for many years. 

And now he is at rest, cut down in the prime of manhood, 
while many that could be far better spared are left, and his 
family mourns their great loss. His boys and girls will miss 
him, but it must be a great comfort to his widow that he has 
left behind him rons who will, to some extent, fill the breach 
that was made by the death of their father; and the whole 
community s heart goes out towards them in real heartfelt 
sympathy, and many an old friend as he stands beside his quiet 
resting place in God s Acre will think kindly of him and feel a 
strong incentive to follow his example.

Here was something that was dif- 
erent from anything that I had ever seen before." 

With characteristic haste, he took pencil and paper and ex- 
iressed his admiration for Honolulu in a song, and then com- 
iosed the melody for it. When he sang it in the evening at the 
heatre, the people went wild with excitement. To-day, the 
ong and melody entitled, " Honolulu, I Love You," are to be 
ound in every collection of Hawaiian song. They have become 
lawaiian classics. Lauder, thus, became one of the few Euro- 
icans whose music has been adopted by the South Sea 
slanders. 

Hawaiian music is remarkable for its melodic sweetness. It 
5 written in slow tempo, and although most primitive in its 
onstruction. has a simple sweetness that charms all who have 
he privilege to hear it. Lauder had the good fortune to rapidly 
ssimilate its peculiarities, and compose a melody, to a song of 
imple words, that bears comparison with the finest songs written 
&gt;y native Hawaiian musicians. This composition, and his very 
:&gt;vial companionship, when he was at Honolulu, have made 
-auder celebrated, and most popular, all through the Pacific 
eas. 

The Snnoma entered Sydney harbour two weeks after leaving 
lonolulu. A great reception awaited Lauder. When the ship 
erthed at her pier, a gre.it shout went up from thousands. 

Welcome to Australia, Harry !" 

" That was the proudest day I had ever known," Lander wrote, 
nd continued, But one thing made me wistful and wishful, 
wanted my boy to be here with us. I wished that he had seen 
O v the Australians had welcomed his Dad. Nothing ever 
leased him more than an honor that came to me. And here 
as an honor indeed a reception, the like of which I had 
ever seen." 

Lauder thought more of his son John Lauder than of anything. 

When war was declared, Lauder returned to England, and 

&gt;und that his son had volunteered and was-in training at Bed- 

&gt;rd with his regiment, the Argyle and Sutherland Highlanders. 

John Lauder went to France, was promoted to a captaincy,

and in heavy fighting was wounded. He recovered, and was 
soon wounded again. While in hospital he wrote his father: 
"This is the first day I have been able to leave my bed. I 
managed to go over to a piano and sing softly. 

"One of the nurses came to me and said that a Captain 
Webster, of the Gordon Highlanders, who lay on a bed in the 
same ward, wanted to speak to me. He asked who was playing 
and the nurse said Captain Lauder, the son of Harry Lauder." 

" Oh ! he exclaimed, I know Harry Lauder very well. Ask 
Lauder to come here." 

" This man had gone through ten operations in less than a 
week. I thought perhaps my playing had disturbed him ; but I 
went to his bedside. He grasped my hand, pressed it with what 
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SIR HARRY LAUDER, K..B.E. 

little strength he had left; and thanked me. He asked me if I 

could play a hymn. He would like to hear. Lead Kindly Light. 

" I went to the piano and played it as softly and gently as I 

could. It was his last request. He died an hour later. I was 

very glad I was able to soothe his last moments a little. I am 

pleased that I learned the hymn at Sunday school when a boy." 

Captain Laucler, it will be seen from this excerpt from the 

letter, had an endearing character like his father s. He w :s a 

polished, good-hearted gentleman. 

On Monday morning, January ist, 1917, Harry Lauder re 
ceived a telegram saying: "Captain John Lauder killed in 
action, December 2Sth. Official. War Office, London." 

This loss of his only child was a tremendous blow to Lauder. 
His father wrote :

" Wherever I travel I stand for the love of Scotland the 
; house, the village, the town, the country-home ! I stand for 
my nationality, and the simple human things which are its 
roots. 

In these simple statements, Lauder discloses himself He is 
a simple, experienced man of the world, who intensely loves his 
native land, and its people, and has an abounding sympathy 
with humanity. He possesses no accomplishments comparable 
with those of many thousands of unknown people He has no 
great learning. But he is the greatest laughter maker of the 
day; an orator that plays upon crowds with the skill of a great 
organist on a cathedral organ, and when he travels, he leaves a 
trail of sunshine wherever he goes ! 

These wonders simply result from his fine personality. 

The war has completely changed Lauder s outlook on life as 
it has changed so many others. It made him an able writer and 
great public speaker. - A more significant change is best 
described in his own words. 

Going back to England from a visit to his son s grave in 
France, he found that the soldiers returning on leave, felt 
uncomfortable through thinking of having to say farewell to 
their parents again after a few days. Lauder had a similar 
feeling. 

" I was glad and sorry too, to be going home," he said. " I 
wanted to go back again to France. But I also wanted to hurry 
to my wife, and tell her what I had seen at our boy s grave. I 
felt that I was bearing a message to her. A message from our 
boy. I felt, and still feel, that I could tell her that all was 
well with him, and with all the soldiers of Britain, who sleep, like 
him, in the land of the bleeding lily. They died for humanity 
and God will guard them. 

" And I think there is something for me to say to all those who 
know a grief such as I know. Every mother, and father, whose 
son took part in the war must have a strong, unbreakable faith 
in a future life, in the world beyond, where they will meet those 
who have departed. I would strengthen their faith and advise 
them not to think of grieving. 

" My whole perspective was changed by my visit to the front. 
Never again shall I know moments of despair. My thoughts 
shall never be far away from the little cemetary hard by"the 
Bapaume road where my son lies. And life would not be worth 
the further living for me did I not believe that each day brings 
me nearer to a meeting with my son again. 

" I found a belief among the soldiers in France that was 
almost universal. . . . 

" It is that belief that makes us indifferent to danger and 
to death. The belief that when they fall in battle they only 
pass on to another life. The belief that God is not going to let 
everything end for us just because the mortal life quits the shell 
we call the body. The soldiers are sure of that. That also is 
my firm belief." 

Thus speaks a great evangelist, the subject of a new spiritual 
awakening. 

The cavalier troubadours of old, Coeur de Lion, the Counts 
of Provence and Toulouse, Bertrand Von Born, Gauceln de 
Mostiere and their companions held the belief that : 
The envoys of the heart should be 
Noblest deeds of chivalry : 
Daring charges, an escalade, 
A knight, or banner, captive made, 
A pass against a host maintained, 
A name through trials borne unstained 
Thus love most eloquently speaks ; 
This homage some fair maiden seeks. 

Sir Lauder s doctrine and practice are far more spiritual and 
elevating than the old doctrine of the ancient troubadour knights. 
And it is a far more consoling and elevating doctrine.

* A Tribute to Australia. 




| HE world is still singing the praises of the Austra- 
Their war records are serving as themes 
for numerous tales, and are inspiring the poets in 
al countries. Throughout America most grace 
ful compliments are being paid the Australians 
by returmng American and Canadian soldiers 
who fought with them , France and Italy. Our own New 
foundlanders, who fought in many a tight corner in Gnllipoli 
and trance with them, are also most liberal in praising the 
Australians. 

According to a recent official report issued by the Australian 

-Australia s total casualties during the war, with 

gures brought up to February 8 of this year, totalled 

by the government of the commonwealth. The total 

forces of Australia, raised by voluntary enlistment, numbered 

400,000 out of a total population of less than 5,000 ooo The 

casualties ate divided as follows: 

Dead, 58,035; missing, 193 ; prisoners, 438; wounded, 166,- 
606; sick, 82,409; unspecified. 219. 

One of the large New York dailies, in commenting on these 
statistics, paid this tribute to the Australians: 

" What page of history can furnish a parallel to the story of 
Australia s fight for civilization, as told by the Melbourne state 
ment of casualties ? When before has a nation, or any large 
political division, sent to war one soldier out of every twelve 
men, women, and children ? And these tall, big-boned fellows, 
fine types of whose ranks we see and admire daily in New 
York s streets, travelled more than half way around the world 
to fight for their mother country and humanity. No immediate 
threat menaced their own homes. 

Of the 400,000 men who left Australia s population of less 
than five millions to fight in France, 307,900 were "casualties." 
That is to say, about seventy-seven out of every hundred 
officers and men were killed, died of wounds or disease, 
sustained wounds, or were lost as missing and prisoners. 
Only 438 were taken prisoners. What wonder Australian 
troops carry their heads high under their cocky broadbrims I 
And fifteen of seventh-seven in each hundred will never go 
back to their people. 

An astounding record I Through the hottest fighting of the 
war these big sons of Britain s far-flung empire went into battle 
like wildcats. Witnesses say no force could stop them short of 
annihilation. Nor could they be kept out if within earshot of 
the sound of battle. What they attempted they achieved. The 
Australians paid a price, but the glory they bought with it is 
unmatched." 

Some day, perhaps, England will add her thanks to Australia. 
In the meanwhile, individual Englishmen are doing what their 
country is so backward in doing. 

There is one tribute by an Englishman, who fought in the 
Near East with Australians, that should be particularly pleasing 
to the Australian people. 

Captain W. F. Templeton, of the Royal Scots Fusiliers, wrote 
this pa-an to the Australians: 

The Anzac Horse.* 

The clatter of flying horses, the clouds of whirling sand, 
The trail that leads to nowhere, across a No Man s Land, 
The endless wastes before them, above, a blazing sky, . . . 
Where there s a foe to follow, the Anzac Horse go by. 

And little of old-time splendour marks now the men who pass, 
No pomp of gaudy scarlet, no blaze of burnished brass ; 
Ragged, mayhap, and coatless, war soiled and saddle-sore, 
They have kept the dauntless spirit of those who went before. 

For whether the stars are gleaming, or the sun high in the south, 
When the wind blows off the sand hills, like a blast from Hell s 

own month, 

Where weaker hearts would falter, where softer breeds would shirk, 
They ride sublimely heedless, to harry down the Turk. 



We tired foot-trudgers hailed them, when first at Dueidar 
They sniffed the breeze of battle, and followed from afar; 
They cheered, and loud we answered ; to speed them on their way, 
Heart-proud to fight as comrades with such great souls as they. 

Again, beside Roman!, where Abdul forced the pace, 
They held to him like bull-dogs, and showed their pride of race. 
They broke his power, and followed, in spite of sand and sun, 
Reckless of death, or danger, to keep him on the run. 

This land, where Mother Nature seems tired, and out of luck, 
Writes large on every palm-grove the record of their pluck. 
That those who follow after, when Time has run its course. 
May praise, to endless ages, the dauntless Anzac Horse. 

So still, advance Australia ! New Zealand, onward yet ! 
We Scots, who fought Reside you, shall ne er your fame forget; 
While still the old flag flutters, in ancient lands, or new. 
We ll ask no better comrades, or stauncher men than you.

the Cathedral to Belvedere where the remains of the venerable 
priest were laid to rest. At the giaveside His Lordship Bishop 
Power assisted by Rev. Dr. Greene and Rev. Dr. Carter chanted 
the " Benedictus." 

Tribute of His Grace the Archbishop to the Memory of 
the Deceased Dean. 

At the St. Bonaventure s Re-union, July 14, His Grace the 
Archbishop took occasion to refer to the death of Venerable 
De.m Doutney, one of the oldest members of the Association. 
In the passing of the Dean, he said, another landmark had gone 
another link with St. Bonaventure s past had been severed. 



The deceased Priest was not only the Dean of the Diocese in 
omt of dignity and honour, but he was also Dean in the num 
ber of years in the Priesthood, being the oldest Priest in the 
Archdiocese and in age the oldest Priest in Newfoundland He 
was one of the last of those pioneer Missionary Priests who in 
clays and under other conditions had done so much to 
build up the Church of Newfoundland. For more than forty 
years he had labored in the different missions of Placentia B.iy 
or near y the whole of that long period having beer. I ., 
1 nest of the extensive Parish of St. Kyran s, Placentia West 
1 his vast Parish stretched along more than, sixty miles of the 
ough and rugged coasiline of Placentia Bay. From this mi-Hit 
be formed some idea of the great work that he had to perform, 
his missionary zeal, his physical endurance and his spirit of 
ll-sacrihce. The means of communication in those early days 
vere very different from those of to-day. Trains and steamers 
were unknown, there was literally not one mile of road in his 
who e vast Parish, and his missionary work had to be done in 
small boats, the Priest sharing the dangers, privations and 
hardship of his fisher flock who brought him from place to 
place wherever his ministrations were needed. In his late years 
he had been transferred to Renews, where he had passed the 
calm and quiet and peaceful eventide of his life, remaining in 
active work until the very last. Though Renews was his best 
Parish, it was with St. Kyran s that his name would ever be 
associated. His memory would be long cherished and revered 
by the people of that Parish whom he served so faithfully and 
so well. The late Dean, as all who knew him could testify, 
was above all things a thorough Priest in every sense of the 
word. He never figured much in the public eye, because he 
shunned raiher than sought the limelight of publicity. He lived 
but for his people and his work. He was ever the gentle, kindly 
Soggart Aroon." He had no interests in life outside his Parish 
and his parochial work. Wherever he lived and laboured he 
was revered by his people as their father and their friend. 

The passing of the Dean, His Grace continued, was indeed a 
severe loss to the Church It was true that he had passed the 
Scriptural limit of three score years and ten and that his days of 
active service might be said to be over, but still his loss to the 
Church would nevertheless be a great one. In these strenuous 
days of progress whilst we needed the energy and enthusiasm, 
the dynamic force and driving power of the young, still we could 
ill-afford to lose that splendid Priestly spirit, that high sense of 
duty, that magnificant spirit of discipline, that simple and lively 
faith for which the old type of the Priesthood pre-eminently 
slood. To thtm His Grace said, of a younger generation 
the lives and example of these venerable Piiests could not but 
be a source of inspiration and an incentive to higher and better 
effort. 

His Grace said that to him the passing of the Dean came in 
the nature of a personal loss. It was true that they belonged 
to different generations, that they were separated by more than 
a quarter of a century in age and in years in the Priesiiood, 
still he had the privilege of close intimacy and association with 
him, especially during the last four years. When four years 
ago he was placed over the Archdiocese of St. John s and in the 
intervening years, from no young Priest of the Diocese had he 
received more unfeigned homage, more sincere loyalty and more 
unselfish devotion than from this venerable and saintly Priest 
who had given years of faithful service in the ministry before 
he, the Archbishop, was born. 

It was, His Grace, concluded, at once a sad duty and a 
melancholy privilege for him to pay this tribute to the memory 
of a good and zealous Priest who had now entered into rest 
after his labours, and who would, he did no doubt, receive the 
rich reward of his nearly fifty years of zealous and devotee 1 
work in the ministry of Newfoundland.

Her total weight 
is thirty tons and she can carry a useful load of 21.21 tons.

INFLAMMABLE OILS. 

It is an offence punishable by a fine not exceeding two hundred dollars for any person to 
have in his possession or under his control or keep (i) in any building in this Colony other than 
an approved building more than five barrels or tierces or an equivalent quantity of non-volatile 
inflairrmable oil ; (2 ) in any building other than an approved building situate within the limits 
of any of the towns of St. John s, Harbor Grace, Carbonear or Brigus more than two barrels or 
tierces or an equivalent quantity; provided that in any building situate between the South Side 
of Water Street, St. John s, Harbor Grace or Carbonear, and the waters of the harbours of such 
towns, five barrels or tierces or an equivalent quantity may be kept ; (3) on board any boat, craft, 
ship or vessel lying in any of the said harbours, more than five barrels or tierces or an equivalent 
quantity ; (4) in any dwelling house more than one gallon, which shall be kept in a sealed con 
tainer or safety can of an approved pattern ; (5) in any building where oil is used for manufac 
turing or cleansing purposes, or sold at retail, or in any building except an approved building more 
than five gallons, which shall be kept in sealed containers or safety cans of approved pattern. 

Provided, however, that within the limits of the town of St. John s the proper authorities may, 
subject to such restrictions as may be deemed proper in each individual case, grant permission 
for the keeping in the open air, or under a properly ventilated shelter detached from other build 
ings, of not exceeding ninety gallons of gasolene or other inflammable oil, if contained in an 
approved steel barrel, or of not exceeding fifty gallons, if contained in a safety can or cans of 
approved size and pattern.

LETTFR POST INLAND. 

A LETTER enclosed in an envelope, whether sealed or open, 
dressed to any place in Newfoundland and the Labrador Coast, which 
es not exceed an ounce in weight will be conveyed to its destination for 
ree cents. This late is applicable, for letteis posted in one settlement for 
livery in another settlement a mile or more distant. 

LETTER POST FOREIGN. 

Letters for Great Britain, the Dominion of Canada, and the United 
ates of America are forwarded to destination for two cents per ounce 
fraction thereof, plus one cent war tax. Valuable letters may be regis- 
ed for delivery in Newfoundland for three cents, but to other places 
; registration fee is five cents, except to United Kingdom, where the 
arge is Two Pence four cents. 

Circulars, that is, printed communications, when posted in lots of not 
s than 10, wholly alike, and left open for inspection, are accepted for 
e cent for each two ounces or fraction thereof. 

Newspapers, local and foreign, and Magazines, are forwarded to all 
ices in Newfoundland and the United Kingdom, at a special rate of two 
its per Ib. ; but papers under four ounces are accepted free of postage 
thin the Colony, also, books at two cents per Ib. rate. Newspapers 



to the Dominion of Canada, the United States, France, Germany, etc., 
must be prepaid at the rate of one cent for each two ounces or fraction 
thereof. 

PARCEL POST. 

Parcels of Merchandise are delivered to destination in Newfoundland at 
the rate of one cent for the first two ounces, and so on up to I Ib., which is 
forwarded for eight cents, the second Ib. three cents additional, or II cents 
and three cents for each additional Ib., or fraction thereof, up to lo and II 
Ibs., which is the limit, at 35 cents. Name and address of sender must 
appear on all parcels. Otherwise we will refuse to accept them. 

Senders of Parcels for local destinations must write their names and 
addiesses on the covers; if not Postmasters may refuse to accept them. 

Paicels for other countries must be accompanied by a Customs 
Declaration Form describing nature and value of contents. These 
forms will be supplied by the Post Office and are essential to ensure 
prompt despatch of parcel. 

Money may be transmitted by means of the Money Order System and 
by Telegraph to places in Newfoundland, which are Money Order and 
Telegraph Stations, at reasonable rates on application.

WAR TAX. 

Telegraphic messages, other than service messages, trans 
mitted from one place in the Colony to another place in the 
Colony must have affixed thereon by the sender, stamps to the 
amount of five cents. 

Telegraphic messages, other than service messages, sent from 
Newfoundland abroad, must have affixed thereon by the sender 
stamps to the value of ten cents. 

The above regulations will not apply to telegraphic messages 
sent by the Authority of any Department of the Government.

peace treaty. Great Britain, the British Domin 
ions, China, Spain, Switzerland and several other 
countiies have adopted the Treaty. It is probable 
that France, the United States, Japan and Italy 
also sign it. The indications, therefore, point to the 
eral acceptance of the Treaty and the League of Nations. 
;re are many signs of the near approach of peace. Probably 
ore the preseut \enr is over, the principal part of Europe 
acain be settling down to the practice of the arts ot peace, 
withstanding the fact that there aie numerous troublesome 
iiical problem* still un.-olved. 
Ihe Germans signed the peace treaty with bad grace. They 



fiends, are siill kept fresh in memory after a thousand years ; 
and the world s memory is not less keen than it was. 

The war clearly proved to the world that the German 
character is absolutely barbirous and untrustworthy. Self- 
protection will compel, all the peoples of the non-Germanic 
world to remember this fo rever. This will cause an isolation of 
the German people. 

A result of such isolation will be the decline of Germany s 
political power. Germany will, most prohablv, .sink to the level 
of Holland or Switzerland. The more active part of the popu 
lation will emigrate abroad, to escape the taxes, low wages and 
scarcity of work, which must prevail in Germany for many 
years. The people who icmain will be less competent, and 
will become more dependent upon agriculture than upon

The war has not 
only completely crushed the spirits of the Germans, so that 
from thinking that they were a super-race, a people of superior 
intelligence and ability, they have come to see that they are the 
butts for the world s jokes, and a people loathed for their 
stupidity as much as for their brutal characteristics.

must be developed, and properly directed, and expressed. 

The British Empire has emerged from the war greatly 
enlarged, with the highest honours, and with a prestige unequal- 
ed. Its wonderful success has attracted the world s homage 

and envy. It is our work to make this fine position secure. 

And this is a gigantic task. 

Millions of the finest rmn of the Empire gave up their lives 

in winning the victory. Now that economic and financial con- 
tions due to the expenses of the war make it necessary for 

every one of us to increa.se our working efforts to the utmost, 

we have also to do the work of those who perished. The first 
and most pressing task of the .British people to day is to work 
so hard that they will produce a surplus of goods to reduce 
commodity prices, pay of? the war costs, and create an extensive 
foreign trade. " Spend less and work more " is the motto 
which should .be emblazoned on golden scrolls, and exhibited 
in every factory, house and public place. It should teach a 
lesson that it is particularly necessary for every working man 
and every fisherman to know. Never before have conditions 
Called upon people to work, and produce and save, as they are 
low called upon to do. Unless the British Empire rapidly 
ecovers from the economic and financial exhaustion caused by 
he war, it will be, perhaps, permanently injured. It is patent 
o every one that the United States of America, which have 
een wonderfully moved by the extraordinary grandeur, power 
md magnificence of Britain, are envious of her sea supremacy, 
nd have decided to challenge it. Here we have a clear 



"Before the war, the toil of the English masses, honest 
workers, men and women, purchased nothing better than 
squalor, penury, anxiety, wretchedness. It brought them a 
world scarred by slums, disgraced by sweating, where unem 
ployment, through the vicissitudes of industry, brought despair 
to multitudes of humble homes; a world where, side by side 
with want, there was waste of the inexhaustible riches of the 
earth, partly through ignorance and want of forethought partly 
through intrenched selfishness." 

Mr. George only tells us what everyone knows. He hopes 
however, that conditions will change, and that the position of 
the masses will improve. It is as certain as that night follows 
the day, that the lot of the English people will not change in 
anyway, while class distinctions exist, and while monopolization 
is rampant. Wherever class discrimination and the control, and 
monopolization of industry and wealth, work hand in hand, as 
they are now working in England, the people can enjoy no 
freedom, and can entertain no hopes of securing better livino- 
conditions. These can only thrive where the people are down 
trodden. Class control of the government has been the true 
source of immense troubles which have oppressed the British 
people. 

When the nobility is abolished, and the Government takes 
over all the large industrial monopolies, and destroys the small 
ones which have grown up since the war began, there are a 
multitude of other social reforms to be introduced. 

While social problems are claiming attention, business men 
must also take up questions of economic import. Manufactur-

There can 
be no doubt that this royal tour 
of the Dominions, (of which his 
brief sojourn with us has been 
but an incident) was wisely or 
dained by thehr Majesties the 
King and Queen, will be earn 
estly and successfully carried 
through by His Royal Highness, 
and prove of inestimable service 



to the British Empire. It is a tour, too, that has opened our eyes 
to many things, and perhaps its most important lessons are 
those to be taken to heart, not by the inhabitants of her far-flung 
Dominions, but by the people of Great Britain itself. 

It is needless to say that, all the world over, people of the 
British Dominions entertain a passionate love for the Mother 
Country. That fact has been amply exemplified during the past 
five years of bitter warfare. It is right, then, (hat all Enolish- 
men should reciprocate this feeling, as, indeed, all those do"who 
know the Dominions. In these broad lands of vast horizons 
the sons of our race seem younger in spirit and imbued with a 
more generous enthusiasm. For example, we do not find, even 
in our own little Dominion of Terra Nova, that cynicism, that 
strange indifference to Imperial interests which, but a few years 
before the recent Great War, was so marked "at home in 
England." 

The average Newfoundlander follows more closely what is 
taking place at the remote outposts of our Empire than does 
the average Englishman. We look across the broad Atlantic 
to the Mother Country with a deep affection that has something 
pathetic in it.

of His Royal Highness, during his visit, were those contained 
in his Speech at the official dinner at Government House. Re 
plying to the toast proposed by Governor Harris, the Prince 
said:" I thank you sincerely for the kind way you h.ive drunk 
my health and for your generous reference to the King and 
Queen, It is a great pleasure to me to have had this oppor 
tunity of visiting Newfoundland and becoming acquainted with 
its government and its people. I much regret that my stay is, 
of necessity, so short, and that I am unable to penetrate inland 
a d see more of this beautiful island. This loyal and ancient 
colony has always held a proud place in the British Empire, but 
it has^won a still prouder position by its magnificent services in 
the Great War. Before the war, you maintained your own 
branch of the Roy il Naval Reserve, and have sent over 2,000 
men to the Royal Naval Reserve during the last five years. 
Then, I knew the splendid Newfoundland Regiment on the 
Western Front, particularly on the Somme at the end of 1916 
and at Ypres during the summer of 1917, when it was for so 
long a unit of the famous 2gth division, with which it first saw 
active service in Gallipoli. Over five thousand of your best 
served in that Regiment, which has established a glorious record. 
I also do not forget the great services rendered by Newfoundland 
seamen in the merchant service. Newfoundland has been a nurs- 
sery of seamanship since the days when the "fishing admirals " 
ruled its coasts. In this war your merchant seamen, whose 
work was perilous and exacting, have more than upheld their high 
tradition on the ocean in all parts of the world. With you, I am 
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intensely proud of all those who have served and fought for 
king and Kmpire. Rut, al.is ! both at sea and on land, their 
, , su alties hue been very heavy, and, with you, I mourn the 
loss of those gallant men who have perished; and I want to 
express mv deep sympathy to all homes that are bereft. Now 
th.it the Kmpire has emerged victorious from the great world 
simple, it is called upon to show the same devotion and the 
sa me industry which it has displayed during the last five trying 
an d strenuous years of war in solving the problems of peace. 
Like other States of the Empire, this loyal and ancient 
Colony has now to face a double task. It has to insure the 
|,,ns|ierity of its existing industries and the further development 
of its great resources. It has also to watch over the welfare of 
its people, and to see that every class snd every section enjoys, 
in just measure, the fruits of its increasing wealth. These tasks 
call for sympathy, foresight ana understanding amongst all 
classes, in order tint every section, while pursuing its own 
1,-rritimate interests, may also serve the common cause. I know 
lh,v. the same splendid spirit of co-operation and comradeship 
which has been so finely displayed throughout the war will be 
brought to these tasks, and that the future history of the 
island will be worthy of its historic place as the oldest colony of 
the Crown. Your Excellency, I want, through you. to express to 
th inhabitants of Newfoundland my deep appreci &gt;tion and 
gratitude for ihe most kind and cordi il reception which they 
have accorded me to-day. The warmth of their welcome, and 
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the many beautiful arches built for my arrival, have touched me 
very much." 

On the i3th, the second day of his visit, the Prince and 
entourage, accompanied by His Excellency the Grv;rnor, drove 
to Quidi Vidi Lake, where the Regatta was being hald. On the 
way, he had an opportunity of seeing the quaint little fishing 
village of Quidi Vidi. which, nestled, as it is, between two great 
towering hills forms an object of peculiar interest to visitors. 
I am told that he wr&gt;uld have gone down into the village and 
talked with the people there, but that he was already du; to 
arrive at the Committee tent on the north side of tne Lake. 
Here His Royal Highness spent a pleasant half hour or more 
with the Commiitee. Then, having witnessed the first race, 
he returned to the ships, which almost immediately got under 
way and, amid the booming of guns and the cheers and God 
speeds of the people, took his departure for the next port of 
call, St. John, New Brunswick. The following lines were 
written and published on the occasion of his grandfather s visit, 
neaily .sixty years ago :

AVING transferred ourselves and our luggage from 



the sleeper to the boat, we leave Port aux Basques 
after the arrival of the morning steamer from 
Sydney. The run to Channel Head is interesting, 
the town of Channel being seen to advantage, the 
waters of the extensive " Bight" being dotted with 

the boats of busy fishermen occupied in overhauling salmon and 

herring nets. 
As we pass Channel Head, on which a powerful light and 



waterfall of quite imposing proportions that discharges directly 
into the harbour, and so close at hand that its every aspect may 
be distinctly seen from the steamer s deck. This is a real 
Waterfall not the mere rushing of a turbulent stream down a 
steep incline, but the graceful perpindicular fall of a large river 
from probably a height of seventy or more feet, its surface 
remaining unbroken to very near its foot.

fog alarm are in operation, we catch a sight of the Middle 
Passage," the scene of the loss some years since of the ill-fated 
steamer John Knox with her entire crew. 

A little further West the fore part of the s.s. Montpelier, 
wrecked in 1900 whilst returning to Montreal from South Africa 
whither she had gone with troops during the Boer War, may be 
seen. Having defied the storms of twenty years, this portion 
ot the Montpelier s wreck is now doing faithful sentinel duty in 
warning seafarers of the presence of the dangerous reef on 
which she hangs. 

After having given Channel Head the required "offing, "we 
keep away for Rose Blanche, our first port of call. Rose 
Blanche is barren, but has withall a comfortable appearance, 
nestling as it does at the foot of a semi-mountainous hill, and it 
is a remarkably cleanly and orderly settlement. The dogs of 
Rose Blanche are a source of interest to all seeing them for the 
first time. Great, big, rough-coated, but kindly brutes who 
come charging to the public wharf with the speed of a cavalry- 
brigade the moment the first whistle of an approaching steamer 
is heard. On the boats getting abreast of the wharf the dogs 
are overboard like a flash, swim to her side and await the pay 
ing out of the hawsers which they seize and swim with back to 
the wharf. On the boats leaving again they go overboard with 
the last lines and swim with these to the ship, and the writer 
has actually seen them pulled aboard hanging on to the bight of 
a line by their teeth. 

Our next step is twelve miles farther down the coast, LaPoile, 
once the home of great Jersey Fishery Establishments, which has 
lost some of its former opulence, having had to give pride of place 
to younger competitors for the trade of the coast, but will again, 
through the development of the St. George s Coal Fields, attain 
even to greater importance as it : .s destined to become the 
shipping port for this coal. A preliminary survey for a railway 
from Robinson s to LaPoile is now being made. 

After leaving LaPoile, our next port of call is Grand Bruit, 
this is a pretty place, but visitors are debarred from appreciating 
its other attractions by having, immediately its harbour is 
entered, their attention arrested and centered in a beautiful 



other streams contributory thereto, it may at any time develop 
an industrial importance of much value. The electrification of 
power and lighting plants at LaPoile for instance, if it become 
a coal shipping port, would be an objective for its profitable 
utilization. 

Continuing down the coast we pass in succession Cinq Cerf, 
Connoire, Barachoix and other bays to reach Burgeo, the most 
important seat of our staple industry between Grand Bank and 
Burgeo Island. 

Burgeo imparts to the visitor the feeling that it is a desirable 
place to live in. It is cozily situated within a small but secure 
harbour. An air of thrift and comfort is apparent on every 
hand and ones every want may be supplied by stepping into 
any of its many well stocked stores. Its men are hardy, daring 
and enterprising, hence its success as a great fishery centre.

another active fishery centre, and the sentinel of this section of 
the Western Coast, as H . ,s .situate nine miles from the mainland. 
Nature s aspect here is harsher than at Burgeo, but its peonle 
ha e hearty and redolent of the salty sea aif in\vhich Ihey at 
bred are typical and fit representatives of the parent stock, the 
daring pioneers of the r;th and ,8th centuries who won for the 
Saxon race domination of the entire North American 
Continent. It is difficult to find an area so limited as that of 
the Ramea Island s ,n which so large a volume of business is 
done. 

If we are having favourable weather we should get away from 
.amea so as to reach across to Cape La Hune B.iy just before 
dark and where we shall probablv anchor for the nkht 
LiHune Bay has scenic grandeur almost awe inspiring the 
ghastly tradition, too, current in connection wiih the place 
intensifies the feeling.

Entering Fortune Bay our first port is Harbor Breton which 
over a o-nturv was the headquarters of probably the 
premier mercantile firm of the country-Newman & Company- 
which engaged so extensively in our cod, seal, whale, salmon 
and herring fisheries. Newman & Co. were an old English 
firm that won the regard of the entire Western Coast and* the 
name is still held in affectionate remembrance. 

In approaching Harbour Bieton we pass close to S:. John s 

wherefrpm a pa.ticular vantage point, a great natural 

curiosity may be viewed, but only for a few moments, as owin* 

the ship s speed ihe precise angle from which only the 

illusion is v,sible, is altered, and the outline thus destroyed An 

isolated towering shaft of rock some distance from St John s 

s and presents in great pe, fee-ion of detail the appearance of a 

colossal female figure clad in graceful flowing draperies. But 

unfortunately just as the eye has fully grasped the majestic 

grandeur of the figure thus instantaneously projected it is as 

suddenly dissolved by the ship hiving crossed the plane of the 

angle that alone gives the illusion. The transitory views of 

this object thus got always recall to the writer the strikin^ 

.similarity it has with the great Statue of Liberty in New York 

Harbour. It would be of interest if some one havin" the 

facilities for so doing, would undertake to ascertain the distance 

along the plane of the angle of visibility that this striking object 

can be seen and to ascertain its height. A motor boat, a sex 

tant and someone conversant with the use of the latter is all 

that would be required. 

In the same bay are the contiguous settlements of St. Jacques 
and Belleoram.

Belleoram, close by 
is more compactly built and the seat of extensive fishery opera 
tions. With the revolutionary changes in the catching and 
mirketing of our staple product that the future will make

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\\Yst coasts will enter an era of expansion in marked contrast 
1(1 the extreme conservatism that has characterized their 
existence in the p.ist. 

(Vising to the east side of Fortune Bay we enter Grand

. Grand Hank is at once an object lesson and an 
as an illustration of what an indomitable spirit of 
; ve inclusty can achieve. (In an open roadstead the people 
[ Grand B.ink have created a harbour, erected a town, and 
built up a prosperous and adventurous fishery business of large 
volume. The difficulties would have appalled a less capable 
.,,,,1 less determined people and the measure of their success is 
but tlie guerdon of enterprise wisely directed. 

Fortune, almost adjoining Grand Bank, is a replica thereof in 
all its features and is destined like it to attain to much greater 
commercial importance in the future. 
Continuing on towards Burin, we enter in succession 



volume of their trade is very considerable. Burin, proper, and 
Epworth are the more important, and the latter is especially 
attractive as seen from seaward. Burin was a pioneer in the 
resuscitation of our Grand Bank codfishery and is at present 
preparing to prosecute that industry on a. large scale. 

Marystown, our final port of call ere reaching the terminal, 
Placentia, has been generously endowed by nature with all that 
makes summer outdoor life enjoyable. The sail up the long 
inlet is most interesting, the aspect of the shores inviting, and 
to one, with leisure to stop over for a few days, offers delightful 
walks and drives of many miles in different directions whilst the 
continuation of the harbour, as an inlet, for some eight miles 
into the country affords the perfection of smooth-water boating, 
with good fishing for the sportsman. Marystown is rapidly as 
suming importance as a commercial centre. 

A final five hours run across Placentia Bay put us once more 
ashore at Placantia to which reference was made in the first 
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BURIN HARBOR. 



Lamaline. Lawn and St. Lawrence. Each a seat of extensive 
fishery operations and the homes of cheerful, hospitable people. 
St. Lawrence is the proud possessor of some very fine ecclesi 
astical edifices. Indeed to the credit of the people, not alone 
of the West Coast but of the entire country be it said that they 
are irue cnnfessers of their faith as attested by the generosity 
with which all denominations contribute to the building c 
churches. No matter how limited numerically, nor humble the 
means of a community, its church will be an outstanding 
witness to this fact. 

After a short lun from St. Lawrence we enter the magnificent 
harbor of Burin, r f markable alike for its great size and the safety 
it affords to shipping, added to which is the advantage of safe 
deep water entrances at either end. This harbour is so 
capacious that seveial large, independent and prosperous settle 
ments are situate therin. Each has its own Post &lt; 
Churches, business and social activities, and the aggregate

The expert was unmoved by the inventor s 
He had no faith in artificial gems and would not 
ntertain Gastalden s plans. His mind had arived at the con- 
lusion that commercial diamonds could not be made artificially 
and was annoyed because his visitors had the audacity to try to 
change his settled views. 

When the winds blow adversely a wise mariner tacks his ship. 
Bertrel, having sensed the views of capitalists and of experts 
engaged in the diamond business and finding them unfavorable 
to Gastaldon s scheme, decided to try another plan. 

"We must first do business in a more modest manner, 
Gastaldon. It will not be possible to get large capitalists to be 
come interested in diamond-making until we are prepared to 
make practical demonstrations on a commercial scale.

bogs, of course, may give some trouble at times. But it is 
well to remember that our local fogs, though numerous at cer 
tain periods of the year, are happily of small vertical extent, 
hey lay close to the land and sea, and aeroplanes have only to 
nse to get through them. They will cause most tronble when 
planes flying from Europe are trying to pick up the land, and in 
making a landing. 

The United States Government, in making aerological charts 
employs small baloons. - These are filled with hydrogen or 
helium and allowed to ascend in the air freely. Observations 
on these pilot baloons are made by two or more theodolites at 
regular intervals. The wind speed and direction are in this 
manner ascertained. Observations of this character have been 
made up to a vertical height of twelve miles. 

As a result of the study of many aerological maps made in 
America and covering various States, the following observations 
are made : 

(i) The upper winds, practically, are always blowing in a 
different direction, and with a different velocity, from the sur 
face winds ; (2) The wind velocity at altitudes of 3000 to 5000 
feet is often greater than 100 miles per hour, while the surface 
wind velocity is just normal; (3) The wind velocity and 
direction are unstable factors liable to rapid changes. 

The above tables are. of course, valuable for other purposes 
than those connected with Aviation. The figures give, in a very 
clear manner, a complete account of our average weather. They 
show what kind of weather we may expect in each month in the 
year. They also show that the Newfoundland climate does not 
deserve the severe criticism we often notice it is subjected to by 
visitors who are not perfectly acquainted with it. If similar 
tables were compiled for Canada s maratime provinces and for 
the New England coast of the United States, our weather 
statistics would bear very favorable comparison with them.

INFLAMMABLE OILS. 

It is an offence punishable by a fine not exceeding two hundred dollars for any person to 
have in his possession or under his control or keep (i) in any building in this Colony other than 
an approved building more than five barrels or tierces or an equivalent quantity of non-volatile 
inflammable oil ; (2 ) in any building other than an approved building situate within the limits 
of any of the towns of St. John s, Harbor Grace, Carbonear or Brigus more than two barrels or 
tierces or an equivalent quantity; provided that in any building situate between the South Side 
of Water Street, St. John s, Harbor Grace or Carbonear, and the waters of the harbours of such 
towns, five barrels or tierces or an equivalent quantity may be kept ; (3) on board any boat, craft, 
ship or vessel lying in any of the said harbours, more than five barrels or tierces or an equivalent 
quantity ; (4) in any dwelling house more than one gallon, which shall be kept in a sealed con 
tainer or safety can of an approved pattern ; (5) in any building where oil is used for manufac 
turing or cleansing purposes, or sold at retail, or in any building except an approved building more 
than five gallons, which shall be kept in sealed containers or safety cans of approved pattern. 

Provided, however, that within the limits of the town of St. John s the proper authorities may, 
subject to such restrictions as may be deemed proper in each individual case, grant permission 
for the keeping in the open air, or under a properly ventilated shelter detached from other build 
ings, of not exceeding ninety gallons of gasolene or other inflammable oil, if contained in an 
approved steel barrel, or of not exceeding fifty gallons, if contained in a safety can or cans of 
approved size and pattern.

1. It shall be lawful for the duly qualified electors, resident within an 
area or district within this Colony, to present to the Governor in Coun 
cil a petition or requisition in the form prescribed in the Schedule to this 
Act, or as near thereto as may be, setting forth the limits or boundaries 
within which such area or district is comprised, and the names of the 
towns, harbours or settlements included therein, and praying for a Procla 
mation prohibiting the keeping of dogs within such area or district. 

2. Such petition or requisition shall be sent to the nearest resident 
Stipendiary Magistrate, and shall be by him (after examination and certi 
ficate as hereinafter provided) furnished to the Governor in Council. 

3. If, upon due scrutiny of such petition or requisition, the Stipendiary 
Magistrate shall find that the same contains the bona fide signatures of a 
majority of the duly qualified electors resident within the limits or bound 
aries set forth in the said petition or requisition, he shall forthwith have a 
certificate to that effect endorsed upon or attached to the petition or re 
quisition, arid shall forward the same to the Governor in Council. 

4. Any Stipendiary Magistrate to whom such petition or requisition may 
be presented may, before certifying the same to the Governor in Council 
as aforesaid, require proof to be made before him of the bona fide signa 
tures of any of the names subscribed to such petition, upon the oath of 
either the party whose name purports to be signed or of a witness to such 
signature. 

5- Upon receipt of any such petition or requisition containing the signa 
tures of not less than one-third of the electors resident within any such 
area or district, certified as aforesaid, the Governor in Council shall issue 
a Proclamation or Public Notice prohibiting the keeping of dogs within 
such area or district. 

6. From and after the date prescribed in and by such Proclamation or 
Notice, it shall not be lawful for any person resident within such area or 
district, to keep, or have in his possession, or under his control, any dog 
within the area or district to which such Proclamation or Notice shall 
relate, under a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars or imprisonment for a 
term not evceeding three months. This prohibition shall not apply to any 
person or persons travelling or passing through such areas or districts and 
having a licensed dog or dogs in his or their possession, charge or control, 
and not at large.

3 Bills of exchange, Cheques, and Promissory Notes, Bills 
of Lading, Shipping Receipts, Charter Parties, and Receipts 
for Money, shall be stamped and the Stamps thereon can 
celled : 

(1) Bills of Exchange, Cheques and Promissory Notes drawn 

in the Colony by the person signing the same. Provided 
that in the case of a Banker, the Banker to whom it is 
presented for payment may, if it is unstamped, stamp 
the same and cancel the stamp. 

(2) Bills of Exchange, Cheques and Promissory Notes drawn 

or made outside the Colony by the person into whose 

hands same shall come before the same is paid or 

negotiated. 

Bills of Lading and Shipping Receipts by the shipper. 

Provided that if presented unstamped they may be 

stamped by person receiving same.

4 The person on whom the obligation to stamp and cancel 
is imposed by these Rules, shall be deemed to be a person 
issuing an instrument, and if he issues such an instrument 
without its proper stamp or without properly cancelling same, 
he shall be liable to the penalties imposed by Section 23 of the 
Act 61 Victoria, Cap.

LETTFR POST INLAND. 

A LETTER enclosed in an envelope, whether sealed or open, 
addressed to any place in Newfoundland and the Labrador Coast, which 
does not exceed an ounce in weight will be conveyed to its destination for 
three cents. This late is applicable for letters posted in one settlement for 
delivery in another settlement a mile or more distant. 

LETTER POST FOREIGN. 

Letters for Great Britain, the Dominion of Canada, and the United 
States of America are forwarded to destination for two cents per ounce 
or fraction thereof, plus one cent war tax. Valuable letters may be regis 
tered for delivery in Newfoundland for three cents, but to other places 
the registration fee is five cents, except to United Kingdom, where the 
charge is Two Pence four cents. 

Circulars, that is, printed communications, when posted in lots of not 
less than 10, wholly alike, and left open for inspection, are accepted for 
one cent for each two ounces or fraction thereof. 

Newspapers, local and foreign, and Magazines, are forwarded to all 
places in Newfoundland and the United Kingdom, at a special rate of two 
cents per Ib. ; but papers under four ounces are accepted free of postage 
within the Colony, also, books at two cents per Ib. rate. Newspapers 



to the Dominion of Canada, the United States, France, Germany, etc., 
must be prepaid at the rate of one cent for each two ounces or fraction 
thereof. 

PARCEL POST. 

Parcels of Merchandise are delivered to destination in Newfoundland at 
the rate of one cent for the first two ounces, and so on up to i Ib.,. which is 
forwarded for eight cents, the second Ib. three cents additional, or 1 1 cents 
and three cents for each additional Ib., or fraction thereof, up to 10 and 1 1 
Ibs., which is the limit, at 35 cents. Name and address of sender must 
appear on all parcels. Otherwise we will refuse to accept them. 

Senders of Parcels for local destinations must write their names and 
addresses on the covers ; if not Postmasters may refuse to accept them. 

Parcels for other countries must be accompanied by a Customs 
Declaration Form describing nature and value of contents. These 
forms will be supplied by the Post Office and are essential to ensure, 
prompt despatch of parcel. 

Money may be transmitted by means of the Money Order System and 
by Telegraph to places in Newfoundland, which are Money Order and 
Telegraph Stations, at reasonable rates on application.

EXTRA POSTAGE. 

EVERY PREPAID LETTER 

and letter packet posted in Newfoundland and Labrador, shall, 
in addition to the postage payable thereon under the Provisions 
of the Post Office Act of 1891 and Acts in amendment thereof, 
be chargeable with an Extra Postage of One Cent, thus a 
one-ounce letter will be three cents, and a two-ounce letter five 
cents, etc. 

Letters originating in Newfoundland not bearing the extra 
postage will be charged two cents additional on delivery.

Telegraphic Messages* 



WAR TAX. 

Telegraphic messages, other than service messages, trans 
mitted from one place in the Colony to another place in the 
Colony must have affixed thereon by the sender, stamps to the 
amount of five cents. 

Telegraphic messages, other than service messages, sent from 
Newfoundland abroad, must have affixed thereon by the sender 
stamps to the value of ten cents. 

The above regulations will not apply to telegraphic messages 
sent by the Authority of any Department of the Government.

James Winter. Sir James was then in partnership with Stanley 
I!. Carter, son of the late Sir Frederick Carter. My fellow stu 
dents were: Mr. Morison, K.C., our present Chief Justice, the 
late Kdward Shea, Alec Berteau and James Pittman. Of the men 
practising at the Bar that year Judge Johnson alone survives. 

The Supreme Court was then constituted by Sir Hugh Hoyles, 
Sir Frederick Carter and Judge Hayvvard. In the first month 
of mv apprenticeship Hoyles retired from the Bench, and was 
succeeded as Chief Justice by Carter. Not long after Judge 
Hayward retired, his seat being filled by R. J. Pinsent, K.C., at 
that time leader of the Bar. I had therefore no acquaintance 
with these at the Bar, but from 1879 to their death I possessed 
their confidence and close friendship, and whether as a practi 
tioner, or Attorney General which commenced as far back as 
. or as a member of the Cabinet, I always found both warm 
friends. 

Carter and Pinsent were able lawyers, their judgments were 
rarely appealed from successfully. This was specially notable 
in the cause ce ebre of Baird vs. Walker, involving the principle 
of the right of the Crown to compel its subjects to obey the 
provisions of a Treaty mide either for the purpose of putting 
an end to war, or to preserve peace. The case arose out of 
the act of Captain Bildwin Walker, R.N., in command of one 
of Her Majesty s Ships carrying out a modus vivendi or agree 
ment made between the British and French Governments, and 
intended 10 delimit the lobster fishing rights of both nations on 
the \Ve4 C last of Newfoundland known as Treaty Shore. 
W.ilker entered and tore down Baird s lobster factory and 
removed it. In an action by Baird, Carter and Pinsent held 
there was no authority for the act, and that the Crown had no 
power as claimed under such an agreement. Interference with 
3 cm be authorised only by the Legislature.

He 
and understood law. He had a fine judicial 
xtraordinary retentive memory. He died during 
he lived, he would easily have attained 
in his profession. 

The man at the Bar. however, who loomed largest, certainly 
with LS students, was |ohn Hoyles Boone. He had not 
" taken silk," but w -&gt;ed in nearly all the important cases. 

He manifested a fatherly interest in the law students, and up to 
his deaths as President of our Moot, which he founded, and 
from the sessions of which he was rarely absent, 
intimate and closely connected in law work with Sir James 
Winter, and it was rare for a week to pass without having him 
in our office, in that way, during my student days, I saw a 
great deal of him. He was most friendly to and interested in 
the young lawyers, who were under many obligations to him for 
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advice and assistance in their first legal ventures. 

The family of the subject of my sketch came from New 
Brunswick. The Rev. Thomas Boone. father of John 
Boone, was born at Hampton, N. B., the year before the t 
of Waterloo. He was educated for the ministry of the Ang 
Church, and ordained in Nova Scotia in 1837. He came 
Newfoundland in 1839 and returned to Hampton, in 
autumn of 1873; some years later he died and was buried 
there. During his residence in Newfoundland he servec 
the following Missions: 1839-49. Outharbours near St. John s 
1841-43, Fortune Bay; 1844, Twillingate; 1845-46, Harbour 
Grace; 1847 to 1873, Twillingate, from where he went t, 
Hampton, N. B. In 1846 the Rev. Mr. Boone was created 
Rural Dean of Notre Dame Bay by Bishop Feild. 
well liked by his parishoners in the missions he served, was a 
faithful and diligent pastor, and an equally diligent student, 
being, I understand, an excellent Latin and Greek scholar as 
well as a particularly good impromptu speaker. 

The mother of John Boone was a Sinnott. She was 
woman endowed with great natural ability, and I have no doubt 
a great deal of the genius of John Boone and his brothers came 
to them as well from the mother s as from the father s side.

Mrs. Rhone s grandfather had bten forced to fly from New 
York State at the time of the American Revolution, and had 
settled in New Brunswick. She accompanied her husband to 
Hampton, and there died. 

The Rev. Thomas Boone had three other children two sons 
and one daughter. Mary accompanied her father to New Bruns 
wick, and is, I understand, still living there. William, the eldest 
son, was educated at the Church of England Academy. He was 
ordained Deacon in Nova Scotia, and died i i the United States. 
Edward, the youngest son, was articled for a time with Dr. 
Crowdy in the study of medicine. He entered London 
I niversity for training in his profession. After leaving the 
University he went to New Brunswick, and lived there with his 
sister until he died. 

Few missionaries of Newfoundland had greater opportunities 
of studying the wonderful attraction of the country, whether it 
be its glorious woodland, mountain, sea and sky scenery, its 
moonlit summer nights and m ignificent displays of Aurora 
Borealis, its winter scenes of brilliant sunshine, when the 
country is reposing in i s raiment of purest snow, when the 
trees are covered with silver thaw, or in its more unattractive 
garb, when the wintry storm passes over its hills and dales than 
had the Rev. Mr. Boone. He had visited practically every 
district in the country and dwelt in many, and, being a deep 



lover of nature, must have drunk in all the charms which that 
nendrymo the lavishes on her children. It was in I w.llmgate 
howeti that the greater portion of his ministry ^asspen . 
Twillinsate, then, as now, was the capital of Notn 
which extends from Cape Freels to Cape John Studded as , 
is with innumerable islands, from the large New World Island 
and Fogo Island to the tiny islets of Dildo Run, scarcely large 
enough to carry a single spruce tree, an observer standing on 
any high ground, as for instance, at Herring Neck, has unfolded 
before him one of the most magnificent panoramas in the 
world Here amidst the scenery of this lovely bay, upon which 
nature has been so lavish of her gifts, in a district famed for 
its great salmon rivers, its timber, fishing and mineral wealth, 
its rich historic associations going back to the days when the 
timid aborigine came down to trade with the first Bnt.sh 
settlers, here amidst these surroundings John Hoyles Boone was 
born, on Sunday, April 3Oth. 1848. 

In the village school of Twillingate as it was then taught. 
Boone was educated. Here his boyhood was spent, during 
which time he imbibed that strong love of his native land which 
till the day of his death he never lost. He was his fathers 
constant companion in these early days, often accompanying 
him, on visits in his mission, and his love of class 
artistic tastes must have been largely coloured and influenced 
by this companionship. Travelling in those days 
sumptuous way we now experience on coastal and bay boats, 
and if one missed a trip on the castal boat Ariel it was great 
luck to obtain a berth in a trading or fishing schooner, 
doubt, during his school days in St. John s, Boone would have 
spent his holidays with his parents, and his travelling to and 
from T.villingate as well as when residing there and visiting the 
remote pmiois of his father s parish gave hi n m my oppo 
ties to study the life and habits, the joys and sorrow-, of the 
Newfoundland fisherman, which he used to such advanti. 
after life in their interests, at the Bar and in the Legislature 

About 1862, Judge Juhn;on informs me. Boone came to 
schoil to the Cnurch of England Academy at St. I His 

two brothers, William and Edward, had preceded him. He WMS 
fortunate in finding as head of the Academy the Rev. George 
Harris, M A., of Cambridge. England, father of our present 
Governor, who, if I am not mistaken, was then a pupil himself. 
Mr Harris was an excellent classical, and a specially good 
mathematical scholar; in his day as now Cambridge was cele 
brated for mathematics. B.jone being a specially clever and 
intelligent b &gt;y, endowed with special powers of acquiring know 
ledge, would, no doubt have been a first favourite of the head 
master, his whiteheaHed h&lt; Boone remained at the 
Academy till the year 1865, when he took up the study of law, 
and was articled to A (.). H:iywarH. K C. Durirg his student 
days he acquired the reputati m of being an industrious scholar, 
taking but small interest in the sports and pastimes of the ordin- 
nrv youth passing out of school. Cricket, swimming, football 
and boating were pistimes which in no \v.i\ enthralird or capti 
vated him. He loved to pore over the mysteries of the law 
I oik, and sought relaxation from them in the historic scenes of 
l\&lt;anhoe, or the engrossing tales of Bret Harte the Horace of 
America. His mird was so peculiarly constituted that he found 
solace and pleasure in the most diversified inteiests as to be able 
to concentrate, and, in a degree interest himself in almost any 
thing. The sad and the humourous, the ludicrous and the sub 
lime, the simple and the important, rich and poor, ancient and 
modern, the near and the distant, every aspect of human life and 
human interest appealed to him, and furnished him inter^ 

&lt;1 for his metaphysical and analytical mind. 

In 1870 he was admitted to the Bir; those who remember 
him know how strenuously he worked up his cases, while appar 
ently dallying with them most insouciantly. I have known him 
when engaged in the most important lawsuits devote h nurs to 
the cimpO i.ion of humorous articles for newspapers, for which 
he did not receive a solitary cent. The outstanding character 
istic in Boone s makeup, and one that gave him the greatest 
pleasure, was showing up pomposity and buffoonery that so often 
masquerades for the genuine article. Boone s hyperciitical eye 
pierced all fictitious mannerisms as infallibly as his supremely 
logical mind deduced the crucial points however complex of the 
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case he argued. He possessed the most caustic and driest 
strain of humour. 

I remember reading an article in a Fcildiiui Xmas Number, 
by Judge Johnson, in which, speaking of his reminiscences of 
the schools he attended, he said : " I think that John Hoyles 
Bwne, had he not been cut off before his prime, would have 
been pre-eminent among; Newfoundlanders." With that sum- 
mins-up I entirely concur. Boone shone supreme when he 
fought a case bristling with knotty law poin s against an array 
of Irgal talent. I have heard him cite from a dozen authorities 
the choicest dicta of the great British jurists, and when he closed 
the report he could continue to emphasise these dicta in im 
promptu language fully up to the legal, logical and classical 
standards of an Ellenborough, a Coke, an Eldon, a Cairns, 
a Jessel, a Blackburn or a Bower. Since then the accidents of 
Tife have marie it possible for me to frequently attend the sittings 
of the Privy Council mid listen to the ablest of the British Bar, 
as well as the Bar-; of the Empire, debate legal principles with 
men, all of whom have been Lord Chancellors of England, and 



knowledge thus acquired, as well as his acquaintance with 
Parliamentary procedure would have been of value to him had 
he been destined for a long career. 

No sketch of Boone, whether as a lawyer, jurist, public man 
or entertainer would truthfully portray him if his reputation as 
a humourist did not take first place. This is the opinion of 
men who have known him intimately. I have often discussed 
Bione with Judges Johnson, Pinsent, Carter, Conroy and Mr. 
Morison and they all agree that the humourous side of his 
character and his love of joking always stood out prominently 
and influenced his every act. He looked upon everything, no 
matter how serious as a source from which to draw fun and 
humour. Humour with him was a sixth sense. 

( &gt;;ie day at the Hague, Sir James Winter and I talked a great 
deal of the Newfoundland Bar in his time. He probably knew 
Boone better than any other man and he told me he never 
remembered being in a case with Boine without being struck by 
his exertions to produce humour, and yet he did this so spon 
taneously and unaffec;ively and in a way so void of malice that

I am satisfied that even before such a galaxy of learning Boone 
could easily have held his own. 

After being called to the Bar, Boone soon enjoyed a con 
siderable practice in the courts. He was also a regular 
attendant on Circuit, and many of the best stories in connection 
with him are told by those whose good luck it was to be on 
Circuit with him. The setting of the Supreme Court was his 
natural theatre, and there all his fine abilities had full play, 
especially in jury cases. He proved himself an exceedingly 
clever and able advocate. His fine sagacity, combined with a 
keen sense of humour, brought him many friends and clients. 
Grounded well in the principles of law and equity and loving 
his profession, he was regarded by judges and lawyers as wel 
as the public as a sound jurist regarding matters from a com 
mon-sense standpoint, and with a manner that made hirr 
lovable to all, he soon jumped into prominence, 
attainments were officially recognised after he had been only a 
few years at the Bar, receiving in 1874 from Sir Frederick 
Carter, then Attorney General and Prime Minister, the posi 
of solicitor of the House of Assembly. This post he held 
he became a member ol the House, eight years later. 



he gave offence to no one and was looked upon as a legitimate 
enlivener of otherwise, at times dreary surroundings. 

Sir lames said ih it on one occasion on Circuit, Boone had a 
well known Sheriff on board almost frenzical by leaving 
exposed ;m the dining ro-&gt;m table a Uw book with a mark in it 
at - Actions Against Sheriffs." Addressing the Court on 
another occasion and wanting to emphasise the antiquity of a 
certain edition of Archibald s Criminal Practice he said it was 
so old that Mi. -has given up quoting it on the Northern 

Ci cuit. 

The Bar was always hispitibly received when on Circuit 
and Boone was particularly well liked, and a welcome guest. 
On one occasion he and s &gt;me friends called on a well known 
" planter " to spend the evening. Their host regaled them with 
the " cup that cheers but not inebriate," and for a parting 
beverage had given them Eno s fruit salt, with sugar, lemon and 
hot water Being called on for a song, Boone, who sang and 
accompanied himself on the piano, rendered that well known 
melody of Moore s, " One Bumper at Parting."

Eno s was produced, to the appreciation of all. 

Boone himself used to tell a story of the early days of the 
Circuit at Bay of Island, in the days of Mr. Curling. Membe 
of the Bar, in a year when practice was not over brisk 
attended Church in the morning. When the collection was 
taken up it was found that someone had given a sovereign. 
The amount was such as to justify the belief that a mistake had 
been made. At the evening service, the Bir being again 
present, M--. Curling announced that if the person who gave a 
sovereign in the morning had made a mistake, it would be 
restored if he called around. Boone added that four members 
of the Bar went in and claimed the sovereign ! 

In a case in which he was examining a client, in an action for 
breakage, who testified to being present when the glass was 
landed from the ship, and to the careless handling, Boone asked 
him if he had remonstrated with the agent in charge. The 
client replied that he had. " What did he say? " said Boone. 
He told me to go to the devil." And what did you do, 
queried Boone. " I went to your office, sir." 

A well known Italian who had lived in Newfoundland 
number of years, peddling pictures, trinkets and books, amassed 
considerable money, went into the fish business, ending up in 



oaxed the Crown Prosecutor, whose influence w.th the power

moment Boone was defending a prisoner and served notice

noUeTrol g ui. Needless to say, Hoyles was astonished, but 
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insolvency. He retained Boone to have him declared insolvent. 
Boone made out the usual petition, and had a day set down for 
the hearing. At such a sitting the usual practice is for counsel 
to briefly state the facts to the judge, and examine the petitioner. 
Boone, however, saw in the petiiioner, his calling, his native 
land, and the unfortunate results achieved in business by him, 
the opportunity o a joke, and accordingly did not satisfy him 
self with the usual brief address, but pronounced a panegyric 
on the life and labours of Fodoro. He referred to his child 
hood on the Tuscan hills, dwelt on the fact that he had come 
from Italy, the land famous by the pen and brush of Michael 
Angelo and Tintoretto, to the Italian people s love of art, 
literature and music, spoke of Fodoro s sojourn in Newfoundland, 
the simple occupation pursued by him, his primitive habits, and 
how easily he had been led astray into suppyling for the fishery 
and wound up a magnificent portration by impressing on the 
Judge the fact that, notwithstanding his s ijourn in Newfound 
land and its rigorous clime, he had lost none of his eirly love 
of art and had come before His Lordship that morning to testify 
to this by asking his Lordship to whitewash tvm. Judge 
Hayward, who was an excellent commercial judge devoid of 
humour, had no idea what Boone was driving at, and simply 
remarked, "Go on, Mr. Boone, I can t for the life of me see 
what possible bearing your remarks have on the case."

-here was nothing for it but to order the jury to 

rd the practical joke. Boone sat w.th immovable coun- 
fenance as if he had never heard of the inc.dent. On another 
occasion he hoaxed the same gentleman into ndicting the toher 
of a criminal youth, the latter, on the day of the trial being hun 
dreds of miles awav on the Labrador, prosecuting the fishery. 
Judge Robinson, who was trying the case looking down on the 
octogenarian in the dock remarked, "Mr. Prosecutor, the pri 
soner seems to be an extraordinarily old man for the offence. 
Oh my Lord," said Mr. H-, " this is not the man who com 
mitted the offence. He is standing up for his son. 
and Pythias could not have gone further. 

For the greater portion of his legal career, between 1870 and 
Boone practised alone, but for three or four ye rs was a 
partner of the late Judge Conroy. I was very intimate and 
friendly, and for many years practised before the Judge, 
and I often talked of Boone, and no man could have pamte 
truer picture of his partner than Judge Conroy 

During the years I was Attorney General I found time to edit 
and revise the Newfoundland Law Reports. Some of these went 
back a hundred years. Many of the cases illustrate the sound 
ness of Boone as a lawyer, as gathered from the arguments he 
used and the advice given his clients, for taking as well as de 
fending actions. 

St. Stephen s Day, 1883, is distinguished as the day on which 
the Hirbor Grace riots took place, in which five or six persons 
were killed. The Grand Jury found true bills against nineteen 
men for wilful murder, and in May and June 1884, they were 
tried. Quite an array of counsel appeared for the Crown. Sir 
William Whiteway, Sir James winter. Mr. Johnson and Mr. A. J. 
W. McNeilly. For the defence R. J. Kent, K.C., Boone and 
P. J. Scott. The case occupied in the hearing forty-six days. 
Bo ic closed for the defence, making a magnificent address, 
lasting over four hours, closing with a particularly fine peroration, 
which I well remember. It was a case that gave him full play 
for his fine powers of cross-examination, and he used these 
powers during the long weeks to their fullest capacity. The 
jury acquitted the prisoners. In the following November they 
were again tried. In the meantime I passed my examination as 
solicitor, and had the compliment paid me by Mr. Kent of being 
retained with him in the case. It was my first retaining fee, 
and my first introduction to the criminal court, with which, 
during the next thirty years, I was destined to have considerable 
acquaintance, both as Crown prosecutor and for the defence. 
B &gt;one, who had so brilliantly defended our clients in the first 
trial had himself appeared in the Great High Court of Heaven, 
had crossed the bar, to wait the great Judgment Day. When 
the Court opens there and the leaves of the Book of life are un 
folded I doubt not they will contain many an entry of value to 
him. Our case, which lasted nearly two months ended also in 
an acquittal. 

I have said before that it was a humourist, and in this domain 
alone that Boone was best known to his circle of friends, best 
remembered by those whose good luck it was to know him, and 
most remembered by those whose tedious hours were beguiled 
by listening to his anecdotes, or perusing his traits and side 
lights of Newfoundland Life. 

His parliamentary career, was brief, but in some respects 
eventful, and in its course he had only one election. His 
return in 1882, when he succeeded to the district of St. Barbe, 
was cadence of his popularity with the fishermen of the country. 
The way in which that election was fought was in itself an 
illustration of his sense of humour. It was the first election 

* Our legal friends will appreciate this joke, but the general public would 
want to know that entering a nolle froseijiti is the privilege of the Crown 
Prosecutor, resorted to only on his being satisfied that the evidence justifies 
a withdrawal of the charge against the prisoner. 
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he .d in the district of St. Barbe. Previous to 1882 the Newfound 
land Legislature weie not permitted by the British Government, 
owing to the persistent objections by the French Govennment, 
arising out of the fishery disputes on the French Shore, to 
have representation in the Legislature on that part of the coast. 
By persistent agitation permission was granted, and two mem 
bers were elected that year for St. Barbe and Bay St. George. 
Boone started on his contest in the Government steamer 
Leopard carrying the returning officer. He took with him a 
party of law students and one or two other congenial compan 
ions. They formed a minstrel troupe, having on board a 
harmonium and other musical instruments, gave entertainments 
along the coast, and carried the election triumphantly. 

In those days what was known as " proxy voting " was in 
vogue. In other words, voters wrote out on a paper the name 
of the candidate they desired. These slips were collected by 
the candidate, brought to the poll, and counted as if personally 
delivered by the voter. Boone s election was contested by a 
well known politician, and considerable notoriety was given to 
the election. There was no real politics among the people, 
they had not allied themselves to any party in particular. At 
one settlement the voters were uncertain as to who the legititi- 
mate candidate was. Boone invited them on board the steamer, 
called upon the returning officer to read the proclamation, 
beginning with "Victoria, by the grace of God," and ending 
with the Colonial Secretary s name. Attached to the proclama 
tion was a large seal, of wax. The reading of this proclamation, 
occupied half an hour; and hid the desired effect in impressing 
the fishermen, one of whom a leader of the settlement approach 
ed the table, put his thumb on the seal, rubbed it thoroughly 
and, turning to the audience, said, "Boys, that s the Queen s 
wax, that s good enough for me, and ou^ht to be good enough 
for you." This was sufficient, and Boone got the votes of the 
settlement. 

Previous to 1882 there were only thirty-one representatives in 
the House of Assembly. Thit year, as I have said, St. Barbe 
and St. George s were first represented, that made thirty-three. 
In the next session three more w-re added, bringing the mem 
bership up to its present complement. 

That was nearly forty years ago. But forty years cut a wide 
swath in the ranks of contemporary acquaintances. Of the 
thirty-three men elected in 1882 only eis;ht survive Hon A. F. 
Goidridge, Dr. John Skelton, Hon. W. B. Grieve. Mr. J. E. 
Peters, Mr. A. Penny, Mr. Ricrnrd McDonnell, Mr. Albert 
Bradshaw and Sir Robert Bond. It is only fifty years since 
the celebrated election of 1869, the great Confederation election, 
and yet all who took part in that election have passed away, 
the last two being Sir Joseph Little and Mr. W. P. Walsh, both 
of whom weie strong anti-Confederates. Of the 1873, and 
1874 election one only remains, my esteemed friend, Mr. 
James Collins, J. P. of Placentia. Of the 1878 Parliament three 
survive, Messrs. Penney, Skelton and Collins. 

The 1882 election was my political baptism, not as a candidate, 
but as a helper. I had lived in Placentia B.iy from 1875 to 1878, 
and taught the public school at Oderin. My brother had been 
Curate to Dean Born, Burin Parish, arid I had frequently, during 
my holidays, gone over the whole district. Accordingly, I was 
asked by Sir James Winter to accompany him in his contest in 
the autumn of 1882. We left together, and spent the month of 
October in the district. It was hotly contested, Sir James s 
colleague being Mr. Forsey the late magistrate of Grand Bank, 
and our opponents Messrs. J. E. Peters and Leonard Magee. 
It was a bitterly fought election ; Burin contests have always 
been hard fought, and the 1882 election was no exception. 
The previous one Sir James hid been forcibly taken locked in 
a cell of the Burin gaol and than taken to sea in an open boat, 
to prevent his being nominated. The memories of that capture 
and escape, and the trial of the parties were still in the distncl, 
and were one of the issues. For the purposes of our canvass 
we divided the district into two sections, Sir James taking 
Burin to Grand Bank, whilst I looked after the eastern end 
including Mortier Bay, Fox Cove, Flat Island, John de Bay and 
Rushoon. I remember for the greater portion of the 
had lovely autumnal Indian summer weather. Sir James \ 
his election by five votes. Mr. Peters got in by four, and we 



lost Mr. Forsey. I was rewarded for my services by obtaining 
my first " Government job," a reportershisp in the House of 
Assembly in the session of 1883. My colleagues in the 
Reporters Box were, I think, the present Chief Justice, Mr. 
Herbert Knight, Mr. Thomas Walsh, Mr. J. J. Flannery and 
Mr. James J. Milley. 

I had seen a great deal of Mr. Boone before going to Burin, 
as the policy of the party, the literature for distribution and the 
matter for our speeches at the various meetings had all been 
prepared by a committee of which he was Chairman, and whose 
meetings I had frequently attended. 

I have said it was a hard fought close election. It meant a 
great deal for Sir James Winter ; it was his native district, 
defeat would have seriously affected his political future. He 
and I often talked about it afterwards and recalled many of the 
incidents. This election was the first in which Sir William 
Whiteway, went to the country as Prime Minister. It was also 
notable for two other reasons. An amalgamation had taken 
place between the opposition, led by Sir Joseph Little and Sir 
W. Whiteway, in other words, a Coalition of Liberals and Tories. 
In the previous election Sir Frederick Carter had led the Tory 
Party, but in the meantime had succeeded Hoyles on the Bench 
as Chief Justice, his political mantle falling upon Sir William 
Whiteway. It was also the year when the first appeal was 
made to the country on a railway policy. In May of that year 
the contract with Blackman for the building of the railway to 
Hall s Bay was entered into.

I learned trom Boone, as well as from those who accompanied 
him that he enjoyed his election contest to the highest degree. 
He did not, however, take politics seriously, any more than law; 
in fact, he was not by nature a politician. He loved the law 
and his clear reasoning, vigour and soundness of view were of 
great advantage to him in expounding it. He had gained a 
name as a cross-examiner, and in worming out of a witness 
telling facts in a complicated case. He could turn a point to 
his advantage or destroy that of an opponent quicker than any 
m in at the Bar. I do not know that I could say that he was a 
profound lawyer, but he possessed wonderful insight into human 
nature and the facts of life, and had the supremest contempt 
never disguised for anything bordering on humbug or pedantry. 

The first session of the Parliament of 1883 opened in 
February. If I remember rightly, only six members of the 
opposition had been elected. From his general knowledge of 
public matters and his well known ability Boone was selected 
by Sir William Whiteway to make the formal motion on the 
opening day, that a committee be appointed to draft a reply to 
the speech from the Throne. It was also the first session in 
which the late R. J. Kent, K.C., had sat in the House 
Speaker. 

Now the procedure, and that which still obtains on the open 
ing of a new Parliament, is tor the Black Rod to come down a 
the hour appointed for the opening of the Legislature, and on 
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being admitted to the Bar of the House, he informs he Speaker- 
elect that His Excellency the Governor is prepared 
him and Members of the House of Assembly in the 
Chamber. The Speaker and Members then proceed to

Referring to his own election, he congratulated the coi 
at Urge on the triumph of tne Coalition Government, particularly 
in the District of St. Barbe, in winning representation, and par 
ticularly in having one in this House like himself, so well able

Kent, had himself supplied th proof that afternoon by the 
manner in which he had secured a copy of the Speech fnim the 
Throne. Another person, less gifted, might have come down with 
out procuring a copy and in that way led to grave consiituti 
issues ; but with the instinct of the lawyer to by hands on 
thing around, coupled with a let;al knowledge as to the 
requirements of the occasion, he had seized the opportunity 
and in that way added another proof of his fitne-s for the office, 
and avoided what might have been a very serious situation, 
this time, everyone was in screeches of laughter, to \\hich no 
one contributed more generously than the Speaker himself. 
Boone then went on to further review the Speech. A piragraph 
referred particularly to the industrial policy of the White A ay 
Government, in the establishment of a ropewa k in St. John s, 
by the guarantee of an annual subsidy towards its maintenance.

replied that some yeirs previous he had been dining with a 
number of friends and amongst the company was a well i- 
sealing master. They were discussing the appoint men 
Hugh Hoyles recently appointed Chief Justice. The &gt; 
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master denounced Hoyles fitness for the bench, laying particular 
stress on the fact that he had never brought any seals into the 
country. This had a crushing effect on Boone s opponent, and 
he never tackled him afterwards. 

During his two and only sessions he introduced several reso 
lutions but it was never known, even to the Government of which 
he was a strong supporter, whether he seriously claimed merit 
for the measures or whether he was having a laugh at their 
expense. Two matters. I remember, which he paid particular 
attention to, and which occupied days in discussing, were, the 
introduction into Newfoundland of reindeer, and the codifica 
tion of criminal law. His greatest contribution, however, to 
Parliamentary work was his criticism of the various bills as they 
came before the House. Here he had great scope, as many of 
them dealt with subjects not always taken seriously by the com 
munity. I remember one of the questions was the percentage 
of alcohol in Bavarian Bet- r. Criticising a Bill defining what 
should be the percentage of alcohol, Boone said, The Supreme 
Court has decided that Bavarian beer is not an intoxicant : this 
Bill in substance sets forth that it is. Consequently there is a 
conflict. There is no doubt entertained by many as to the 
intoxicating properties of this beer." This doubt existing, he 
thought it would be advisable to appoint a committee to sit on 
the question out of session, the committee to be supplied with 
an unlimited quantity of Bavarian beer. This, in his opinion, 
would be the surest way of testing the matter. If the commitee 
reported, it would be significant; if it did not report, it would be 
almost conclusive evidence that the beer was intoxicating. 

And so I might go on recounting instances of his parliamen 
tary life, but they have to be confined to two short sessions. He 
was not destined for a long parliamentary career. His leaf 
perished in the green." Following on a severe cold, and alter 
a very short illness, he died of pneumonia at St. John s on 
i 



November iGth. 

His funeral was a remarkable manifestation of the good will 
and esteem in which he was held by the community. Yet has 
he found no unlovely or unattractive tomb. In the quiet, 
verdant little cemetery belonging to the Anglican Church at St. 
John s, which looks out over the lovely waters of the beautiful 
lakelet of Quidi Vidi. which in the summer time is smothered in 
flowers roses and other tender memories of living regret for 
vanished faces sleeps the youthful parliamentarian and bri - 
liant lawyer, whose part, now, alas, to use the beautiful words 
of an American poet, " In all the pimp that fills the circuit of 
the summer hills is that his grave is green." 

We who had kno.vn in life and had -fallowed him to his last 
testing place could not but feel that in his new-made grave were 
buried hopes and ambitions that, if realised, woukl alike have 
contributed to the joy of his friends and the benefit and advan 
tage of his country. 

A peculiarly sad incident of the interment was that over 
looking the burial ground, a few hundred feet away, were the 
Irowning granite walls of the Ptnitentiary, where still were 
incarcerated the Harbour Grace prisoners in whose defence 
only a few weeks befo:e our departed friend had lifted up his 
voice in eloquent pleas in their defence. Tney had asked and 
been given permission to look out from their cell win-lows on

the funeral cortege. With his strong, clear voice still rmgir 
in their ears, some of them, no doubt, echoed the sentiment of 
Joe, in " Bleak House " : " He was very good to me, he was. 

In small communities we are apt to be insular, 
place, with more congenial surroundings and a larger theatn 
Boone might have developed into a great statesman, a great 
writer or a great law\er wi h a national reputation ; but 
ambition did not reach beyond his own country, 
ing the claims of a large practice, f uriily, social and public 
he found time to contribute largely to the entertainment of the 
public in ths lecture hall, and by writings in the Press, 
years he edited a small paper called the Indicators which he 
showed up the peculiarities of well known characters in the 
community, the idiosyncrasies and shortcomings of public 
officials and public men, always fair game 

Pa To r make war on snobbishness and bigotry in all classes gave 
him the greatest pleasure. His criticisms were not severe or 



unkind, he never had a libel against him. The Indicator was a 
a local J ttiii/i in which the public were amused and no one was 
hurt, and all agreed as to the fairness and truth of the satire. 
He never spared his friends, or was severe on those who did 
not see eye to eye with him. He could damn with faint praise, 
and " without sneering himself, teach others to sneer." He saw 
round him daily the follies and artificiality of men, and none 
understood them better than he. With Byron he could say 

- Is are my theme, let satire be my song." 
His satire was like the "keen edge of a sharpened razor, 
wounding yet scarcely felt or seen." This weapon he did not 
use indiscriminately, nor did he run amuck with it, dealing 
blows to all he met, but only where deserved. He could not 
resist getting after those posing for the genuine article, and who 
were in reality only the imitation. He hated to see real merit 
not succeeding when those whose stock in trade was gall, self 
esteem, push and self advertisement, trading on the prejudices 
of the community, advancing by leaps and bounds up the social 
and political ladder merely from association with the organised 
follies of others. He himself had no push ; he wanted to live 
and succeed, but not at the expense of others. He had no use 




for titles or distinctions, especially those which measure in no 
way real merit or real value, but are due to political pull and 
the means to subscribe to the party fund. It offended him 
beyond measure to notice the interest taken by some in ritual 
and regalia, which he regarded, when carried to extremes, as a 
mild form of mania. 

in 1879 I was editing a small daily paper, the Morning 
Herald, to which Boone contributed many a humurous article, 
a few of which I have still in an old scrapbook. From this I 
take some lines he wrote on the retirement of Chief Justice 
Hoyles from the Bench in 1879, entitled "An Hysterical 
Dirge" It will be seen it is a clever imitaiion of Tennyson s 
" In Me-m &gt;riam " localised, was a tribute to his friend the 
Chief Jus-ice, and a hit at others. Hoyles had a great admira 
tion for Boone. and was an old friend of his father s, 
baptism had given him the name of Hoyles. 
House referred to in the poem, was where Hoyles lived, and 
the buying of the " harmless grouse " refers to the v 
habit of would-be sportsmen, hunting in the garb of the c 
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with dog and gun, who rarely wing a bird, but get their guide 
to shoot them, or purchase, as the case may be, and then di 
tribute them on their return to friends as the product o 
own gun.

A cursory perusal of these stanzas, though only an imitation, 
reveals literary genius of a high order, especially when with 
local knowledge we -know the adaptation of the lesson Boone 
meant to impart.

For years Mr. John Rochford was one of our most esteemed 
citizens, and in the early So s was editor of the Terra .

In those days there were no regular correspondents in Saint 
John s for the great English and American papers. Mr. A. M. 
McKay. Manager of the Anglo-Newfoundland Cable Company, 
was in the habit of apprising them of any matter of importance. 
In this case he wired Gordon Bennett, of the New York // 
who instructed him to procure some competent person to come 
on with the survivors to New York, and on the way write up the 
story of the tragedy. Mr. McKay selected Boone, and the 
latter, on arrival in New York, was ready to send in his manu 
script. When published it proved to be one of the most astound 
ing, and at the same time most interesting stories of Arctic 
exploration. It combined the sublime with the ridiculous, 
brought together the near and the distant, the past and the 
present, and dealt \vi;h every possible scientific aspect of the 
question, from the Polar current upon whose bosom the survi 
vors had been borne to safety to the possibility of open water 
at the Pole, with reference to the rinding of the remains of Sir 
John Franklin and other matters of great Historical interest. 

Boone immediately jumped to the front rank of scientific 
writers, having special knowledge of Polar problems, including 
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tides and ice floes, although he himself would be the last in the 
world to claim credit for any knowledge of the subject. He 
was invited by the Smithsonian Institute to read a paper before 
them on earthquakes and their tidal effects. Other scientific 
societies were falling over each other to capture him for similar 
distinctions. No one enjoyed the joke better than Boone and 
no one could have acted the part better. Taking a private 
secretary with him, a well known citizen of St. John s, they both 
played up to the part expected of them, and no Henry Irving 
ever staged a comedy better. There was no matter concerning 
Polar exploration that they did not profess to deal with, for the 
New York Press. 

It was only when Boone was back in St. John s with a hand 
some cheque, and his expenses paid, that the American Press 
realised teat they had been hoaxed by him on a monumental 
scale. Notwithstanding this, running through his narrative was 
a substratum of reliable data, which formed a most interesting 
story. 

I have often heard him tell, after a Law Moot Lecture, or 
while waiting for the Jury to come in, some of the practical 
jokes perpetrated by him during this trip, on the unsuspecting 
Yankee. 







SIR JAMES S. WINTER, K.C., K.C.M.G. 

In 1878 the Fisheries Commission, as it was called, sat at 

Halifax to ascertain the amount due this country under the 

Treaty of Washington. VYe secured an award of one million 

dollars out of the five awarded by the arbitrators to British 

North America. Our counsel before the Commission, who did 

splendid work for the Colony was Sir William Whiteway. Sir 

Louis Davies, now Chief Justice at Ottawa, was one of the 

Counsel for Canada, as was also the late J. F. Thomson. Mr. 

A. M. McKay was cabled to supply a biography and send a 

picture of our representative to Frank Leslie s illustrated New 

York Weekly, which in those day corresponded to the English 

Graphic. As in the case of the Polaris, he selected Boone, who 

wrote a most readable account of Sir William Whiteway s 

career at the Bar and in public life and the manner in which he 

had worked up the fisheries case. He sent the article direct to 

Frank Leslie s and enclosed with it a photograph of his partner, 

Judge Conroy. When the paper appeared in Newfoundland, 

and in places in Canada where Sir William was known, they 

saw to their amazement the picture of a man with an English 

barrister s wig on him, and no resemblance whatever to Sir 

William Whiteway, although his name appeared under it. 

When Sir William Whiteway became Premier, quite an 
interest was manifested in an up to-date Agricultural policy, 
better stock, clearing land, bounties, etc. At this time Hon. 
Edward Morris, brother-in-law of Archbishop Howley, was 



Acting Administrator of the Government. His assuming office 
suggested to Boone a practical joke. He accordingly went to 
Pitts s. where cattle were daily sold, and purchased a cow. At 
the time he had no farm, nor was he in any way indentified with 
agricultural pursuits. Shortly after he wrote an elaborate 
petition to the Administrator, setting forth that he had read with 
great interest in the Press, the growing desire to encourage 
agriculture, and particularly the efforts being made by the 
Prime Minister in this respect, and wishing to identify himself 
as closely as possible with this laudable policy; he himself had 
purchased a cow, but it was only after he had purchased it that 
he realised that it was necessary to have a field for the cow to 
graze in, in order to obtain the very best dairy results; that he 
had noticed the large field adjoining the Colonial Building 
(which has since been converted into Bannerman Park) was 
practically idle except for the cow of the Prime Minister, and 
that of the Chairman of the Board of Works. He thought His 
Excellency might see his way to grant him permission to put his 
cow in with the ministerial cows, which must prove of great 
benefit to his cow and to himself, and that, as in duty bound 
he would ever pray. Of course, this is a mere idea of what the 
petition really contained. It consisted of several closely and 
carefully written sheets of foolscap, and incorporated the whole 
history of agriculture in Newfoundland, from its discovery to 
the date of the memorial. 

The Administrator was a man of serious turn of mind, and 
unable to appreciate the full meaning of the petition, and taking 
it quite seriously replied to Boone, that he had no power what 
ever to giant him the favour sought. This was just the reply 
Boone desired. Next day Boone wrote the Administrator, 
thanking him for his courtesy in replying, regretted he had been 
unable to grant his request, feeling certain he would have done 
so had it been in his power, and pointing out that there was 
nothing left for him to do but to kill the cow, but that the 
Administrator would be consoled by the reflection that " it isn t 
ev^ery day that Morris kills a cow ! " 

It was a common thirg with lawyers to have an overdrawn 
account at the Brink, and on one occasion Mr. Goldie, manager 
of the Union Bank, drew Boone s attention to the fact that his 
account was overdrawn. Bione immediately wrote back a most 
apologeiic letter regretting the oversight, and enclosing a cheque 
on the Union Bank for the amount of the overdraft. The story 
goes further that the accountant put the cheque to the ciedit of 
Boone s account. 

( In his arrival back from the district of St. Barbe, Boone 
invited a number of friends to dinner; at the time he was in 
lodgings. The invitations were for eight o clock, and the guests 
included a number of his private friends and some public men. 
Among the former, and the only one now living, was Mr. 
George Shea. Among those present were Dr. Dearin, John T. 
Gillard and W. T. Stabb, author of " Florimel Jones." Boone 
received his guests and regaled them with stories and election 
experiences for about two hours. Meanwhile there was no sign 
of any dinner, nntil about ten o clock, when the maid laid the 
cloth and a plate and spoon corresponding to the number of 
guests. She then brought in a large plain pudding, and laid 
it in front of the host. Boone said grace, and proceeded to 
help the pudding, and the dinner ended. During the whole 
time he never turned a hair, and acted as if the proceedings 
were entirely in harmony with Society usages, and the desires 
of his guests. 

In those days we had no cinema, no clubs and no public 
entertainments, save when a stray theatrical company visited 
St. John s. The tediousness of the long winter evenings was 
largely beguilded by lectures, readings and entertainments, which 
for years were carried on under the auspices of the Athenaeum, 
the Catholic Institute, the Total Abstinence Literary Club and 
other associations. The Atheneeum course was the most regular, 
and for over half a century, through the persistent efforts of 
Rev. Dr. M. Harvey and others, was a feature in the educational 
and literary life of the country. Boone s name for years, with 
Judge Pinsent s and others occupied a prominent place in the 
Athenaeum syllabus of lectures. 

1 once heard Boone deliver a lecture before the Star of the 
Sea Society. He took for his subject " The Fisherman/ He 
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sent a notice to the Press as follows : 

V lecture by Mr. Boone, N.Q.C., at the Star of the Sea Hall 
on the Vigil of the Feast of Steamers, March gth, 1882. 

When sixty men both stout and jolly 
Went to the ice with big John Holly. 

Ancient Observation. 

A valedictory address on the subject of things not generally 
known, fortified by numerous references to recognised authorities 
from that recondite repertory, so to speak, of human hallucina 
tion, commonly called history, together with the subsequent 
investigations and ex post facto conceptions of autobiographers 
and Travellers." 

" Nf.Q.C." meant, " Not Queen s Counsel," and was intended 
as a hit at members of the Bar who had recently taken silk. 
The whole lecture from beginning to end was one huge joke, 
and even its serious portions, such as the antiquity of fishing, 
those who frst prosecuted the industry, the implements, methods, 
etc., used, it was difficult to tell whether the lecturer was taking 
you out for a walk or recording authentic history. For instance, 
he told them that one of the earliest records of " supplying for 
the fishery" was when Ulysses, on his way home from the Lab 
rador to Troy, where he had been for the summer fishing, was 
shipwrecked on the Island of the Cyclops, a race of giants, with 
one eye. That the name of the " planter " whose hospitality 
Ulysses enjoyed was Polyphemus, and how the latter amused 
himself with eating, one by one, the "shipped" men of Ulysses, 
until, feeling he would be personally served as the next dish, 
contrived with a hot poker to bore out the Cyclops eye. He 
drew the audience s attention to the fact that the Cyclops were 
a remarkably temperate race, and yet, strange to say, it was 
amongst these people the phrase originated - Wetting the other 
eye." The legend was invenied for the purpose of getting off 
the joke "wetting the other eye," a well known expression in 
Newfoundland for a "second diink." 

He devoted a considerable portion of his lecture to the Lap 
land fishermen: showing how at one time the race had been 
fierce and warlike, and that no-v there was not a drop of warrior 
blood in their veins : that the Russia i or Norwegian could strike, 
kick or kuff him without his returning blow, and yet, he said, fur 
all that, he would not say but that his courage on occasion would 
not rise to the pitch of attacking a nun in the newspaper. Re 
ferring to their backwardness, he said there was no recorded 
case where a Laplander enj &gt;\ ed the luxury of a member of the 
House of Assembly, a Justice of the Peace, a District Court, 
a Road Board, or even a spurt of shovelling snow. Among 
the drawbacks of Lapland life, he pointed out, there were no 
Temperance societies, the people had not yet adopted the Per 
missive Bill, and that the Russian Merchants sold strong, bad 
brandy, warranted to kill around a corner, that strong, bad 
brandy was the Laplander s ideal of Heaven and that he would 
not thank you for the genuine article, and that at all times he 
was prepared to "make away with the voyage," and give his 
whole season s catch for a supply of the invigorating beverage. 
He wound up his estimate of the character of the Laplander by 
saying that his case justified the maxim of one of the many un 
successful clients he had had, who complained in the bitterness 
of his soul : " Begor ! the law is very crooked, and the merchants 
have all," which latter saw has passed into a well known New 
foundland phrase. 

He then passed on to the Eskimo, and contrasted his lot with 

that of the Laplander, and said in part : " How different is the 

icy Eskimo s lot, limited to an occasional slice of reindeer, 

unacquainted with the luxury of pork and cabbage, no song 

of bird, no soft sensuous evening zephyr, no bugle note of 

ning Mercury, no pungent condiment of Evening Telegram, 

no lotus plant of afternoon Assembly Debate to solace his 

monotony, no morning police court to elevate his aspirations, 

no newspaper recriminations to purify his soul. Reared in his 

grand but wild seclusion, existing ! n a sleepy monologue, his 

heart may be susceptible of those potent and irresistible 

impressions that the direct and terrible voice of nature in all its 

awful personality can alone convey. There is little doubt but 

that the Eskimo s life is eminently calculated to promote 

reflection, the exercise of that healthy faculty of introspection, 



which we in the dizzy hail storm of our souls have no time to 

entertain." 

He dwelt at considerable length on the Palm-Dwellers of the 
Orinoco and told the most wonderful and astounding stones 
of this extraordinary people. At this part of the lecture it is 
safe to say he rivalled the wildest flights of Baron Munchausen. 
He said " In the matter of the social world the Palm-Dweller 
is a Parnellite he pays no rent, acknowledges no feudal lord 
in his kingdom by the sea. There is no Land League, 
principally because there is no land. He, too. is far back in 
the march of civilization, without railways, skating or curling 
rinks, Government situations, newspapers and public-houses. 
In short, he is a stranger to all those ennobling agencies which 
enlighten and elevate our moral being." 

He then went on and contrasted the climate of Newfound 
land with that of Lapland and Norway, and concluded the 
lecture with a story illustrating the severity of the Norwegian 
winter. He said, " The climate of Noway is more rigorous than 
that of Newfoundland or Lipland. An idea of Norwegian frost 
may be gathered from the following story. A clergyman paid 
one of his periodical visits to a remote district in Norway, 
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where he preached. The sermon was not heard by a single 
member of the congregation. The circumstance created con 
siderable comment. In the Spring, he returned, and officiated 
in the same church. When about to begin his sermon a 
peculiar sound was noticed to issue from the pulpit, and the 
astonished cleric heard the identical sermon, word for word, 
that he had delivered the autumn before. The words had 
frozen as they left his lips, and dropped into a box, had remained 
frozen all the winter, and were just commencing to thaw out 
when he began the service on the occasion referred to." 

It will be gathered from the foregoing references how difficult 
it was for his audience to distinguish between fact and fiction, 
or seriously sympathise with him where he lingered as he went 
along, for the purpose of moralising. 

Boone was happily married to the daughter of the late Lewis 
Emerson, by whom he had five children two boys, who pre 
deceased him, and three girls, all of whom are living and 
married. 

There were times when Boone s aspect and manner resembled 
that of the Sphinx, and on other occasions he acted and played 
the part of the seer. His intellectual equipment and appearance 
were in harmony with such a role, and the metaphysical side of 
his mind constantly drew him to soar into the realms of the 
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occult, when it was difficult to say whether the rhapsodies he 
experienced were the mere flights of imagination of an Edgar 
Allen Poe, or the visions of a seer who talks with the Sybil and 
reads what the future has to say. He loved the abstruse and 
was ever ready to argue on the infinite marvels and mysteries of 
the universe, space and eternity, the place of man in Nature, 
and concerning how it might have been. He did not setup as 
possessing the gift of prophecy nor am I sure that the modern 
school of physics, then in its infancy, attracted him greatly, but 
I do aver that some of his actions were bordering on the super 
natural or the realms of prophecy. 

For nearly forty years I was very closely connected with the 
late Judge Emerson, brother of Boone s wife. Indeed, for some 
years before the Judge s death we were close and intimate 
friends and saw a great deal of each other. Naturally, we often 
talked of Boone. The Judge, of course, knew him well and 
intimately, almost from boyhood, and was peculiarly competent 
to correctly diagnose his character. I remember on one occa 
sion we were discussing Boone s mystical side when the Judge 
produced from his library shelves a presentation volume, on the 
fly leaf of which I read the following inscription in Boone s un 
usual handwriting; "To William Emerson, as a birthday gift, 
from his sister s first husband. Those who are born to be 
drowned &lt;vill never be hanged J. H. Boone." Within a couple 
of years of the writing William Emerson was drowned in the 
Humber River, whilst out on a geological surveying party, and 
his sister, Mrs. Bione, married her second husband some years 
after the death of her first. Both events forelold had come to 
pass. Here the gift of second sight, or prophecy, call it what 
you will, was exemplified to the letter in a most startling way. 
Other instances I could adduce, but they involve third parties, 
and in some cases I have not the proofs by me, and they are 
mere hearsay. Others can only be accounted for as mere coin 
cidences, though unusual and startling. Boone looked the seer, 
and at times justified being regarded as such, not from the same 
cause as that assigned by the poet, who tells us that 

" Tis the sunset of life gives a mystical lore, 
And coming event? cast their shadows before," 

as in Boone s case, when he died, he had hardly passed the 
meridian of life. 

A characteristic of Boone was that, notwithstanding that he 
had the keenest sense of humour, he never laughed and only 
rarely smiled. This may be characteristic of humourists, and 
the delights of humour may have as little effect on them as the 
secrets of the laboratory have for the disciples of Parr. I have 
said that he never laughed, and rarely smiled. He was a 
stranger to that meaningless perpetual guffaw which is such a 
nuisance, and wrrch seems inseperable from our daily life 
" The loud laugh that speaks the vacant mind." Still it might 
be unwise to discourage giggling and senseless laughter, 
remembering that the cackling of geese saved Rome. 

Boone s general demeanour was more than mannerism. His 
normal appearance and aspect was grave and austere, but 
beneath this external shell was the love of a schoolboy for a 
prank or a joke. His dress was at all times in harmony with 
his manner and facial appearance. He had a well shaped head, 
impressive, comely, striking, regular features ; beautiful eyes, a 
not over-receding forehead, aquiline nose, and strong pleasant 
attractive mouth, with beautiful teeth. He was not bald and 
had fine light brown hair. In repose, altogether, his face was 
pleasant. He dressed in dark material Prince Albert coat, 
low cut vest, displaying a faultlessly white shirt with ebony 
studs, an ordinary white standing collar, no necktie. He never 
deviated from one type of headdress, a quarter flat-top felt hat. 
He never hurried, but rather strolled along most leisurely. 
In many respects he was remarkable in his tastes and habits, 
in some ways almost amounting to eccentricities, but beneath 
all this there was a method in his mannerisms whice was per 
manent, and not adopted merely for the passing moment. I 
have never seen him in the slightest degree excited. Nothing, 
apparently, could ruffle the even tenor of his way. Victory 
and defeat, as far as external appearances showed, affected him 
alike. His stoicism was extraordinary, and national, provincial 
and public matters that excited others to a degree passed him 
by as the evening wind. He was a good entertainer, a good 



raconteur, and was sought after for his powers of entertainment 
but even his closest friends could never tell when he was 
genuine, or when he was penetrating the unfathomed depths of 
their souls for his own amusement, or for newspaper copy. 

Such is an attempt to depict briefly, lovingly, but from 
memories of long ago, the short life and place in Newfoundland 
history of an attractive character who was too early and to his 
country s loss was removed from us. A few years more and he 
might have 

" Clutched the golden keys 

To mould a mighty state s decrees 

And shape the whisper of the throne ; 
And moving up from high to higher 

Becomes on Fortune s crowning slope 
The pillar of a people s hope 
The centre of a world s desire." 

There is no doubt to the generation that knew and worked with 
him he will continue to be an attractive personality, possessing 
high attainments which adorned every office he held. His 
unique character, buoyancy of spirit, fine abilities, simplicity of 
manner, rich and racy humour, ready repartee, flashing wit, 
hatred of uppishness, love for the under-dog and high sense of 
iustice made him one of the most attractive and popular person 
alities of his day. To these qualities and to no other did he 
owe the position he attained in his profession, in public life, and 
in the hearts of his countrymen. When he began practise he 
had not a relative or friend on whose influence he could rely to 
bring him a case in the Police Court, and from his own sheer 
merit and grit he became one of the leaders of the Bar before he 
had attained middle age. As I have said, he was always ready 
for a joke, a prank or a jollification, but when the occasion re 
quired it he easily assumed an air of impressive solemnity, con 
cealing effectively his mercurial temperament beneath a truly 
judicial bearing. Beneath that contradictory exterior where con 
tinually the grave yielded to the mirthful there was a heart as 
tender, as kindly and as loyal as ever man had. 

Someone \vho knew him better, who was nearer to him and 
had larger opportunities of studing his varied accomplishments 
may make fuller search amongst available material for the wider 
study of an interesting personage. As for me, it affords con 
siderable pleasure to render this niggardly trtbute-of long de 
ferred justice.

It was a strange bewitching sight !

iHRISTMAS ! What memories the mere mention 
of this word awakens in the most phlegmatic of us ! 
How reminiscent it is of the great festival we all 
delight to celebrate ! As we sit before the blazing 
Yule-log on the eve of the Advent, and run our 
mind s eye over the past, in fancy we become child 
ren once again. Yes, at such times and under such circumstances, 
the pendulum of our imagination swings back to by-gone days, 
and " for a moment we seem to be there !" 

Naturally, the thoughts of most people, at this juncture are 
pleasant. Some of us actually try to believe that even Santa 
Glaus is a real personage. And why not ? As in the case of 
all first-rale fiction, the bed-rock of the Christmas fable is a gen 
eral truth. To all of us the valuable things of life the sun-light, 
the air, the earth itself, and all the promptings to good handed 
down by aeons of ancestors have a source that we cannot 
know. And the happiness they bring is out of all human 
desert ! It is a sad day in the life of any one when such a one 
ceases to believe in the great giver of gifts however one may 
have pictured him, or whether he is called Santa Claus or any 
thing else ! Any way, we are happy to-night, and let that suffice, 
As the bells ring out their merry chimes we spontaneously wish 
our friends the compliments of the season ; and while we clasp 
each other s hands, we hear the newsboys on the street outside 
shouting, " Christmas Number !" reminding us of our "golden

age " of holiday productions, when the " profession " here could 
boast of such excellent writers as the Revs Ors. Harvey, 
Howley and Ryan, Canon Smith, Mr. James Murray, Sir 
Shea, Judge Pinsent, Mrs. Whiteley, Miss Carbery, and a 
galaxy of others who have left their abiding impress on the 
literature of our island home. 

Then we call in our wandering thoughts, " get back to the 
present " so to speak, and resume our arrangements for the 
" day of days," as Tennyson designates it. These, of course, 
included the instalment and decoration of the Christmas tree, 
and the room in which it is placed, with holly and mistletoe, 
preparatory to the arrival of our old and unfailing benefactor, 
Santa Claus always so eagerly looked for by the youthful 
members of the community, and sometimes by the children of 
a larger growth. 

Speaking of holly and its uses at Christmastide reminds me 
that those ingenious people who delight to tell us how many 
times Mr. Rockfeller s millions, laid end to end in Treasury 
notes, would reach across the Atlantic, might find a congenial 
exercise in calculating how many acres of holly and other 
bushes are required to decorate our houses for Christmas. It 
would no doubt be a considerable number, for we. English- 
speaking people, with a wholesome conservation, keep up the 
beautiful old custom of brightening up our houses with shining 
greenerv in honor of the Christmas festival ; and now, that the 
Great War is over, the decorations will be more plentiful 
than ever. 

In olden times this custom was not limited to Christmas, for 
we read in Herrick s " Ceremonies for Candlemasse Eve " how 
at that time, twelve days after Christmas, box. was to take the 
place of holly, " rosemary and bayes, ivie and mistletoe," until 
Easter. 1 hen yew supplanted box ; next came birch, "and 
many flowers beside, to honor Whitsontide ;" and later yet, 
" greenrushes and okan boughs to re-adorn the house. But 
the holly was always first in the hearts of our ancestors in the 
Old Land, as it is in our hearts here to-day. 

In England the tree is a common one, and its glossy leaves 
and gleaming berries shine out from every copse and every 
roadside hedge, as plentifully as the wild roses or the blueberry 
bushes appear in the suburbs of St. John s. But we have 
Christmas in fiction, as well as in fact. From Dickens 
downward there are comparatively few eminent writers of fiction 
who have not sooner or later yielded to the popular demand for 
Christmas stories ; but, in most cases, they are too curtailed, 
too shut in, too much confined to a single tree, a single family 
Yule-log. 

Needless to add, they are the absolute antithesis to the great 
est of all Christmas tales in the English language. "Dickens 
Christmas Carol," deservedly greatest because of its extraor 
dinary, all-embracing quality, including no one person, no one 
family nor one class, but all families, all classes, all Christmases, 
past, present and future, in its vast bond of universal charily 
and brotherhood. But when we come to fiction other than the 
Christinas tale, the mention of this favorite season of merry 
making seems to be extremely rare. 

It is interesting to notice that, of the few instances that do 
come to mind without special research, every one is based upon 
the principle above laid down, the universal hilarity of the day. 
being used to emphasize the tragedy in some one or two hearts. 
That sort of contrast, says somebody, is always good art: 
Xero fiddling while Rome burns, all Brussels dancing on the 
eve of Waterloo, Harlequin at his maddest and merriest while 
Columbine lies dead. 

Let me here make a new suggestion with respect to a certain 
important feature of the Christmas festival. How would it be 
if a few chosen spirits, like Mayor Gosling, Deputy Morris, 
Councillor Mullaly, &c., conceived the idea of having here in 
St. John s city a public Christmas tree ? It could be placed in 
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one of the largest public squares where the bustling, money 
grubbing life is most active.

To my nvnd a more beautiful way of celebrating 
Christmas cannot be thought of. Such an event can be planned 
and arranged in twenty-four hours time. A dnzen persons with 
a piano or a small portable organ could form a centre which 
would soon attract a crowd in any public place. 

The words of the songs should be printed on leaflets for free 
distribution. There should be no speaking or addresses. This

would avoid the danger of " Brother Long Tongue " gelling up 
and occupying the whole evening. A programme could be 
arranged so as to include selections from the old favorites. 
Never has the e been a greater need for some outlet for our 
pent-up feelings than exists in these times of unrest and 
discontent. 

But will the people generally be in a better position to com 
memorate the Naiivi y this year than they were in pre-war d^ys? 
I question it very much. With the present high cost of living 
and the prevailing disposition on the p.irt of tne trade to " get 
rich quickly " by profiteering and other illegitimate means, the 
approaching Christ nas Eve is not likely to be a very great 
improvement, if any improvement at all, on that of 1918. And 
to-night as I sit here writing this article I am reminded of 
Dickens "Christmas Books" in which he describes the 
experience of some charitably disposed people with the 
parsimonious Mr. Scrooge :

Seeing clearly that it would be useless to pursue their point, 
the getlemen withdrew. Scrooge resumed his labors with an 
improved opinion of himself, and in a more facetious temper 
than was usual with him. 

Meanwhile the fog and darkness thickened so that people 
ran about with fliring lights, proffering their services to go 
before horses in carriages and conduct them on their way. The 
ancient tower of a church whose gruff old bell was always peep 
ing sl)ly down at Scrooge out of a Gothic window in the wall, 
became invisible, and struck the hours and quarters in the 
clouds, with tremulous vibrations afterward, as if its teeth were 
jhattering in its frozen head up there. The cold became 
intense. In the main street at the corner of the court house, 
some laborers were repairing the water-pipes, and had lighted 
a great fire in a brazier, round which a party of ragged men and 
boys were gathered ; warming their hands and winking their 
eyes before the blaze in rapture. 
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The water-plug being left in solitude, its over-flowing suddenly 
congealed, and turned to misanthropic ice. The lightness of 
the shops where holly sprigs and berries crackled in the lamp 
heat of the windows, made pale faces ruddy as they passed 
and poulterers and grocers trades became a splendid joke; a 
glorious pageant with which it was next to impossible to believe 
that such dull principles as bargain and sale had anything to do. 
The Lord Mayor, in the stronghold of the mighty Mansion 
House, gave orders to his fifty cooks and butlers to keep 
Christmas as a Lord Mayor s household should; and even the 
little tailors, whom he had fined five shillings on the previous 
Monday for being drunk and blood-thirsty in the streets,,. stirred 
up to-morrow s pudding in his garret, while his lean wife and 
the baby sallied out to buy the beef. 

Foggier yet, and colder! Piercing, searching, biting cold. If 
the good St. Dunstan had but nipped the Evil Spirit s nose 
with a touch of such weather as that, instead of using his 
familiar weapons, then indeed he would have roared to lusty 
purpose. The owner of one scant young nose, gnawed and 
mumbled by the hungry cold as bones are gnawed by d igs, 



stooped down at Scrooge s keyhole to regale him with 
Christmas Carol ; but at the first sound of 
God bless you, merry gentlemen, 

nothing you dismay ! 

Scrooge seized the ruler with such energy of action, that 
the singer fled in terror, leaving the keyhole to the fog, and 
even more congenial frost. At length the hour of shutting up 
the counting-house arrived. With an ill-will : dismount 

ed from his stool, and tacitly admitted the fact to the expectant 
clerk in the Tank, who instantly snuffed his candle out, and put 
on his hat. 

" Vou ll want all day to-morrow, I suppose? 

" If quite convenient, sir." 

" It s no* convenient," said Sc ; and it s not fair. If I 
was to stoiJ half a cro.vn for it, you d think yourself ill-used, I ll 
be bound ? " 

The clerk smiled faintly. 

"And yet, said Scrooge, "You d /n t think me ill-used, 
when i pay a clay s wages fur no work." 

The clerk observed that it wis only once a year. 

" A poor excuse for pi kin.; a nun s p &gt;cket every twenty-fifth 
of December!" said Scrooge, buttoning his greatcoat to his 
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chin. " Bjt I suppose you must have the whole day. Be here 
all the earlier next morning. 

The clerk promised that he would ; and Scrooge walked out 
with a grovvl The oflrLe was closed in a t vinkling. and the 
clerk, with the long ends of his white comforter dangling below 
his waist (for he boasted no overcoat), went down a slide on 
Cornhill, at the head of a lane of boys, twenty times, in honor of 
its being Christmas eve, and then ran home to Camden Town 
as hard as he could pelt, to play at blind men s buff. 

Does the reader here ask, "What about Thackeray s Christ 
mas books ?" I answer, they are such in name only, and the 
name stands merely by accepted convention. But he did intro 
duce Christmas into his novels at least once, in " The 
Newcomes," and here he. too, invoked the force of contrast. 
One recalls the chapter, " Christmas at Rosebury." in which 
Ethel Ncwcome, very sore at heart, and much out of key with 
the spirit of the day, finds comfort in the kindliness of her good 
French friends and pours out all her pent-up sorrow over the 
tragic position of the dear old Colonel and her cousin Clive. 
And then, the very next morning comes the Shortest and 
Happiest Chapter in this whole History," in which Ethel 
announces the finding of the old grandmother s missing letter to 
her lawyer, ordering a codicil to her will in favor of Clive. Vet 
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what we are apt io remember longest is not the unforseen happy 
outcome, but the sadness and resignation of the preceding 
night, Christmas Eve. 

Almost the same comment may be made in George Eliot s 
use of Christmas in " Silas Warner," when Dolly Winthrop, on 
her way to Church with her little son Aaron, does her best to 
persuade Silas to break his custom and come too. But of 
course Silas refuses ; and in consequence, " spends his Christinas 
Day in loneliness, eating his meal in silence and sadness nf 
heart, th &gt;iuh the meat has come to him as &lt;i neighborly present." 
And nothing else could have mule us feel so vividly how far 
apart the old recluse was from all good will toward men than 
this voluntary isolation when all the rest of the world was merry 
making. 

But I must hasten on and, with a few more seasonable obser- 
vations, bring this ani le to a i end. Let me say, before doing 
so, hoivever, that the phrase, " Peace on earth good will toward 
men," win h wv hear so often ,11 Christm istide, is the one that 
most iv, i ii \ comes to our lip;, the sentiment which takes 
premier position in our m inK. at this p micular time of the 
year. All of us kno.v the source of inspira ion, but the reason 
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tint good intentions exist ; that, notwithstanding the stern 
necessity of industry, these movements are economically sound. 
Where such movements succeed the handshake is sincere, the 
understanding is real and sublime. There is the mental peace 
of mu ! uil trustfulness; there is that feeling which illustrates the 
highest and finest meaning of " Goodwill toward men !" 

Let me close with a quotation from the Quaker Poet, whose 
" Snow-Bound " should be read aloud at every Christmas fire 
side. Wnittier ever seeks to interpret outward things in the 
light of their inward glow : 

" In vain shall waves of incense drift 

The vaulted nave around. 
In vain the minster turret lift 

Its brazen weights of sound. 

The heart must ring the Christinas Hells, 

Thy inward altars raise; 
In faith and hope Thy cantii le.-, 

And its obedience p aise."

is yet unexplained why we cannot feel these sen iments every 
day why the Christmas spirit should not last the whole year 
through. Be that as it may. there certainly is something beau 
tiful about the spirit that can manifest itself each year at 
Christmas; there is something which makes the most hardened 
pessimist compel himself to admit that human nature is not 
wholly bad. 

Then, again, "goodwill towards men " might most appropri 
ately be adopted as the watchword or the slogan of all our good 
(beginning with the Mayor and Brother Anderson) who are so 
heroically trying to solve the housing problem and encourage 
the "Children s Welfare Movement." There are so many 
departments of these grand endeavors for betterment, and so 
many people interested in one or two departments to the 
exclusion of others, that possibly they have not realized the fact 
that welfare is an everyday expression of goodwill towards 
men. 

Obviously, it was this spirit which started all welfare 
operations and continues them, growing and developing and 
daily rinding new ways of showing the disposition of one class 
of the community toward all other classes. It would indeed be 
difficult to find a more practical and concrete method of pur 
suing the great ideal of good-will to men, than those welfare 
movements which demonstrate so clearly to everybody concerned

Most Russian 
writers are trying to copy them in order to gain greater expres 
siveness. This article was written in October, 1915. The poli 
tical suggestions refer to the Tzar s Government. ED.] 

1812 Moscow made a funeral pyre for herself 
and burned for Russia s sake. 

A hundred years have passed. And the red 
glare of Mosco s fire has paled. 

The Mosco of those days ! A wooden city. 
The burning of it was appalling.

And have fled.

We can make penal servitude into hell, and life into penal 
servitude. 

All thanks to our inability to take measures in time. 

Our tendency is to delay to delay fatally always and in 
everything. 

It had been decided in the face of the astonishing invasion 
of the enemy to leave for him a desert. 

That was the business of the war-chiefs. 

Our business, the business of the rear, was to organize the 
recep:ion of these millions of people who have been deprived of 
everything in order that the enemy may be beaten.

These were his proud moments. Others were when we had 
" Guests " to Dinner and he was enabled to display his peculiar 
feat bringing in seven plates at one time, all splendidly 
balanced. Besides, on these occasions, he provided a "savoury" 
after the pudding generally, sardines on toast, and even if 
there were four of these miniature fish on a very large, thick 
slice of bread, no one made a remark. It was Delaney s piece 
de resistance ! 



I have said he was faithful and attentive ; I have good 
reason to know his fidelity. 

During a period in the line, our Company was in supports. 
One afternoon a message came from Headquarters that we were 
selected to do a bombing "stunt" that night, and I was the 
Officer detailed for the job. I had two hours to prepare, and 
these were occupied in getting a meal, and having all papers, 
articles of identification, etc., removed from the uniform I was 
wearing. While these arrangements were in progress, Delaney 
hung around silent and watchful. It was apparent to him 
that some special mission was afoot. I finally told him that we 
had a little job in hand, and that I didn t expect to get back 
very early, certainly not before eleven. " And, J.L., these 
letters and papers, you ll see that they go in my kit, in case !" 
" Don t, sir," he appealed, and his eyes glistened, " you must 
come back." 

Having seen to our bombs, and examined the ammunition, I 
gave the older to march, and as we moved off slowly through 



we used as Company H.Q. It was Delaney ! " There ll be a 
hot supper, sir," he said, " when you come back and a 
savoury." 



Well, we didn t get back at eleven o clock. The Bosche 
counter-attacked, and our services were requisitioned. It was 
nearly " stand-to" at daybreak when we made the support lines.

but the Corporal of the gas guard had a message. " Delaney, 
sir, he s in there," indicating an improvised " dug-out." 
"He s been wandering around ever since eleven o clock last 
night. Four times he s been out around the top, and all the 
time watching and listening. The last time he was up, Fritz 
was sending over some heavy stuff and Delaney copped it in 
the chest. He s done in, I m afraid, sir." 

I followed the N.C.O. to the dug-out, and looked inside. By 
the faint yellow glow of a lighted candle-stump I saw Delaney 
lying out on two great-coats, a red cross man kneeling beside 
him. It was obvious that he was injured badly. I coughed ; 
my throat felt choked, and there was something wanted keeping 
down. I coughed again. Delaney looked up, and his eyes 
glistened. "You re back, sir, and the Dinner is all cold." 
There was silence i marked silence through which we heard 
the swish of the water below the duck-boards outside, and the 
occasional shell coming over. " And we had a nice hot savoury 
too." A few minutes later, he passed away into the Valley of 
Shadows. It was just like Delaney quiet and attentive to 
the end. 



We sometimes have the old bunch from the other Company 
Messes into Dinner, and occasionally a savoury is provided. 
When " sardines on toast " forms the course I eat in Silence, 
and I believe the other Officers understand the reason.

iICIIARD ANDERSON SQUIRES, Li B, K.C., 
the new Prime Minister, is a Dalhoiisie Law 
graduate of the year 1902. He entered the Law 
School in , , ,,ok the full three years Co 
and had a most successfif The regular 

work of the law school was not up to his working capacity, so 
during his second year at law he took in addition a year s work 
at a commercial school, and during his third year at law he took 
a mi nber of subjects in the senior year of the Arts faculty. 

He received his early education at the Church of England 
Grammar School at Harbor Grace, then taught by Mr. James 
Muiiii, now Editor of the Harl ,/, and later at 

the Presbyterian School at Harbor Grace. He had a brilliant

scolastic career and in his classes was always a prize man. In 
1893 he was the Newfoundland Jubilee Scholar and also the 
Scholarship man of the Associate in Arts class. He was then a 
student at the Methodist College, St. John s. The year 1893-9 
he spent at Science under Professor Holloway and during the 
abscence in England of Mr. Holloway in the summer of 1899 
took charge of Mr. Holloway s work as Government Analyst. 
At school his strong subjects were Mathematics and Science, 
and his early inclination was to follow along the lines of scien 
tific research work. With that in view, Professor Holloway 
recommended him as Science Master under Mr. Holloway at 
the Methodist College, but the salary offered was too small and 
Mr. Squires declined the appointment. He was then articled 
as a law clerk to the late Donald M. Browning, K.C., who was 
in partnership with Mr. C.O Neil Conroy, and on Mr. Browning 
being appointed Registrar of the Supreme Court his Articles 



were transferred to Sir Edward Morris. In 1902 he was 
admitted to the practice of law and entered into partnership 
with Sir Edward Morris. Sir Edward (now Lord) Morris, 
who was Premier in 1909, gave up active law practice and the 
partnership was dissolved. Mr. Squires practised alone during 
the years 1910, 1911, and 1912, and in 1913 entered into 
partnership with Mr. J. A. Winter, eldest son of the late Sir 
James Winter, K.C. 

Mr. Squires was a Liberal and entered politics in 1908 under 
the leadership of Sir Edward Morris who had formed a Liberal- 
Conservative Party as a candidate for the District of. Trinity 
and was defeated by a margin of a few votes. That was the 
occasion of the famous tie election. In the election of 1909 
he was elected by a large majority. In 1913 he was defeated 
at the polls and entered the Legislative Council with an Execu 
tive seat and the Portfolio of Justice. 

On Sir Edward Morris s oranization of a national Government 
in 1917 Mr. Squires became Colonial Secretary of the National 
Administration. In December, 1917, Sir Edward Morris was 
made a member of the House of Lords and retired from New 
foundland politics. Mr. Squires declined the office of Colonial 
Secretary of the new administration and as party ties had been 
obliterated by the National Government amalgamation, undertook 
the re-organization of the Liberal Party. In August, 1919, the 
Rt. Hon. Sir Robert Bond, the famous Liberia! chieftain, who 
had retired from public life in 1914, declined to undertake poli 
tical organization for the contest of the autumn election. Mr. 
Squires was called upon to undertake the reorganization of the 
old Liberal party to oppose the amalgamated National Govern 
ment led by Sir Michael Cashin, Sir John Crosbie and the Hon. 
A. B. Morine. Mr. Squires undertook the organization ; he 
brought with him a strong personal following. He fought a 
whirlwind campaign which for oranization and speed of move 
ment was marvellous. The result of the polls gave him twenty- 
four seats against twelve for the Government. The votes 
through-out the country in the seats which he won being an 
average of two to one in his favour, in some cases three to one 
in his favour. Mr Squires is a young man, not yet forty years 
of age and in combination with the Hon. W. F. Coaker, the idol 
of the Northern fishermen, is invincible.

On recommendation of the Acting Minister of Shipping, and 
under the provisions of the War Measures Act 1914, and Act 
in Amendment thereof : His Excellency the Governor in Council 
has been pleased to approve the following Regulations respe. 
ing the Sale of Household (soft) Coal. 

R. A. SQUIRES, 

Colonial Secretary. 
Dept. of the Colonial Secretary, 
ist December, 1919. 

1. Because of the present serious condition in the Coal pro 
ducing centres and limited stocks held here, it is hereby ordered 
that no Coal Vendor in the City of St. John s shall sell or de 
liver to any person more than One-half Ton (1120 Ibs.) of solf 
coal per fortnight untill further notice, without a written order 
from the Department of Shipping. 

2. Such order may, in the discretion of the Department of 
Shipping, be given to any person who, being a householder, 
shall satisfy the Department that the allowances herein provided 
is insufficient for his needs, or to any owner of a factory or in 
dustrial plant who shall satisfy it that the said allowance is insuffi 
cient to carry on his ordinary trade or business. Any such order 
may be revoked, cancelled or varied from time to time as the 
Department of Shipping may determine. 

3. Any person receiving a supply of coal under these Regula 
tions shall not transfer it or any part thereof to any other person. 

4. Any person obtaining or attempting to obtain a larger sup 
ply of coal than he is entitled to under these Regulations shall 
be guilty of a breach of the same. 

5. Every coal vendor shall furnish on Monday morning of 
each week, to the Department of Shipping, a full list duly certi 



fied by him in writing of the names and adresses of all persons 
to whom he has sold or delivered coal during the previous week, 
and the quamity sold or delivered. 

6 Every carter of coal shall be supplied by the vendor with 
a delivery note for each lot of coal stating the name and address 
of the person to who.n the coal is to be delivered, 
shall deliver coal to any person other than the person named on 
his delivery note. 

7. No person having a supply of coal on hand or in stock 
shall be entitled to, or shall purchase, or obtain, a further 
supply until his stock is less than one quarter of a ton. 

8. The penalty for a breach of any of these Regulations shall 
not exceed $500.00 with or without imprisonment not exceed 
ing three months, and may be imposed and recovered upon 
summary conviction before a Stipendiary Magistrate or a Justice 
of the Peace in the name of the Minister of Shipping. 

9. The Minister of Shipping may, from time to time, suspend 
the operation of these Regulations or any of them, and for such 
periods as he may think fit by notice in two daily papers, and 
may, from time to time, revive and bring the sime again into 
force by notice in the manner hereinbefore set out. 

10. During the suspension of any Regulation as provided in 
Section 9. the Department of Shipping may permit any coal 
Dealer to sell or deliver, or any person to receive a quantity of 
soft coal not exceeding ten tons, and if such person shall satisfy 
the Department of Shipping that ten tons is insufficient for his 
needs the Department miy, by written order to that effect, 
allow persons to receive a larger quantity. 

11. The provisions of Chapter i, of Consolidated S;atutes, 
Second Series, relating to the construction of Statutes shall so 
far as the same are applicable, apply to these Regulations.

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PROCLAMATION 



By His Excellency SIR CHARLES ALEXANDER 
HARRIS, Knight Commander of the Most 
C. ALEX. HARRIS, Distinguished Order of St. Michael and St. 
Governor, George, Companion of the Most Honourable 
[L. S.] Older of the Bath, Commander of the Rnyal 

I ictonan Order, Governor ami Commander- 
in-Chief in and over the Colony of New 
foundland. 

WHEREAS it is provided by sub-section i, of Section i, of 
an Act passed in the Eighth and Ninth Years of His 
Present Majesty, emitted " Imports and Exports (Restriction) 
Act. 1918." that the Governor-in-Council may, by Proclamation, 
prohibit the importation or exportation of goods of any class, 
description or origin specified in such Proclamation, either gen 
erally or to or from any country or place named in such Procla 
mation, or subject to such exceptions as may be specified in such 
Proclamation : 

AND WHEREAS I deem it desirable in the interests of the 
trade of the Colony to prohibit the exportation of Codfish from 
any port in this Colony, except under conditions hereinafter 
specified, I do, therefore, by this my Proclamation, by and with 
the advice and consent of my Council, from and after the date 
hereof, prohibit the exportation of Codfish, except upon the fol 
lowing conditions, namely : 

(i). That a License to export Codfish shall have been obtain 
ed from the Minister of Marine and Fisheries. 

(2) That no Codfish shall be exported without a permit there 
for having been obtained from the Minister of Marine and Fish 
eries, and filed with the proper Customs Officer. 

(3) That the sale and price of the Codfish exported under 
such License shall have been confirmed by the Minister of 
Marine and Fisheries. 

(4) That an Affidavit shall be made by the holder of such 
License, or his duly qualified agent, describing the quality of 
such Codfish to be exported, and such Affidavit shall be filed 
with the Minister of Marine and Fisheries. 

(5) That such License shall be subject to forfeiture if the 
terms of this Proclamation are not complied with, or if the con 
tents of the Affidavit herein provided for prove to be false or 
incorrect.

Under the War Measures Act, 1914-1916, His 
Excellency the Governor in Council has been pleased 
to order that anyone who is a subject or citizen of a 
state with which His Majesty was at war at any 
time during the year 1918, shall not be permitted to 
enter this Colony unless he has a permit signed by 
the Colonial Secretary. 

Any such subject or citizen entering or attempt 
ing to enter this Colony without such permit shall 
be guilty of an offence, and liable, upon summary 
conviction before any Stipendiary Magistrate, or any 
Justrce of the Peace, to a penalty not exceeding 
One Thousand Dollars, or in default one year s im 
prisonment ; or he may be detained in any gaol in 
the Colony until he can be deported at the expense 
of the owner or captain of the vessel or steamer on 
which he arrived in the Colony. 

This order shall be enforced by the Assistant Col 
lector of Customs and the other Collectors at the 
different ports of entry in the Colony, and for the 
purpose of enforcing it the Assistant Collector or 
any other Collector may call on any member of the 
Constabulary or any Customs Officer.

(a) on a signal being made to her by one of His 
Majesty s ships (including any vessel under the 
command of an officer of His Majesty s navy 
on full pay), and 

( b) on entering or leaving any foreign port, and 

(c) if of fifty tons gross tonnage or upwards, on 
entering or leaving any British Port. 

( 2) If default is made on board any such ship in 
complying with this section, the master of the ship 
shall for each offence be liable to a fine not exceed 
ing one hundred pounds. 

At this time of war it is necessary for every Brit 
ish Ship to hoist the colours and heave to if signal 
led by a British Warship ; if a vessel hoists no 
colours and runs away, it is liable to be fired upon.

1. It shall be lawful for the duly qualified electors, resident within an 
area or district %vithin this Colony, to present to the Governor in Coun 
cil a petition or requisition in the form prescribed in the Schedule to this 
Act, or as near thereto as may be, setting forth the limits or boundaries 
within which such area or district is comprised, and the names of the 
towns, harbours or settlements included therein, and praying for a Procla 
mation prohibiting the keeping of dogs within such area or district. 

2. Such petition or requisition shall be sent to the nearest resident 
Stipendiary Magistrate, and shall be by him (after examination and certi 
ficate as hereinafter provided) furnished to the Governor in Council. 

3. If, upon due scrutiny of such petition or requisition, the Stipendiary 
Magistrate shall find that the same contains the bona fide signatures of a 
majority of the duly qualified electors resident within the limits or bound 
aries set forth in the said petition or requisition, he shall forthwith have a 
certificate to that effect endorsed upon or attached to the petition or re 
quisition, and shall forward the same to the Governor in Council. 

4. Any Stipendiary Magistrate to whom such petition or requisition may 
be presented may, before certifying the same to the Governor in Council 
as aforesaid, require proof to be made before him of the bona fide signa 
tures of any of the names subscribed to such petition, upon the oath of 
either the party whose name purports to be signed or of a witness to such 
signature. 

5. Upon receipt of any such petition or requisition containing the signa 
tures of not less than one-third of the electors resident within any such 
area or district, certified as aforesaid, the Governor in Council shall issue 
a Proclamation or Public Notice prohibiting the keeping of dogs within 
such area or district. 

6. From and after the date prescribed in and by such Proclamation or

WHEN TOURISTS, ANGLERS and SPORTSMEN 

arriving in this Colony bring with them Cameras, 
Bicycles, Angler s Outfits, Trouting Gear, Fire-arms, and Am 
munition, Tents, Canoes and Implements, they shall be admitted 
under the following conditions: _ 

A deposit equal to the duty shall be taken on such articles as 
Cameras, Bicycles, Trouting poles, Fire-arms, Tents, Canoes, 
and tent equipage. A receipt (No. i) according to the form 
attached shall be given for the deposit and the particulars of 
the articles shall be noted in the receipt as well as in the 
marginal cheques. Receipt No. 2 if taken at an outport office 
shall be mailed at once directed to the Assistant Collector, 
St. John s, if taken in St. John s the Receipt No. 2 shall be sent 
to the Landing Surveyor. 

Upon the departure from the Colony of the Tourist, Angler 
or Sportsman, he may obtain a refund of the deposit by pre 
senting the articles at the Port of Exit and having them com 
pared with the receipt. The Examining Officer shall initial on 
the receipt the result of his examination and upon its correctness 
being ascertained the refund may be made. 

No groceries, canned goods, wines, spirits or provisions of 
any kind will be admitted free and no deposit for a refund may 
be taken upon such articles.

PUBUCJNOTICE 

The attention of the public is called to 
the following amendments to the Crown 
Lands Act: 

RIGHT TO CUT TJ 

FOR SHIP-BUILDING PURPOSES. 



No person, firm or company shall, without the consent of the Licensee in 
writing first had and obtained, cut on any lands licensed, any timber 
building of any vessel of over roo tons gross tonnage, or knowingly 
the building of such vessel any timber so cut. Every person, firm 
pany committing a breach of this section shall be subject to a penalty 
exceeding One Thousand Dollars which may be recovered in a summary i 
before a Stipendiary Magistrate at the suit of the Licensee.

(1) In the case of natural-born British subjects and 
persons naturalized in Newfoundland, upon the 
production of a Declaration by the applicant in the 
authorized form verified by a Declaration made by 
a member or official of any Banking Firm establish 
ed in Newfoundland, or by any Mayor, Magistrate, 
Justice of the Peace, Minister of Religion, Barrister- 
at-Law Physician, Surgeon, Solicitor, or Notary 
Public, resident in Newfoundland. The applicant s 
Certificate of Birth and other evidence may also be 
required. 

(2) In the case of children under the age of 19 years 
a separate Passport, upon productiou of a Declara 
tion made by the child s parent or guardian, in a 
Form (B), to be obtained upon application to the 
Office of the Colonial Secretary. 

(3) In the case of persons naturalized in the United 
Kingdom or in any of the British Self-governing 
Colonies, upon production of a Recommendation 
from the Colonial Office, or the High Commissioner 
or Agent-General in London of the State concerned ; 
and in the case of natives of British India, and per 
sons naturalized therein, upon production of a 
Letter of Recommendation from the India Office. 
Persons naturalized in any of the Crown Colonies 
must obtain a Letter of Recommendation from the 
Colonial Office.

"An Act Respecting the Refining of 
Cod Liver Oils." 

(Passed May 4th, 1916.1 

Be it enacted by the Governor, the Legislative Council and 
House of Assembly, in Legislative Session convened, as 
follows : 

i. From and after the first day of June, one thousand nine 
hundred and sixteen, no person in Newfoundland shall engage 
in the business of refining Cod Liver Oil without having first 
obtained a License from the Department of Marine and 
Fisheries, under a penalty not exceeding one hundred dollars, 
to be recovered in a summary manner before a Stipendiary 
Magistrate or a Justice by any person who shall sue for same. 

2. Such Licenses shall be issued by the said Department 
subject to such rules and regulations as may be made by the 
Governor in Council in that behalf. 

3. Any person who, after the first day of July, one thousand 
nine hundred and sixteen, shall export from Newfoundland any 
refined Cod Liver Oil without having the same first inspected 
and branded in accordance with the provisions of Chapter one 
hundred and four of the Consolidated Statutes of Newfoundland 
(Second Series) shall be subject to a penaly not exceeding 
five hundred dollars to be recovered in a summary manner be 
fore a Stipendiary Magistrate or a Justice by any person who 
shall sue for the same. 

4. One-half of all penalties recovered under the provisions 
of this Act shall be paid to the party giving the information, and 
the other half to the Minister of Finance and Customs for the 
use of the Colony. 

The foregoing is published for the information and guidance 
of those interested, and they are required to govern themselves 
accordingly, and apply for a License to the Department of 
Marine and Fisheries immediately.

INFLAMMABLE OILS. 



It is an offence punishable by a fine not exceeding two hundred dollars for any person to 
have in his possession or under his control or keep (i) in any building in this Colony other than 
an approved building more than five barrels or tierces or an equivalent quantity of non-volatile 
inflammable oil ; ( 2 ) in any building other than an approved building situate within the limits 
of any of the towns of St. John s, Harbor Grace, Carbonear or Brigus more than two barrels or 
tierces or an equivalent quantity; provided that in any building situate between the South Side 
of Water Street, St. John s, Harbor Grace or Carbonear, and the waters of the harbours of such 
towns, five barrels or tierces or an equivalent quantity may be kept ; (3) on board any boat, craft, 
ship or vessel lying in any of the said harbours, more than five barrels or tierces or an equivalent 
quantity ; (4) in any dwelling house more than one gallon, which shall be kept in a sealed con 
tainer or safety can of an approved pattern ; (5 ) in any building where oil is used for manufac 
turing or cleansing purposes, or sold at retail, or in any building except an approved building more 
than five gallons, which shall be kept in sealed containers or safety cans of approved pattern. 

Provided, however, that within the limits of the town of St. John s the proper authorities may, 
subject to such restrictions as may be deemed proper in each individual case, grant permission 
for the keeping in the open air, or under a properly ventilated shelter detached from other build 
ings, of not exceeding ninety gallons of gasolene or other inflammable oil, if contained in an 
approved steel barrel, or of not exceeding fifty gallons, if contained in a safety can or cans of 
approved size and pattern.

PARCEL POST. 

Parcels of Merchandise are delivered to destination in Newfoundland at 
the rate of one cent for the first two ounces, and so on up to i lb which is 
forwarded for eight cents, the second lb. three cents additional, or 1 1 cents 
and three cents for each additional lb., or fraction thereof, up to lo and II 
bs., which is the limit, at 35 cents. Name and address of sender must 
appear on all parcels. Otherwise we will refuse to accept them. 

Senders of Parcels for local destinations must write their names and 
addiesses on the covers ; if not Postmasters may refuse to accept them. 

Paicels for other countries must be accompanied by a Customs 
Declaration Form describing nature and value of contents These 
forms will be supplied by the Post Office and are essential to ensure 
prompt despatch of paicel. 

Money may be transmitted by means of the Money Order Svstem and 
by Telegraph to places in Newfoundland, which are Money Order and 
Telegraph Stations, at reasonable rates on application.

EXTRA POSTAGE. 

EVERY PREPAID LETTER 

and letter packet posted in Newfoundland and Labrador, shall, 
in addition to the postage payable thereon under the Provisions 
of the Post Office Act of 1891 and Acts in amendment thereof, 
be chargeable with an Extra Postage of One Cent, thus a 
one-ounce letter will be three cents, and a two-ounce letter five 
cents, etc. 

Letters originating in Newfoundland not bearing the extra 
postage will be charged two cents additional on delivery. 



Telegraphic Messages* 

WAR TAX. 

Telegraphic messages, other than service messages, trans 
mitted from one place in the Colony to another place in the 
Colony must have affixed thereon by the sender, stamps to the 
amount of five cents. 

Telegraphic messages, other than service messages, sent from 
Newfoundland abroad, must have affixed thereon by the sender 
stamps to the value of ten cents. 

The above regulations will not apply to telegraphic messages 
sent by the Authority of any Department of the Government.

I HERE can be very few people who have as many 
friends in the United States of America as I have, 
and I certainly do not love them less because 
they bear allegiance to another flag. But it is not 
I likely tint their friendship for me in any way 
aftVcts their feelings towards the British Common 
wealth. Some of th-m are very friendly towards it. But they 
were so before they knew me; and those wh &gt; were not friendly 
have not been made so by their friendship for me. In any 
case, it would be absurd to let our personal feelings for or 
against individuals nffect the history of nations. 

The United States of America has been defined by its 
Supreme Court to be an Empire, it is an elective monarchy 
in which the monarch has as much power as our King and 



subjugating the South, and all the "States" now being mere 
provinces. Indeed Louisiana, New Mexico, or any other 
American " State " has not as many civil and religious liberties 
as our " Province" of Quebec enjoys, and as any other of our 
Provinces might assert for itself if its people chose to do so. 
It was M. des Isles, who had been a French Consul in one of 
the States who first made known to me the fact that the 
war was fought to keep the South as a market for the North, 
and that the tariff was the original cause of the quarrel. 

Still more clear is it that the United States of America is an 
Empire since it robbed Spain of her Colonies. A clerk in the 
American Foreign Office whom I knew, told me, not in any 
confidential way, twenty years ago that the reason why President 
McKinley had dismissed Secretary Shei man from that Depart-

ment, and turned it out, and put in the enlightened and 
Progressive Party, without obtaining any assurance about 
i enant Right; and the enlightened and Progressive Party 
dropped the bill ; nor could anything else have been expected, 
for at that time it was a fixed and proclaimed piinciple of the 
Liberals that it is contrary to the principle of Free Trade (as it 
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the saying of Cavour that republics are always selfish ; a 
republic never cares for the general interests of civilization." 
Those Euglishmen are very foolish who think that democracy 
will really gain by abolishing an hereditary Upper House and 
substituting an elected one. The House of Lords has 
undoubtedly been too conservative and has delayed many acts 
of justice, but it never has shown the positive, aggressive 
selfishness and injustice which has been the characteristic of 
the American Senatorial plutocracy. Indeed I hear on good 
authority that since the war began, the English Socialists dis 
covered the mistake they had made in attacking the landed 
nobili y and gentry, and that their attack now is not on the 
landed nobility and gentry but on the capitalists manufacturers, 
mine-owners, rail-way-companies, shipping-companies, and 
bankers. About the end of the first year of the war, an 
Englishman here in Toronto told me of a letter from his 
brother, a Socialist but a patriotic one who had enlisted ; and, 
he said " never again," no more attacks on the nobility, for the 
democracy had found they could not win the war without the 
leading of the nobility. This class have not been profiteering 
during the war, but shedding their own blood like water. Now 
having made no fortunes but shed their blood, many of the old 
families among the gentry have to sell part of their estates 
because of the heavy taxation, high prices, and high wages. 
And capitalists are willing to pay vast sums for landed estate in 



is) for the State to interfere with the working of capital, or the 
management of property, or contracts, or anything of that kind. 
(Lord John Russel for we must be just when he was Prime 
Minister had wished to enact a law controlling evictions, but he 
could not get his Cabinet to agree to it.) And thus the evic 
tions and emigration went on for twenty years because the 
Liberals of Britain and Ireland were economic bigots or 
pedants, fanatical for an economic principle therefore we must 
blame the Liberals foi sending such numbers of the Irish to the 
United States of America. 

In 1874 when a regenerated and wiser Liberal Party had 
established Tenant Right and many other reforms, and was 
offering such a measure of local self-government as was granted 
in 1898, then the Fenian half of the Irish, in spite of the 
Catholic Church, voted with the Orangemen, who had raised 
the anti-English cry in revenge for the Disestablishment of their 
Church, and thus the Liberal Party headed by Gladstone was 
turned out by men calling themselves Irish patriots uho wanted 
to prevent reform because they wanted to promote discontent 
and revolution and secession. At the bottom of their Fenian 
folly you will find an American-Irish secret society, the majority 
of whose members are simple honest, big-hearted fellows who 
do not notice any difference between an oath to fight " againt 
England, when you are called upon" (by whom ?) and an oath 
to right for Ireland ; but its head, Mr. John Devoy, is utterly 
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venal and corrupt as the late Hon . Patrick Egan showed the 
world ; and it also besides the simple honest many and the venal 
few contains a few mis.hevious maniacs, downright politic ) 
fanatics and madmen who are the venal leader s tools in mis 
leading the simple, honest fellows. 

Any one who wishes to understand the moral principles in 
volved in these questions should read the little book on "Some 
Ethical Principles of Peace and War" by my friend Rev Dr 
Walter McDonald of Maynooth, which is published by Burns 
and Gates, London. 

I wonder do the Yankee " Friends of Ireland" think that we 
are so simple as to take American party-politics for love of 
Ireland, or to take hatred of England for love of Ireland ? *., 
one who has observed their moves can easily see that they only 
want to keep the Irish and the English fighting One set of 
them wish the Irish to be fighting with the English. Another 
set of them wen; engaged with England for seeking the friend 
ship of the Irish and talking of putting Ulster under Irish 
Government. The " womanish resentments" (as John Jay said) 
of Americans are ridiculous. 

If so many Americans had not claimed that they only won 
this war. we should have forgotten that for two years and a half 
the neutrality of their Government was not benevolent towards 
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Atlantic to lay the international situation before the Amerl 
can Congress. 

Plain but polite speaking is most conducive to good under 
standing; and our American friends (and there are many such) 
must forgive us if we remember that their country is the onlv 
real direct and dangerous enemy that we have ever had the 
only country whose school-books systematically misrepresent and 
disparage us (^. that Newfoundland is a Crown Colony) the 
only country whose histories represent its defeats by us as 
victories over us, the only country whose people have systema 
tically plotted to bring us by force or frand under its yoke 
Ine late Mr. Carnegie having failed in his plans to bring 
Canada by bribery under the American yoke, actually had the 
audacity to plot the annexation of Great Britain herself (as well 
as Canada) to the American Empire. Ever since the American 
Empire robbed Spam of her Colonies, an American-Irish secret 
society has dreamed of the annexation of Ireland as well as 
Canada to the American Empire ; the talk -of an independent 
Ire and (a republic) is only camouflage for the annexation of 
Ireland though very few people indeed in Ireland are in the 
secret of this. I, however, have heard from Irishmen, sons of 
farmers, who came to the United States of America and became 
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us and our allies, and that their President followed by a majority 
of the people kept us and avowed the purpose of keeping us 
from winning a victory over the enemy, because they wanted 
Europe to be evenly balanced so that they could hold the balance 
of power in iheir hands and thai their capitalists and merchants 
were charging for wheat they sold to the Allies three times the 
price for which they were compelled to sell to the American 
Government when the United States of America went into the war. 
Every household in Newfoundland to day is suffering directly or 
indirectly from American greed. Nor can we forget that the 
war would have ended two years sooner had not the United 
States of America given so much encouragement to Germany. 
If the American Government had understood its own interests, 
and given its diplomatic support to us and our allies, the Am 
erican people need not have had to spend their own blood and 
treasure, for there would have been no revolution in Russia and 
no attempt at revolution in Ireland. And the blood of our slain 
cries to Heaven against the United States of America. 

Some day the story will be told of the diplomacy by which 
Great Britain twirled the American Government round upon its 
axis. For my part, I was so well informed about the motives 
and course of the Wilson Government that, on the evening be 
fore it came out publicly on the side of the Allies, I stated in a 
company of half a dozen people that it was now about to do so.

Those people who think they are adding a cubit to their 
mental stature when they pick up American slang need to be 
told .that the newest American slang is generally old and anti 
quated English slang Thus, to make a man "cough up" (a 
share of his boodle) ,s English sixteenth-century slang you 
may find it in the extracts from old Latimer s sermons in 
Froude s history. To call a simple young man - fresh " is 
English slang o seventy or eighty years ago; it may be read in 
aeli s novels. To say, such a one has "a nerve" is 
English slang that is now going out of fashion. An American 
dramatist or writer of stories who wishes to be wittv a 
humorous reads up old English works that are forgotten or 
unknown to the mass of his countrymen, and thus is enabled to 
:e the wonder of his own countrymen at the fertility and 
brightness of American wit and imagination. And if he covers 
the process up by declaring that "the English have no humour 
tins is proof positive to them that the Americans have 
wit and humor. 

Though we have some individuals base enough to ape 

American vulgarity, yet there is the profoundest difference 

etween the Canadian and the American national character 

the old and broad difference which exists between all Northern 

and the Southern nations. As Tennyson says : 



" Bright but fierce and fickle is the South, 
And dark but true and tender is thu North." 

Or as one of our Middle North-West poets puts it with less 
elegance and more plainness : 

" Land of the screaming Peacock, 

Your goal is not our goal, 
For the ages have taught that the North and the South 

Breed difference of soul." 

We are indeed perfectly willing to be friends with the United 
States of America. For we know that the classes that govern 
that people are aware that it is the interest of their country to 
be at peace and co-operation with the Biitish Commonwealth ; 
and those who are not friendly have a wholesome respect for 
the Canadian (and Newfoundland) rifle and bayonet. And we 
all recognize that their institution and ways on the whole are, 
as the Prince said, as democratic as our own.

Tneir real enemies are the church and trade unionism. The 
destruction of Christianity is the principal aim of socialism. Its 
second fundamental object is the abolition of all forms of 
patriotism and nationality. The politico-economic side-issues of 
socialism are designed merely as attractions for non-Jews, and to 
hide the chief aims of Socialists. These being purely of a 
socially destructive nature, have to be carried out under cover. 
Patriotism sustains nationality. A nation, like a man, is 
strongest when fighting on the offensive or defensive. 
Nationality consists in a two-fold sentiment of the mass of a 
people consisting of a spirit of helpfulness towards all people 
within the nation and of distrustfulness of all others. The 
Jews never being capable of founding a country, are envious 
and hateful of those who have succeeded in building great 
nations. They, consequently, through socialism, which is almost 
entirely a form of Jewish propaganda, are waging war against 
nationality, and every thing which tends to strengthen patriotism 
and social conventions. 

Nations which are pursuing a drifting course, like Russia, 
Austria, and other Teutonic countries, are the prey of all the 
anti-social forces. Lacking vigour, they are tending to fall 
apart. Socialism can only gain headway when National rigour 



British Empire. This, of course, is taxing our resources to the 
utmost ; but the final results will be quite satisfactory. They 
will, however, arouse the jealousy of the rest of the world, .which 
we are saving from destruction, and will cause us to be even 
more independent and self-sufficing than we are to-day. The 
jealousy of foreign countries will force us to be strongly armed. 

The way British merchants are rebuilding the Empire s com 
merce and sustaining the world s economic and financial struc 
tures and everything dependent thereon are worthy of study. 

In the following sketch, English merchants are mainly referred 
to, but, of course, those of the whole Empire recognize the great 
parts they are called upon to play in developing the vitality and 
resourcefulness of the Empire, and are striving to do their 
share. 

THE FFFECT OF THE WAR. 

The war caused the British and colonial governments to bor 
row on a large scale, and this has led to currency inflation. It 
also seriously crippled the man power of the nation. Both of 
these factors have tended to increase manufacturing costs and 
to limit production at a period when supplies are most deficient 
and urgently wanted. And during the five years of the war, 
when the world s commerce was disorganized, trade associations 
which, in many cases, were more than a century in building up, 
were disrupted and, through these forces, one of the bulwarks 
of Britain s great pre-war foreign trade was destroyed. 
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Business men in England look out upon the world - 
vast market which they must cater to. Before tewa.hev 
th,s market nicely organized. Now it is reduced to a chao ic 
condition and many of their best customers are beggared o? 
reduced to limited nnancial resources. There are af "cons 

uence many special commercial problems to solve and 
doubtful experiments to be essayed.

Mr. Austen Chamberlain, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
said, "We have lived upon a world-wide trade ; none know it better 
than you. That world-wide trade is more important to us now 
than at any period in our history; it is only by its resumption, 
ray more by its expansion, that we can meet the gigantic burdens 
which the war has left us to bear." 

The Government and the commerical classes, as well as the 
labo-ing men in the Empire, plainly indicate that they realize 
the importance of the problems of the quick restoration of 
foreign commerce. 

It will be interesting to briefly review the chief lines of acti- 
v &gt; y that are being followed in reaching a satisfactory solution 
of the problem of regaining and maintaining the premier finan 
cial and commercial position in the world. 

ENGLAND AND GERMANY. 

Although we are, apparently, still some distance away from 
peace, the business world looks upon the war as a thing of the 
past. Many sermons have been delivered on the well-known 
Biblical text : " What shall it profit a man if he gain the whole

British exporters have de 
vised a plan for meeting the requirements of Rumanian im 
porters in the following manner: The buyer in Roumanian 
deposits in one of the local banks, in the seller s name, the 
equivalent in Roumanian currency of the amount of the invoice 
at an agreed upon rate of exchange. The money so deposited 
is to remain in the bank until the conditions of exchange admits 
of its being satisfactorily transferred abroad. The buyer, 
likewise, deposits with the seller a guarantee that In the event 
of the lei, or Roumanian exchange, moving further down, he 
will make good the difference to the seller. The seller makes a 
reciprocal agreement to refund the amount of exchange going 
in his favor. The buyer also allows interest at 6 per cent on 
the monies deposited under agreements of this character. 

The various financial organixations in England referred to 
above enable British exporters to do business under terms of 
this character.

My brawny workmen began a plan for redistribution of seats by 
breaking sjme of the chairs to provide themselves with missiles 
which might be hurled into the gallery.

At the time of the " crash" Sir Frederick Carter occupied the 
Viceregal Office as locum tencns for the next Imperial appointee, 
in succession to Sir Terence O Brien, the preceding Governor.

The term " Je-,v " was bestowed upon Egyptian emigrants in 
Babylon. It is a corruption of the word Heber, which meant 
"from the other side." Heber first became Judah, and then 
Jew. about the year 600 B.C. 

The Phoenicians were Jews, and the Carthagenians were 
Xegrpes, who blended with the Phoenicians, and had much to 
do with the origin of the Jews. 

The Hebrew alphabet was of Egyptian origin, as were the 
Jewish language, customs, and learning. Herodotus affirms 
that the Jews were oiiginally a colony of Egyptians and 
Ethiopians, and spoke a language composed of words of both 
those nations. History affords us complete records of the close 
relationship and free intermarriage of the Negroes, Egyptians 
and Jews. And the bible tells us how the Jews in the times 
of Moses became Egyptianized and took up the worship of the 
Golden Calf. Then they robbed the Egyptians. In the time 
of Ptolemy Soter, the Jews in Egypt married freely with the 
various people there, and continued doing so for a period of 
than three centuries. The famous Queen Cleopatra was 
the finest result of this intimate blending of the Negroes and 
Egyptians. Her greatest ambition was to be Queen of Judea, 
and she begged this favor from her lovers Alexander, Herod 
and Anthony. Anthony granted that request. The Queen of 
Sheba, who was an Abassinian Negress, was a mistress of 
Solomon, a prominent Jew, and had a son called David, or 
-Menelech, by him. 

Negro characteristics are plainly exhibited in the portraits and 
mummies of the Egyptians. A study of the mummies of Seti I. 
and Kameses II. shows their features perfectly blend with those 
of the Nile Negroes and Arabs. Their features have a typical 
Jewish cast with the unintellectual, slightly animal expressions 
of the Negro. In America to-day the resemblances between 
the Negroes, Jews and Egyptians are most striking. Examined 
ethnically, the outlines of the Hebrews showing the early 
relationship co-existing between the Hebrew, Negro and 
Egyptian is self-evident. The best Jewish authorities fully 
agree on this. 

The development of the Jew from the African Negro is 
indicated by: 

J. Historical evidences. 

2. The frequent association and intermarriage of Negroes 
and Jews. 

3. By the wholesale importation, migration and intermingl 
ing of the original Jew types with the Arabian, African and 
Negro races. 

4- By the ictention by Jews of similarities ot speech customs, 
religion and physical characteristics of Negroes and Egyptians. 

5. By the numerous Biblical references of the visits of 
Negro Monarchs to the Jews and vice versa. 

By the marked similarities shown between the characteristics 
of the present day Jews in America and those of the Negroes, 
notwithstanding the large amount of intermarriage of Jews with 
Caucasian peoples since the Jews originally left their ancestral 
home in Egypt. 



The Jews, like the Negroes have no country. Like the 
Negroes, their whole history shows they were never capable of 
self-government without direct assistance from God. Like 
Negroes, also, they have foistered race-riots on all countries 
wherever they have lived, and when in temporary ascendancy, 
they have manifested their control by austerity and criminal 
brutality everywhere. The Jews were expelled from Rome, 
Spain, England, and other countries. At one time they were 
not permitted to come within three miles of the Holy City of 
Jerusalem. They have stirred all Europe with their racial 
antagonisms. Wherever a Jew has long had his dwelling place 
as a collective body of people, he has soon precipitated the 
community into a turmoil, from the time when " The Jew 
spoiled the Egyptians," on the night of their first Passover, until 
their recent spoliation and betrayal of Christian Russia. 

Jews, like Negrdea, are pathetically devoid of regard for 
justice and truth. Other characteristics essentially Jewish and 
Negro are cunning and susceptibility to bribery; and their 
peculiar formations of the pigmentations of the hair, eyes, and 
lips. Another is the peculiarity in the formation of the Jewish 
finger-nails. They exactly resemble Negroes in this respect. 
Their finger nails are unlike those of all other peoples save 
Negroes. Where most people have white finger moons, Jews 
and Negroes have bluish moons. This is one of the most un 
failing tests of Negro similarity. A study of Negroes in 
fourteen American States proved that while Negroes may inter 
marry with the whites until not another trace of Negro 
relationship is visible, so long as Negro blood is present, the 
tell-tale nail formation is sure to remain. This is equally true 
of the Jews. 

Another remarkable characteristic common to Jews and 
Negroes, and seen in no other peoples, is their absolute dis 
regard for ancestry. Thousands of Jews flagrantly change their 
names at will, as easily as they change their religion, to better 
business opportunities. Genealogical considerations are un 
known amongst them. For this reason, probably, they have 
never kept a history of their wanderings. They are not only a 
people without a country, but without a history. They are 
devoid of all interest in the finer conventionalities of social life, 
and like the Negroes, are equally full-blooded and very prone to 
crimes against womanhood. Both Jews and Negroes are lack 
ing in artistic taste and culture. No libraries, picture galleries, 
ethical or humane institutions are associated with either the 
Jews or Negroes. In music only, the Jews excel and in this 
exceptional case they are equally similar to their African 
brothers, the Negroes, who are musical by nature and so far as 
opportunity will permit.

he had been less than six years a priest, he was chosen to fill 
the place of His Lordship Bishop McNeil on that prelate s ap 
pointment to the ajchiepiscopacy of Vancouver. 

On J U| Y 2 5th, 19 1 1. the Bishop elect was consecrated in the 
Cathedral of St. John the Baptist by Most Rev. Monsi*nor 
Stagm, Apostolic Delegate to Canada and Newfoundland the 
assistant Consecratcrs being His Grace Archbishop Howley of 
St. John s, and His Lordship Bishop March, of Hr. Grace 

Under his wise guidance the Diocese of St. George s began 
to experience many improvements in the way of church buildings 
and school-houses, while the District, in whose possibilities he 
had the greatest faith received his whole-hearted attention. At 
no time very robust, he gave himself without reserve to the ser 
vice of his people and Diocese, and not even when the too great 
strain upon his constitution gave warning of permanently impair 
ed health did he in any measure relax his efiforts. He has left 
many monuments to his zeal and devotion and by his death the 
people of the West Coast, have sustained a loss which so far as 
the present generation is concerned, is well nigh impairable. 

To the sorrowing parents, who with four brothers, Frank in 
the city, Thomas on the West Coast, Gerald in Sydney and 
Anthony in Toronto, and two sisters who survive, g eneral and 
sincere sympathy is expressed.

The Universality of Law.

&gt; EX are the creatures of law. Wherever they go in 
this world they take the law with them in ships 
trains or caravans, or they are subject to the vari 
ous jurisdictions they pass through. The value 
this l;king of men for law, and their voluntary 
submission to it, was well brought out in a clever 
amcle in the./,/, New York, some time ago. After describ- 
ncidents of a voyage between Europe and the United States, 
he lookout sights the Azores and the passengers run on deck, 
, as the writer says, "watch, shiver and blink as the light 
grows stronger behind the pinkish clouds in the east The 
dark cloud settles into solid land. You see it clearly. Sharply 
lined against the sky stands, forty miles long, a mammoth 
aw with huge teeth, irregular, sharp. The power of old-time 
.Icanoes made all of that land, and those sharp saw-teeth 
pointing towaid the sky, are the destroyers of long ago, cold and 
1 now, but telling ominously of the power that lies hidden 
below. 

^ Between you and brightening sunrise, suspended in the 

vs nest," half way up the mast, stands the sailor who 

ches the sea for you through the night. He calls out, and 

ahead to the left you see a small boat filled with human beings 

seem scarcely as big as your finger. Your ship could 

plough through miles of such small boats but out there in the 

ocean, just as well as inside the biggest courthouse, LAW rules, 

and the big ship must turn out for the small fishing boat. 

You realize the power and beauty of law, as our governor and 
sustainer. You. see that laws of little men reach out two thou 
sand miles .into the sea. You think of the laws of the universe 
that stretch across the immeasurable distances of time and space, 
protecting ALL, and insuring ultimate fulfilment of the destinies 
of all the worlds. 

As those fishermen of the Azores work safely, under full pro 
tection, in their little lost corner of the great ocean, so we, in 
our little world, our little insignificant corner of space, work out 
our tiny problems safely under the splendid protection of Divine 
Law and wisdom sent to us from some far-off point of which we 
know nothing. 

I he light of the rising sun brings out from shore many other 
small boats, each with its load of men who wave their arms to 
the steamship and cheer against the sound of the waves and 
wind. To them that ship is like the fast express that passes the 
country railroad station, or the comet that whirls round our sun 
and off again. 

Those fishermen feel that THEY are the REAL world ; the 
steamship and outside creation are only half imagined, interest- 



ing phenomena. You look down from the deck and the fisher 
men seem unreal little ornaments of your European excursion. 
And so the two sets of human beings go their ways to each 
nothing is important save that which each is doing. 

There are great planets and suns that roll past us across this 
cosmic ocean of ether. Our pathetic little round earth looks to 
them as that fishing-boat of the Azores looks to you. And \VE 
think of those great interstellar travellers as the fishermen in 
his little boat thinks of the ocean liner the great star to us is 
merely an interesting feature of OUR sky. And we actually 
wonder whether there is any thought on that big, distant sun; 
any intelligence on the vast ship that ploughs the ocean of 
limitless space. 



The high ridge of volcanic peaks and the others near it are 
made fertile and green by soil gradually developed through the 
centuries by seeds brought across the ocean by winds and birds. 

The tops of the mountains are black lava. Lakes of black 
water fill some of the quiet craters. Only, here and there, the 
rising sulphur smoke from rocky fissures tells of heat and power 
smouldering. 

o 

The last great eruption of the volcanoes occurred a little 
more than two hundred years ago so the inhabitants laugh if 
you speak of danger. They forget that two hundred years in 
the earth s life is as two minutes in the life of a man and that 
what a man did two minutes since he may do again. 

Fences are built across the fields of thin soil that cover the 
lava. Each inch of that land thrown up by fire " belongs " to 
some man. White houses stand at the edges of deep lava 
canyons running from the mountain tops to the sea s edge- 
canyons made by pouring lava or by the splitting of the moun 
tains under fearful pressure. 

Children play about the blocks of lava and all their lives, 
no matter where they may go, those children will think of that 
far-off island as the only real home, and of black lava blocks as 
the only REAL kind of stone. 

From your passing boat you cannot see these children. 
Their little lives, lost in the far-off sea, seem as unimportant as 
the lives of the fish that swim below you. 

But some child playing there to day may be like that other 
island child, Napoleon, and live to make the rest of the world 
talk about the island that bred him. Or, better still, some one 
of those children, with a brain made powerful by solitude and 
noble thought, may have the idea that shall help us all, teach us 
more and more to think kindly of each other and help each 
other, instead of passing each other coldly and indifferently as 
the big ship passes the little, far-off island." 
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I HE attitude assumed by the United States Senate 
against the League of Nations, and in opposition 
to European suggestions with respect to coopera 
tive action to stabilize exchange rates reflects a 
strange phase of sentiment against the British 
people. The American press, as everyone knows, 
is always boastful. It has taught that America won the war, 
and has become the financial center of the world. The large 
;ii element in the States believes this is true. And when it 
the important part which is being played by the B 
Empire in the world s intellectual leadership, and in commerce 
and finance, it is overcome by a jealous hatred which vents 
itself in suggesting perfidy in British intentions. 

Certain English newspaper editors are drawing attention to 
the dangers that may arise from this ill-will of the minority of 
Americans. Mr. Horatio Bottomley, editor of John Bull, in a 
recent issue of his paper discusses certain aspects of American 
ill-feeling as follow-. : 

-In the West we may witness one of the most amazing poli 
tical complications of our time, worthy of the closest study by 
all who have at heart the safety and honor of Britain. 

As regards Admiral Sims disclosures, Secretary Daniels bold 
disclaimer carries no conviction. I am fed up with Uncle Sam. 
The time has come for plain speaking. 

I see no reison to flatter the vanity of this struting race by 
lauding their part in the war, hailing the American President 
as a genius in world politics and pretending to discover in 
Washington virtues absent from every European capital. 

What was the attitude of the United States when the Kaiser 
struck his blow at the independence of Belgium ? The sham of 
American inaction in that fatal hour will stand forever as a 
monument to infamy before which in the centuries to come 
every decent American should hang his head in shame. 

While the United States Government proclaimed neutrality, 
every factory and arsenal hummed with activity, so that her 
coffers might be swelled with gold from the Allies. 

Yet, from a million lips and a thousand news sheets men hear 
and read the lie that America won the war. 

Is this common honesty? While America declined to honor 
her obligations in peace as she hesitated to share the burden of 
war, the following is a sample of the political pabulum served 
up to the readers of the leading United States papers every 
morning : 

We have no reason to fear British ambition, British arms and 
British sea power, if we successfully resist British propaganda 
and British intrigue. 

And here is another choice sample of sweet and brotherly af 
fection, culled, like the first from the Hearst combine of news 
papers which owns the New York American and other pro 
minent American journals: 

I have just faith enough and confidence enough in my own 
American people to believe that we can lick England and 
Japan, etc. 

These are not isolated examples. I could go on quoting by 
the yard from American newspapers and letters from British 
residents in the United States, who are becoming seriously 
alarmed. 

This epidemic of anti-British rancor coincides with the re 
fusal of the Senate to ratify the covenant and the decision of 
As-soon-fight-England-Daniels, warmly approved by Congress, 
to embark upon warship building programmes that are to stag 
ger creation. 

The spectacle is one for laughter by men and angels. I 
earnestly suggest we should be on our guard against Yankee 
bluff, and should not, in Daniels phrase, allow Uncle Sam to 
pull wool over our eyes. 

I do not want to talk in the Hearst vein about licking Am 
erica is our friend ; Because if not we had better know it and 
make our plans accordingly. 

When I read in a New York pamphlet that the United States 
saved the British from a good licking, I have no hesitation in 



branding the statement as an infamous lie, whose calculated 
purpose is to embitter the relations between the two countries. 

The truth is that throughout the first three years of the strug 
gle America wanted to see which way the fortunes of war in 
clined, so as finally to come in on the winning side. 

Before the judgment bar of history the figures that strutted 
so largely upon the stage at Washington will be dwarfed into 
insignificance alongside Clemenceau and Lloyd George. 

In England and France the hour produced a man; in Am 
erica they had to get along with a few pygmies and a professor. 

W ; hen it came to the point of war, dollars got in the way of 
men. The banker s shovel came handier than the bayonet. 

Americans who entertain the kindliest feeling toward Britain 
should do their share of shouting, and not leave it all to the 
Hearsts, the Dangiels, and other loud-mouthed desperadoes. 

As regards the security of the Hearst journals and other 
organs, if English papers were talking such jingo folly it would 
be the duty of the Government to disavow such sentiments, 
which are fraught with the gravest peril to the peace of the 
world." 

"Nero fiddled while Rome was burning and there is some 
thing Neroesque-in America s attitude to-day," declared the 
Daily Express, that the newspaper charged that " America s 
colossal profiteering is making the whole world pay tribute in 
exchanges because the United States has a financial strangle 
hold upon her co-belligerents." 

The article opened with a plea to the United States to re 
move the whip hand and help put Europe upon her feet in the 
way of production. 

This plea was followed by the delaration that if the United 
States is determined to continue her extortion from Europe then 
Europe must get together and break Americas financial 
domination. 

The newspaper endeavored to show how the United States 
financiers and others " while paying lip service to assist Europe 
have been doing nothing but line their pockets, forgetting the 
principles of brotherhood so lavishly expressed while hostilities 
were in progress. 

While pointing out that England, France and Italy are 
heavily indebted to America for war supplies, the Express says 
that America is driving the hardest bargain possible, and that, 
as the exchange rates now stand, world construction is stag 
nated. The newspaper declares that the United States is the 
centre of a grave international situation which is almost as 
serious a menace to civilization as German militarism. It 
continues : 

" Ameaica is profiteering on a scale hitherto unknown. 
Americans are buying businesses in England at the rate of 
fifteen shillings to the pound. They get two francs worth for 
every franc spent in France. They are obtaining even better 
terms in Italy, while in Austria and Germany Americans are 
picking up untold wealth." 

Conditions are not as serious as these writers suggest. The 
majority of Americans, including the best element of the 
people, are exceedingly friendly and well-desposed to the 
British people and the League of Nations. The strange 
attitude of the Government appears to be due to the incapacity 
of the politicians and their narrow view points, which cause 
them to consider local American political problems of more 
importance than international needs. 

The depressed conditions of the European exchanges are due 
to adverse currency and commercial factors caused by the war, 
itensified by speculative operations of international Jewish 
financiers. They will, probably, be restored to normal con 
ditions as soon as commercial conditions are brought up to pre 
war standards.

:ion and domestic financial policies in the various countries 
involved ; and when these inequalities no longer exist such 
devices will be unnecessary from a financial viewpoint, this is a 
sound theory.

Sir William Goods, A Figure of International Repute.

don, and secure from them details of the organi 
zation and scheme under which they handled the 
difficult questions of economy, supply and demand. 
On receipt of this cabled request I proceeded to the Chambers 
in Westminster, and after filling out several cards, and passing 
through innumerable officials, was finally ushered into the 
presence of Sir William Goode. 

From what I had heard of this gentleman I imagined the 
suave, aristocratic personality of the English Knight of the old 
school. I conceived the courteous greeting, and a brief, con 
servative interview ; but I was hardly p-epared for the per 
sonality I encountered. I observed a smart, clean shaven, 
strong chinned young man reflecting the spirit of geniality 
and keen business. He spoke with a Canadian accent, and his 
reception was warm and made one feel quickly at home. He 
soon came to the point, and within fifteen minutes telephone 
messages had been sent to the Sugar Commission, Wheat and 
Flour Boards, and the General Food Conservation Department. 
He presented an unruffled surface, and one instance of his 
cool thoroughness was the fact that while with the left hand he 
held a telephone receiver and had conversation with Capt. Sir 
Charles Bathurst of the Sugar Commission, with the right hand 
he signed the letters giving me the "open sesame" to the 
other Sections of the Ministry of Food. 

"Of course, I am a Newfoundlander, too," said Sir William, 
putting up the receiver. " I was born in Newfoundland in 
June, 1875." These words furnish the inspiration for this 
article. Another inspiration is the fact that early in February 
his brief statement to the public on reconstruction was flashed 
by cable throughout the world. Perhaps, also, his message to 
the farmers of Canada with regard to the opportunities open to 
them owing to the enormous depletion of the cattle herds of 
Europe, is remembered by the readers of our local press, and 
should arouse interest in the personality of a Newfoundlander 

ie activity has made him a figure of international repute. 

So far as I have been able to trace his genealogical tree, this 

distinguished fellow countryman was the son of the Rev. T. A. 

Goode, and was born in Channel. Beginning his career as a 

Purser, he afterwards became a Trooper in the U. S. Cavalary, 



the journalistic arena, going on the 
-; Mtrcury and the RtnrJtr. He later bcca 
the staiT of the Associated rrfss. 

When in t : ie eirly years of this century the rising generation 
of publishers looked about them for men familiar with British 
conditions but tr lined in the American School, Mr. C. Arthur 
Peirson engaged Mr. Goode as News Editor of the London 
Standard, and when the former established an overseas edition 
of the paper named the young Newfoundlander was sent to 
Toronto to take charge of the Canadian Office, he afterwards 
returning to London in 1911 to go on the staff of the Daily 
Mail. From mat date his ac:ivities seem to have branched out 
into other directiois, and a few years lacer we find him Honor 
ary Secretary to the British Commission in connection with the 
San Francisco Panama Pacific Exposition and Organizer of the 
British National Committee for the relief of Belgium. In the 
work of distributing food relief he rendered excellent service, 
and on taking over the additional charge of relieving Spain 
when the United States entered the War, he was honoured with 
the title of K.B.E. 

When Lord Rhondda was appointed British Food Controller, 
he selected Sir William as his Liason Officer to co-ordinate 
divisional activities, and he was acting in this capacity when I 
came in touch with him. He was handling direct communica 
tion with the Foad Administration of France, Italy, the United 
States and Canada ; all of which were co-ordinated with a 
central body. The scheme of organization which he had 
planned and was effectively carrying out showed his distinctive 
genius and his extraordinary energy. It is not, perhaps, 
advisable to supply information on the questions of sources of 
supply and systen of distribution, but his fund of information 
and grasp of the situation seemed unlimited. It was no 
wonder, therefore, that he was retained in this capicity by Hon. 
J. P. dynes, Lord Rhondda s successor in the Ministry of Food, 
and that he still continues to exert an influence in London that 
makes for good.

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The Late Hon. John Harvey, M.LC

the sad news of his passing, which occurred at New York 
January 4 h. became known throughout the city many and 
genuine were the expressions of regret, for his splendid worth 
was fully appreciated. Mr. Harvey had undergone several 
operations at New York for mastoiditis and immediately follow 
ing upon the last he appeared to be regaining his wanted 
health, but on New Year s Day a relapse occurred and men- 
nigitis set in with fatal results. 

Hon. John Harvey was one of the outstanding figures in the 
commercial, political, religious and social life of Newfoundland, 
and in every one of these circles will be greatly missed. As a 
director of the firm of Messrs. Harvey & Co., he was closely 
iden ified with every .movement which was made for the better 
ment of our mercantile life, and his views upon any matter par- 
taining thereto were at all times eagerly sought because it was

well known that expression was given by him to such views 
only after he had acquainted himself at first hand with those 
circumstances on which hinged the vital issues of the question 
involved. No matter how pressing were his own private affairs, 
Mr. Harvey always found time to give close attention and in 
telligent study to matters which affected the trade of the colony 
generally, and to those matters which affected the curing and 
marketing of our codfish in particular. In, this connection there 
are to be found many of nis b.illiant writings, some brief, others 
more extensive, but all bearing the hall-marks of a clear insight 
and understanding of the subject involved resultant from care 
ful and comprehensive study. In one or two instances Mr. 
Harvey compiled invaluable works on our cod and seal fisheries. 
As a member of the Board of Trade of Newfoundland, his 
opinions were at all times sought and his suggestions almost in 
variably acted upon. The place which the firm of Harvey & 
Co., holds to-day in the commercial field of the Dominion is 
perhaps the best evidence of his excellent qualifications as a 
business man. There was another side however to Mr. Harvey s 
business qualifications which was known to none so much as to 



the men who worked on the premises in any capacity. Be he 
ial or laborer, the man who was employed by Harvey & Co. 
had a true and understanding friend in the late Mr. Harvey and 
because of this fact the extent of his influence was incalculable. 
In political life the late Hon. John Harvey was a fearless 
exponent of those principles which he felt to be founded upon 
solid and sane economic and with all practical standards and 
whenever a question of vital importance was at issue, partisan 
politics in not the slightest degree prejudiced his views or 
influenced his actions with regard thereto. As a member of 
the Legislative Council, he gave his fullest and closest attention 
to the matters which came up for consideration of that body, 
and dnring the fourteen years of his membership, no Councillor 
ever gave more intelligent attention to the measures which 
passed the Legislature. 

In spite of all his other activities the deceased gentlemen found 
time for the inauguration and the execution of a work for which 
Newfoundland will forever fondly cherish his memory. We 
refer to the campaign against the ravages of Tuberculosis which 
was started by Mr. Harvey in 1907 and carried on under his 
active leadership and direction until the spring of 1913, by 
which time the^ work had assumed such proportions that it 
became unmanageable under private supervision and had there 
fore to take its place amongst the more important of our 
national activities. Recognizing, as he readily did, that the 
school was not alone the most effective, but the natural dissemi- 
naior of that knowledge which must be brought to every home 
in Newfoundland, if the anti-tuberculosis campaign were to 
bring about the desired results. Pamphlets were pre 
pared, speeches made and every conceivable means compat 
ible with economy and practicability were employed by him to 
spread broad cast his propaganda and to-day a standard work 
edited hy him ; a hygenic called " The way to Health " is in 
use in our schools and is recognized as a splendid book of its 
kind. This, we believe, will be the most notable of the many | 
monuments which will stand in memory of a man who gave his 
best to his native country. Then sanatariums which are to-day 
fighting the plague of tuberculosis in Newfoundland owe their 
instigation, if not their actual inauguration, to the almost super 
human efforts of Mr. Harvey in this branch of his splendid 
philantrophy. The war coming the year after he had handed 
over the work of the tuberculosis campaign to the Government, 
imposed new and manifold duties upon him both as a public 
man and in his commercial capacity, in the former because he 
took up with enthusiasm his portion of the duties which New 
foundland and her sons owed to the Mother Country and in the 
latter because two of the directors of the firm the late Capt. 
Norman Outerbridge, and Mr. Herbert Outerbridge answered 
the call to arms, perforce leaving a greater burden of the 
firm s executive work upon his shoulders. Last Spring he felt 
the strain of his work and went with Mrs. Harvey to the States 
to have a well earned rest and it was while in New York that 
he developed the trouble which unfortunately culminated in his 
death. Hon. John Harvey was a life long member of the Church 
of England Cathedral parish, and was always foremost in church 
work connected with the Cathedral, and was a director on Bishop 
Feild College Board. Born at St. John s, October iSt n, 1865, 
he was educated at Ilailejbury College, England. He entered 
the firm of Harvey & Co. in 1883 arid during the greater part of 
his business career has been Managing Director. In 1905 he 
married Miss Henrietta Gordon, of Pictou, N.S., who survives 
him. His mother, Mrs. Elizabeth Harvey, and three brothers- 
Eugene, who married Miss Gosling, sister of Mayor Gosling, and 
lives in Bermuda, Edward in Philadelphia, and Raymond in 
New York survive him; also one sister, Gertrude, who lived 
in Italy for some years, but is now at home. Miss Harvey served 
as an Ambulance Driver with the French during the war and 
received the Croix de Guerre. Bernard, Com. R.N., was the 
first Newfoundlander to lose his life in the war. To the relatives 
of the deceased gentlemen the whole country will extend its 
sympathy, in which THE QUARTERLY joins.

conscious and before the end he recognized his sons who were 
watching around his dying bed. 

Mr. Goodridge was born at Paignton, Devon, England, and 

was educated at Torre School, Torquay, Devonshire. When a 

boy of fourteen he came to Newfoundland and entered the 

establishment of his father as clerk and accountant at Renews. 

A few years later he moved to St. John s and has resided here 

since, giving personal attention to the many departments of his 

old and reliable firm, one of the largest shipping and general 

mercantile establishments in the Dominion. Many important 

positions of trust and responsibility were filled by him. In 

1880 he was elected to represent the District of Ferryland in 

the House of Assembly, and again in 1882, on both occasions 

being returned without opposition. During 1884 he was 

Leader of the Opposition, and the ability, pluck and assiduity in 

the discharge of his several duties, together with marked 

fluency and readiness of speech won for him " Rupert of 

Debate." 

In 1885 he successfully contested the District of Twillingate, 
and was honored with a seat in the Executive Council, which he 



held four years. In 1889 he was defeated and retired frc-n 
public life until 1893 wh e" he was again elected for Twillingate 

On the resignation of the Whiteway Government in 189, he 
was called upon by the Governor to form a Cabinet in which he 
was successful, himself filling the position of Premier. Some 
time after he retired again, but in 1913 he was appointed to the 
Legislative Council where he soon demonstrated that his keen- 
ness of debate had not been impaired by age. 
_ Mr - : " been a prominent member of the 

Chamber of Commerce in the early days, and was President in 
1889. He was also an energetic member of the St. John s 
Charitable Society and for several years was its presiding 
officer. Deceased at the time of his death was the o 
member of St. John s Lodge, of the Masonic Fraternity, though 
of late he did not take an active part in the Society s affairs. 
His wife who was Miss Hunt, aunt of Mr. Charles E. Hum! 
Barrister, died on January 12, 1913. His eldest son, Lieut. 
Herbert H., who ranked as Newfounnland s leading actor and 
opera singer, made the supreme sacrifice for King and Country, 
and last year his oldest daughter, Miss Minnie, died in England! 
Mr. Goodridge .was the last survivor of the old Goodridge 
family, his brothefs and sisiers, Avalon, Henry C., Richard, 
Mrs. George Carter and Miss Susanna, all having departed to 
their reward. 

Three sons are left, Messrs. R. F., who had been assisting his 
father in the management of the business, and who is the 
revered Lt.-Colonel of the C. L. B., Fred, who is managing the 
Southern Shore business, and William who is also a Director 
of the firm and resides in St. John s. There is one daughter 
Mrs. (Commander) Owen of Southsea, England, who visited her 
father last year with her little daughter. 

In private as well as in public life, Mr. Goodridge was highly 
esteemed. A man of more than ordinarily sound judgment, 
his advice was much courted, while his wide experience marie 
his counsels as valuable, as they were all freely given. Although 
prominent in the public eye, both commercially and publicly, 
Mr. Goodridge was of a retiring, disposition, and greatly loved 
the quiet of his home. He rests from his labors. This world 
was never intended as a resting place. He has reached the 
abiding city and enjoys peace deep and undisturbed, such as 
have all those who die in the Lord. The Hon. gentlemen is 
the third member of the Legislative Council to pass away this 
winter, the others being Hon. John Harvey and the Hon. Dr. 
Skelton.

Hon. R. A. Squires in the field displayed great organizing 
ability, undaunted determination, and indefatigable energy. 

And Hon. R. A. Squires won the victory his displayed quali 
ties so eminently deserved.

For many years a most successful teacher in New 
foundland schools, Dr. Barnes won his way to the top notch in 
the profes ion, making his mark particularly at the University of 
New York where his diligence, studiousness and manifest ability 
not only won for him the decree of doctor of pedagogy, but so 
strongly impressed the faculty of -the-institution with his high 
character and splendid general qualities that they offered him a 
position on the staff. The temptation to remain in the United 
States was a strong one, but Dr. Barnes Brushed it aside, deter 
mined to return to his native country and to place his talents 
and his attainments at her service. Eminently trustworthy, 
public-spirited in the highest degree and fitted by nature and 
training for the calm, dispassionate and dutiful discharge of 
high responsibilities, Hon Dr. Barnes is an Executive Coun 
cillor of whom the pemier is justly proud and in whom the 
people of the country generally place the utmost confidence. 

The Hon. W. R. Warren, K.C., Minister of Justice, is a young 
Newfoundlander of high character and ability, whose presence 
in the Squires Executive is a splendid augury of state.- manlike 
and beneficial government. Hon. Mr. Wan en has the confidence 
of the commercial class particularly. He is looked upon as 
linking he new Government with many of the old standards of 
public life in the country in the days of yore.- His great victory 
in Fortune District, coupled with his high professional standing,

Ilis Majesty the King has been graciously pleased to sirmifv 
his pleasure that the British War Medal which has been granted 
to His Majesty s Forces, be granted also to the British Domin 
ions, Colonial and Indian Mercantile Marine. This Medal in 
silver will be given to those who can supply such evidence as 
may be approved of having served at sea for not less than six 
months, between the 4 th day of August, 1914, and the nth day 
of November, 1918, inclusive. 

II. 

His Majesty the King has also been graciously pleased to 
signify his pleasure that a Mercantile Marine War Medal be 
granted to the persons specified in the previous paragraph, who 
are qualified for the British War Medal and who can also sup 
ply such evidence as may be approved of having served at sea 
on at least one voyage through the danger zone. 

The result of the foregoing may be put as follows : 

1. The British War Medal will be granted to applicants who 

have served at sea for six months between the 4th of 
August, 1914, and the i ith of November, 1918. inclusive. 

2. The Mercantile Marine War Medal will also be granted to 

applicants who during the period of six months referred 
to above have served at sea on a voyage through the 
danger zone. 

Definition of the Danger Zone for the above is as follows : 

(a) Voyage including clearance or entry from or into Port in 

the United Kingdom, or French Port or Mediterranean 
Port, between the 4th of August. 1914, and the iith of 
November, 1918, inclusive. 

(b) Voyages in the North Atlantic and Arctic Oceans between 

Meridians 10 degrees West and 44 degrees East, from 
August 4th, 1914, to November nth, 1918. 

(c) All seas in the following periods :

areas by the Government of Russia. 

(f) Voyage in ice-breakers based on Murmansk and Arch 

angel. 

NOTE. It will be observed that everyone who is duly quali 
fied for the Mercantile Marine Medal is entitled to the Britisl 
War Medal. - 

Methods of Application : 

Applications may be made on the forms which are provided 
for all Custom House Shipping Officers outside St. John s, 
and must be filled in in the presence of the Custom House 
Officer, who will examine the applicant s papers and certify 
same. 

Applications for St. John s will be made to Captain Alan 
Goodridge, Deputy Minuter of Marine and Fisheries, at 
his office, Custom House Building. 

Those who were captured by the enemy or precluded by 
disablement or death through enemy action before bein;; 
able to qualify for one or both medals would be deemed 10 
have qualified, and where a man has lost his life the next 
of kin would be entitled to receive medals on furnishing 
satisfactory evidence. Any applicant may be disqualified 
for the above medals by reason of misconduct during the

5. Every coal vendor shall furnish on Monday morning of 
;ich week, to the Department of Shipping, a full list duly certi 



fied by him in writing of the names and adresses of all persons 
to whom he has sold or delivered coal during the previous week, 
and the quantity sold or delivered. 

6. Fvery carter of coal shall be supplied by the vendor with 
a delivery note for each lot of coal stating the name and address 
of the person to whom the coal is to be delivered. No carter 
shall deliver coal to any person other than the person named on 
his delivery note. 

7. No prison having a supply of coal on hand or in stock 
shall be entitled to, or shall purchase, or obtain, a further 
supply until his stock is less than one quarter of a ton. 

8. The penalty for a breach of any of these Regulations shall 
not exceed $500.00 with or without imprisonment not exceed 
ing three months, and may be imposed and recovered upon 
summary conviction before a Stipendiary Magistrate or a Justice 
of the Peace in the name of the Minister of Shipping. 

9. The Minister of Shipping may, from time to time, suspend 
the operation of these Regulations or any of them, and for such 
periods as he may think fit by notice in two daily papers, and 
may, from time to time, revive and bring the same again into 
force by notice in trie .manner Uereinbefoie set out. 

10. During the suspension of any Regulation as provided in 
Section 9. the Department of Shipping may permit any coal 
Dealer to sell or deliver, or any person to receive a quantity of 
soft coal not exceeding ten tons, and if such person shall satisfy 
the Department of Shipping that ten tons is insufficient for his 
needs the Department may. by written order to that effect, 
allow persons to receive a larger quanti y.

2. The charge for a Passport is $2.50. Passports are 
ssued at the Office of the Colonial Secretary between the hours 

of 10 and 4 ON THE DAY FOLLOWING THAT ON 
WHICH THE APPLICATION FOR THE PASSPORT 
RECEIVED, except on Sundays and Public 
Holidays, when the Office is closed. Applications should, if 
possible, reach the Office before 4 p.m. on the previous day. 
;f the applicant does not reside in St. John s, the Passport may 
be sent by post, and a Postal Order for $2.50 should in that 
case accompany the application. POSTAGE STAMPS WILL 
NOT BE RECEIVED IN PAYMENT. 

3. Passports are granted 

(1) To natural-born British subjects; 

(2) To the wives and widows of such persons; and 

(3) To persons naturalized in the United Kingdom, in 
the British Colonies, or in India. 

A married woman is deemed to be a subject of the State of 
which her husband is for the time being a subject. 

4. Passports are granted 

(1) In the case of natural-born British subjects and 
persons naturalized in Newfoundland, upon the 
production of a Declaration by the applicant in the 
authorized form verified by a Declaration made by 
a member or official of any Banking Firm establish 
ed in Newfoundland, or by any Mayor, Magistrate, 
Justice of the Peace, Minister of Religion, Barrister - 
at-Law Physician, Surgeon, Solicitor, or Notary 
Public, resident in Newfoundland. The applicant s 
Certificate of Birth and other evidence may also be 
required. 

(2) In the case of children under the age of 19 years 
a separate Passport, upon productiou of a Declara 
tion made by the child s parent or guardian, in a 
Form (B), to be obtained upon application to the 
Office of the Colonial Secretary. 

(3) In the case of persons naturalized in the United 
Kingdom or in any of the British Self-governing 
Colonies, upon production of a Recommendation 
from the Colonial Office, or the High Commissioner 
or Agent-General in London of the State concerned ; 
and in the case of natives of British India, and per 
sons naturalized therein, upon production of a 
Letter of Recommendation from the India Office. 
Persons naturalized in any of the Crown Colonies 
must obtain a Letter of Recommendation from the 
Colonial Office. 

5. If the applicant for a Passport be a Naturalized British 



subject, the Certificate of Naturalization must be forward^ 
the Office of the Colonial Secretary, with the Declaration 
delivery to the applicant.

Under the War Measures Act, 1914-1916, His 
Excellency the Governor in Council has been pie;. 
to order that anyone who is a subject or citizen of a 
state with which His Majesty was at war at any 
time during the year 1918, shall not be permitted to 
enter this Colony unless he has a permit signed by 
the Colonial Secretary. 

Any such subject or citizen entering or attempt 
ing to enter this Colony without such permit shall 
be guilty of an offence, and liable, upon summary 
conviction before any Stipendiary Magistrate, or any 
Justrce of the Peace, to a penalty not exceeding 
One Thousand Dollars, or in default one year s im 
prisonment; or he may be detained in any gaol in 
the Colony until he can be deported at the expense 
of the owner or captain of the vessel or steamer on 
which he arrived in the Colony. 

This order shall be enforced by the Assistant Col 
lector of Customs and the other Collectors at the 
different ports of entry in the Colony, and for the 
purpose of enforcing it the Assistant Collector or 
any other Collector may call on any member of the 
Constabulary or any Customs Officer.

23 (1 ) In contracts for the sale and delivery of any of 
the undermentioned articles, the bushels shall be deter- 
mined by weighing, unless a bushel by measure is special 
ly agreed upon; and the weight equivalent to a bushel 
shall be as follows : 

Wheat, Pease, Beans, Potatoes and Clover Seed, Sixty 
pounds. 

Rye, Indian Corn and Flaxseed, fifty-six pounds. 

Turnips, Carrots, Beet and Onions, fifty pounds. 

Barley, Buckwheat and Timothy Seed, forty-eight pounds. 

Hemp Seed, forty-four pounds. 

Parsnips and Castor Beans, forty pounds. 

Oats, thirty-four pounds. 

Blue Grass Seed, fourteen pounds.

Ships is called to the 74th Section of the 
chant Shipping Act, 1894." 

74. (i) A Ship belonging to a British subject 
shall hoist the proper national colours- 

(a) on a signal being made to her by one of His 
Majesty s ships (including any vessel under the 
command of an officer of His Majesty s navy 
on full pay), and 

( b) on entering or leaving any foreign port, and 

(c) if of fifty tons gross tonnage or upwards, on 
entering or leaving any British Port. 

( 2) If default is made on board any such ship in 
complying with this section, the master of the ship 
shall for each offence be liable to a fine not exceed 
ing one hundred pounds. 

At this time of war it is necessary for every Brit 
ish Ship to hoist the colours and heave to if signal 
led by a British Warship; if a vessel hoists no 
colours and runs away, it is liable to be fired upon.

No person firm or company shall, without the consent of the Licensee in 

ing first had and obtained, cut on any lands licensed, any timber for the 

ing of any vessel of over 100 tons gross tonnage, or knowingly use for 

building of such vessel any timber so cut.

MINING LICENSES.

" granted shall be computed so as to include the day of the date of such License 
" and shall expire at midnight on the same day of the same month in the 
" following year, and a new License for the said Minerals may be applied for 
" and granted at or after the hour of ten o clock of the forenoon of the next 
" lawful day after such expiry."
